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THE YEAR 1913 


Some ot the Important Events and Deaths of 
That Period 


The year 1913 has witnessed the 
passing away of ninny of our promi- 
nent citizens, and the review of the 
past twelve months in this direction 
emphasizes the loss which the com- 
munity has sustained. 

Among the most notable deaths of 
the yenr were those of Dr. James F. 
Bothfeld, Dr. M. H. Clarke, Mr. Carl 
Baerman, the pianist. City Messenger 
Joseph D. Wellington, Assistant Su- 
1 perintendent of Streets Charles L. 

Berry and Mr. James E. McIntyre, the 
« well-known publisher in January; Mr. 
Henry J. Preston, the architect, Mr. 
C. M. Whittlesey of West Newton, and 
the well-known and popular Register 
of Deeds, Mr. Edwin O. Childs in Feb- 
ruary; Mr. Eugene W. Pratt, the New- 
ton Centre undertaker in March; Mr. 
Louis K. Harlow, the Waban artist, 
Mr. John E. Rockwood, the coal mer- 
chant of Newton Centre and the "grand 
old man” of Newton, Mr. Warren P. 
Tyler, in April; Mr. John S. Sumner, 
one of Newton’s oldest residents, died 
in May; Mr. Frank Cordingley, a well- 
known manufacturer, and Mr. Samuel 
C. Smith, a retired Boston school 
teacher, in June; Mr. Horace Beck- 
ford, a Grand Army veteran in July; 
Mr. George H. Brown, well known in 
Masonic circles, and Mr. Charles H. 
Burrage, an old resident of Chestnut 
Hill in September; Mr. Albert S. Hut- 
chinson, a rising young lawyer, Mr. 
George W. Shepard, the minstrel or- 
ganizer, in October, and the Rev. Sam- 
uel W. Dike, Mr. James G. Wildman, 
the insurance man, Dr. Jesse F. Fris- 
bie and that old-time manufacturer, 
j,Chas. B. Lancaster, in December. Two 
"well-known women, who died during 


the year, were Mrs. Clementina But- 
ler, the missionary, and Mrs. Emma 
L. Waitt of Newton. 

The city for the first time discon- 
tinued granting sixth class licenses 
for the sale of liquor by druggists, the 
new order taking effect on May first. 
So far as heard from, there seems to 
be little fault to be found with the 
present conditions. Occasional com- 
plaints are heard and a few hardships 
caused by the change. 

The new accounting system was in- 
stalled at City Hall during the year, 
with the office of City Auditor abolish- 
ed and that of Comptroller of Ac- 
counts substituted, with Mr. John Da- 
boll elected to the latter office. 

A new Planning Commission was 
established In December, but has not 
yet got to work. 

The Church of the Redeemer has 
made a good start on a new church 
edifice at Chestnut Hill and steps have 
been taken by the West Newton Con- 
gregational Church and the Trinity 
Episcopal Church for new buildings 
St. Mary’s Episcopal Church at New- 
ton Lower Falls observed the centen- 
nial anniversary of the laying of its 
corner stone, one of the most unique 
events of the year. 

Rev. A. N. Slayton, rector of St 
Paul’s Episcopal Church at Newton 
Highlands and Rev. Charles L. Mer- 
riam of the North Church, Nonantum, 
resigned during the year, and the res- 
ignation of Rev. Jay T. Stocking, pas- 
tor of the Central Church at Newton- 
ville, has also been received, altho Mr. 
Stocking does not sever his connec- 
tion with the church until February.

.RTIFIGIAL ICE 

Company To Be Formed To Furnish Pure 
Ice In (Newton 

The formation of the Purity Ice 
Company of Newton and the estab- 
lishment of a great plant for the 
manufacture of artificial ice from 
Newton drinking water, will soon be 
accomplished by the combined efforts 
of the Women’s Clubs from all parts 
of the city. 

They are supported and encouraged 
in this great work by a large number 
of influential and public-spirited citi- 
zens, including city officials, physi- 
cians and business men, who desire 
to better the conditions that now exist 
through the use of Natural ice. 

The primary object of this Company 
is based on social or "community im- 
provement” by the manufacture and 
delivery of pure, clean ice, made from 
drinking water; also to decrease the 
price as production increases, and try 
the experiment of reducing the cost of 
living in this one item alone, by co- 
operative effort and support. 

The Company will be absolutely in- 
dependent of any other ice concern 
and proposes to sell its product on a 
basis of high quality, low price and 
modern business methods. 

The claim that "Natural ice is win- 
ning favor” is not borne out by actual 
facts, in our city, for in the last ten 
years the price has nearly doubled. 
In 1904, the consumption of natural 
Ice in other parts of the country was 
80 per cent of the entire output; this 
year of 1914 the consumption of nat- 
ural ice will be 26 per cent, according 
to official reports. In other words, 
Natural ice is losing favor. In New 
York City, last summer, the total con- 
sumption of ice was 76 per cent arti- 
ficial and great plants are now in pro- 
cess of erection. Plants are now in- 
stalled in the principal cities of Can- 
ada, in a region where natural ice is 
abundant. 

For the last eight months in our 
city we have been paying 40 cents per 
hundred for ice, while during the same 
period Brookline has paid 26 cents, 
undoubtedly caused by a warmer win- 
ter on our side of the tracks. With a 
shortage in any commodity, combined 
with a monoply, the Consumer is al- 
most helpless when the Producer 
makes the price. If ideal conditions 
really existed in the use of natural 
ice, as lately portrayed by local pa- 
pers, life would be one joyful song; 
but the opposite is painfully apparent; 
while the patience of the citizens has 
reached the limit. 

The learned Professor, whose speech 
is only partly quoted in local papers, 
speaking of the harmless qualities of 
natural ice, says also that "there Is 
danger of infection from dirty hands” 
and other un-sanitary conditions of 
harvesting and delivery. He also goes 
on to say that he “would not prevent 
the cutting of ice from dirty water.’ 
Even if we believed that filth and dis 
ease germs were killed by freezing, 
we do not care to use ice of this char- 
acter, if we can help it. 

Mother Nature is having such a 
hard time these days, that the Purity 
Ice Co. will let her severely alone and 
leave her to have it out with the nat- 
ural ice man, for her product is poor 
and her ways uncertain in this in- 
stance.

GENEROUS GIFT 

Will Enable Trinity Episcopal Church To 
Build New Edifice 


By a Christmas gift, Trinity Episco- 
pal parish at Newton Centre is able 
to build a new’ $50,000 church com- 
plete, instead of In sections. 

The parish had $10,600 for the pur- 
pose and the benefactor, who is un- 
known even to the vestry, promised 
that if the parish would raise $5600 
more he would give $9000, which will 
then amount to one-half of the entire 
$50,000. He then has promised to lend 
the parish $25,000 without Interest for 
twenty years, this sum to be secured 
by a mortgage on the property. 

The vestry has voted to accept the 
gift, and $2300 has been pledged with- 
out solicitation. The church will be 
built on the lot where the present one 
stands and will be of limestone.

Not one person out of a thousand 
even understands exactly how to avail 
himself of the printed information the 
government is ready to supply. In 
addition to sending out matter already 
printed, however, the Department 
holds at the service of the people 
some 14,000 employees ready and anx- 
ious to answer individual letters and 
give specific advice to people how best 
to manage their agricultural activities. 
The organization of this vast army 
of workers is exceedingly interesting. 
A brief summary of the principal bu- 
reaus is given at the end of this pa- 
per. It must be remembered that a 
specialist with a trained staff of as- 
sistants stands at the head of each 
bureau, and that under each general 
head there may be from five to twen- 
ty sub-divisions. Each carries on a 
particular phase of the research. 

"It makes, therefore, no difference 
whether the government has printed 
a bulletin dealing with the particular 
subject that interests you. or wheth- 
er you know the name or number of 
such a bulletin. A letter or postcard 
making clear your problem and the 
matter on which you desire help, if 
addressed simply to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C., will 
at once receive unusual attention." —

"I wish,” said a most successful 
teacher to a mother ono "first” day, 
"that I had all the mothers here in- 
stead of the children this morning. 

"Yes, I mean that — the forty moth- 
ers, I would like to tell them Just one 
thing — the difference between success 
and failure. 

"In the school room as well as else- 
where the difference Is Just a differ- 
ence of attitude. 

"No general ever won a victory who 
did not go on the battlefield deter- 
mined to win. 

"In the home is where we form our 
habits, ” she continued, "and the habit 
of success Is not a difficult one to 
form. 

"The most Important thing for the 
mother to do is to believe In her child, 
see that his tasks aro such that he 
can do, and then openly recognize his 
success. 

"No child who has had such home 
training ever makes many failures In 
his life. To teach this idea of success 
necessitates continuous Individual 
work in many cases, and a thorough 
comradeship with the child.

AMUSEMENT FOR THE TOTS 


Game That Will Keep Them Interest- 
ed During the Long Evenings 
of the Winter. 

Now that the evenings are drawing 
In, the children will want some new 
game to play after supper Is over. 
They will all enjoy the "Cut-Out Fam- 
ily Game,” which is played as follows: 

Get a big pile of illustrated journals, 
catalogues and picture papers, and 
give each child a blunt-pointed pair of 
scissors, a large sheet of newspaper or 
brown paper, and a pot of paste or a 
packet of pins. 

Then read or tell them some simple 
little tale of every-day life — not a fairy 
story, but an ordinary, every-day tale 
of boys and girls and their fathers 
and mothers.

And by their association with 
the dwellers of the forest and the 
moor they not only derive personal 
happiness but become better citizens. 
In the first place they will become 
more healthy, physically, because they 
will practice walking, the sanest and 
more useful form of exercise known 
to man, under conditions of air and 
light most conducive to health and 
body; mentally, because association 
with nature means association with 
the sweeter things of life; those 
things of all others most conducive 
to health and purity of mind." — Con- 
cord Evening Monitor.

FAMOUS WALNUTS ARE GOING 


Woodmen Cutting Illinois Tract of 400 
Acres That Has Never Before 
Been Touched. 

Woodmen entered the Makemson 
tract of timber four miles east of 
Danville, October 1, and began cutting 
the world’B largest forest of virgin 
walnut timber. For the first time In 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant 
woodmen were allowed to enter the 
400-acre tract, which was closed to 
the Inspection of all save the close 
friends of Hiram Makemson during 
his life. 

The forest land came into the pos- 
session of the Makemson family by 
means of a government land patent. 
By both Hiram and his son it was 
held sacred. All about the tract were 
well-tilled acres, but not even stock 
was permitted In the wooded park un- 
til after the death of its Jealous 
guardian, some months ago. In set- 
tllng up the estate a sale was ordered 
by the court. An Indiana firm of lum- 
ber buyers purchased the walnut, payr- 
ing $95 ,000 for' the" 1 1 mbe r j u s t as It 
stands. The ash timber brought $20.- 
000 more, while the hickory, elm. and 
oak and smaller timber brought the 
total price for the standing timber 
close to $160,000. — Bloomington (11L) 
Pantagraph. 


Martha's Vineyard in 1602. 

Here is what Bartholomew Gosnold 
wrote of his voyage to Martha’s Vine- 
yard in 1602, the Christian Science 
Monitor remarks: 

”We stood awhile like men ravished 
at the be&utie and delicate of this 
sweet soile; for beside divers clear 
lakes of fresh water (whereof we saw 
no end), meadows very large and full 
of green grass and such an incredible 
number of vines that we could not do 
for treddlng on them. This is the 
goodliest land ever we saw, for it is 
replenished with faire fields and In 
them fragrant flowers; also meadow’s 
and hedged with stately groves.” 

Martha’s Vineyard is still covered 
with the wild grapevines, which gave 
it its name, and the farms have often 
a high standing for productiveness. 
Inded, one of these farmB once boast- 
ed the largest corn crop ever produed 
on an acre. The yield was 125 bush- 
els of shelled corn. 


Stonewall Jackson. 

Stonewall Jackson was in his thirty- 
ninth year when he was stricken down 
in the midst of his brilliant work at 
ChancellorsviUe. He was born Jan- 
uary 21, 1824, and received (from his 
own lines, by accident) the wound 
that killed him on May 2. 1868. He 
died May 10. He was defeated but 
once, at Kernstow’n, when he was 
greatly outnumbered. He was a mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian church, and 
was noted for his rigidity of religious 
belief and practice; but when it carne 
to winning battles he was a progres- 
sive of the progressives. He is buried 
at Lexington, Va. 


Cost of Longevity Rising. 

The rise in the price of sauerkraut 
is specially to be regretted because 
Professor Metchnikoff has been rec- 
ommending it warmly as an autidote 
for old age. Now that garlic is being 
brought forward by Rumanian hygien- 
ists as a rival remedy, that, too. may 
bo expected to soar beyond the reach 
of an ordinary purse. Luckily, the 
light diet so highly commended as a 
recipe for longevity is within the 
reach of all. — Springfield Republican.

(ROOK— HELL 


(From Telephone Topics) 

President Elliott in his recent hook. 
"The Truth About the Railroads.” 
speaks of the opportunity the employes 
of the railroads have to show cour- 
tesy to the millions of annual passen- 
gers. 

This truth is strikingly illustrated 
in the telephone business. The year 
1913 shows approximately 658.000,000 
originating calls in the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, an 
average of 110,000 calls to each opera- 
tor. In oth^r words, each operator has 
had 110.000 opportunities to make or 
mar the reputation of the company. . 

How often is she guilty of discour-i 
tesy? The company keeps a classU 
fled list of all complaints, and includes! 
as complaints of discourtesy all which^ 
the subscriber views as such, even 
though the operator was only obeying 
the company's rule, as in using cer- 
tain standard phrases or in refusing to 
furnish non-advertised numbers. These 
so-called discourtesy complaints, both 
oral nnd written, approximate 1800 
for the year — one for every 365,000 
messages; five a day for 1,800,000 
daily messages. 

Put in another way. three-tenths of 
one complaint for every operator per 
year, or three years for one complaint 
for every operator! Think of it! In 
three years she has spoken with the 
public of all classes, conditions and 
temperaments 330.000 times, and has 
been thought to be discourteous only 
once! Concede that not all dissatis- 
faction is expressed in complaints, ad- 
mit that it exceeds the complaints, five, 
ten, twenty, one hundred times, and 
even then how does the record com- 
pare with that of the average business 
or professional man? 

Let him be his own silent judge. 
How hard he finds it to please even 
his friends in his daily contact with 
them; how much harder to please his 
chance acquaintances, and how little 
he knows how many strangers he has 
offended. If he failed but once in a 
hundred times, he would feel justly 
pleased with himself, and have a rep- 
utation for sainthood among his neigh- 
bors. Yet even then the telephone 
girl would beat him more than 30 
times over! Think of it! 

Telephone operating has developed 
the art of being kind. The aptly chos 
en phrase, the fitting tone, the ready 
helpfulness, go further to make this 
rough world smooth than all our good 
intentions.

NEW ENGLAND PORK AND BEEF 

Another Interesting and Instructive Article by 
George French 


When wo talk ab<v.»t beef raised in 
New Englnnd for tho market we are 
compelled to admit that there is but 
little of it. and that the prospect of 
more is not as good as it ought to be. 
It is said that not more than five per 
cent, of the beef consumed in New 
Englnnd is rnised there. When the 
fundamental facts about raising beef 
for the market are considered it is 
plain that New Englnnd should grow 
all the beef the local markets need. 
In the pnst it has not been profitable 
to keep beef cattle through the win- 
ters. The steer for beef should be 
two or two and a half years old, and 
must therefore be carried through 
two winters. The first winter, and up 
to three or four months previous to 
making beef of him, he may be kept 
on short rations. He must be fed to 
grow, but not to fat. He must be 
housed, in something approaching 
comfort, and he has to be fed through 
a long winter and a spring that al- 
ways seems backward. When he 
is ready to begin his second winter he 
should be put in the barn nnd kept 
there until he is sold for the slaugh- 
ter. When he is tied up to be fatted 
he must be fed with care, and his feed 
increased until he is having all he 
will clean up — corn fodder, hay. sil- 
age and all the corn meal he will eat. 
If the steer is a two-year old, weigh- 
ing around 1,000 pounds, he may be 
fatted in two months or a little more. 
He will gain two pounds a day, some- 
times more. 

Conditions are now such that the 
farmer can afford to fat steers for the 
market, if he knows how and if there 
is a market. It is necessary that busi- 
ness methods be followed, and that 
the farmer knows how to feed to fit 
the creatures for the market in the 
shortest time and in the best manner. 
There is a man in the western part of 
Massachusetts who has made money 
fattening steers for several years. He 
buys young stock in Chicago and ships 
them to his farm in the fall, fats them 
through the winter and sells them in 
the spring. He has made money on 
every shipment. The work comes 
during the winter when there is not 
much to do on the farm, and L sup- 
pose this man does not reckon the la- 
bor very high. Cannot the farmer 
raise his steers as cheaply as lie can 
buy them? It seems to me that he can 
raise them much cheaper, or buy 
calves in the neighborhood. This man 
paid as much as $5.20 pet* hundred 
pounds for his steers. He says that a 
steer will not increase enough before 
he must be sold to pay for feeding 
him, but that the original wojght must 
be increased in value— that v is. made 
fatter so that the- beef will be. better 
and command a better price. Tills is 
what may be called the - hot-honse 
method of fattening. There arethotfe 
who do not believe in it» One farmer 
who fattens cattle for -the market says

they nro better if kept in sheds with 
one side open, during the winter. He 
says they pay bettor por bushel of 
corn fed to them thnn do the cattle 
that are kept in barns; and if they are 
kept in good barns the overhead 
charge is so high that there is but 
little profit. 

Raising beef cattle is a specialty, 
but there ts no reason why farmers 
who have grazing land nnd enn raise 
forage crops should not take it up, as 
soon as there is a market. There 
should be abattoirs established in two 
or throe contrnl places, with cold- 
stornge plnnts, where the beef coulu 
be slaughtered and cured, and from 
which It could be distributed. 

Pork is not so much of a pure pros- 
pect ns is beef. Men are making 
money with hogs. A man in western 
Massachusetts bought a 65-acre farm 
two or three years ago nnd begnn to 
raise hogs and alfalfa. He says that 
if he had begun five years earlier he 
would have had $10,000 profit — which 
means $2,000 a year off of 65 acres of 
sandy land. It tnkes little time to 
care for hogs, and they pay a good 
profit. A man in Connecticut made a 
clear profit of 144.2 per cent on a lot 
of hogs. A Vermont man made $5.82 
each on 70 pigs. A Maine man has 
figured that he can raise pork for 3 
cents a pound. If it sells for 6 cents 
there is 100 per cent profit, nnd it 
usually sells for much more than 6 
cents, as we all know who pay 35 
cents a pound for bacon. 

As Bhowing what can be done in a 
small way, where there is no labor 
cost, a Maine man made more than 
100 per cent on four pigs he bought 
when five weeks old. A Massachu- 
setts man paid the mortgage on his 
farm with pork lie raised, and he says 
there is nothing a farmer can raise 
with less work and more profit than 
hogs. 

There are several men in New Eng- 
land who have made fortunes raising 
hogs and marketing their pork pro- 
ducts as a specialty. The famous 
Deerfoot products will be thought of. 
Mr. Burdett buys much of his pork 
in the West. He has to. He would be 
glad to use all New England grown 
pork, but the farmers all about him 
see it come from the West, and d 9 
not, in sporting parlance, bat an eye- 
lash; neither do they go about raid- 
ing pork. 

There'is a great opportunity in New 
England to specialize with pork and 
beef. It is not easy to buy good beef. 
If there comes into the house a really 
fine , steak it is made the subject of 
remark. There ari? sure to be several 
poor ones for one good one. Beef 
should be standardized, as to age of 
tile ahimaT when slaughtered, breed, 
weight, edndition. and length of tiftie 
the meat has been kept since killing, 
as well as the conditions uuder which 
it has been kept. All this should be 
handed to the purchaser of every 
roast. If such beef could be purchas- 
ed it would be popular. Why do not 
the New England men who own the 
land gel together and make just that 
kind of beef? If they would bind 
themselves to raise so many - cattle 
every year, it is perfectly certain that 
men to slaughter and distribute it 
would come forward. 

This beef matter is one for co-opera- 
tion. No single farmer is going to 
gamble on beef that he does not know 
i where he can sell or what he can get 
I for it. The few men who are now 
I raising beef with some success have 
‘ to sell it to the big beef men, or man- 
age to handle it themselves. In some 
parts of Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont there are yet local butchers 
who kill a few cattle, and distribute 
tho meat among their neighbors, and 
in those states the farmers kill now 
and then a steer or a cow, and the 
meat is parcelled among the people in 
the neighborhood. There is a chance 
in this beef and pork business for 
some organizer to get busy and work 
it up. There is money in it, and there 
would be good meat for New England 
people in it.

Ravioli Well Worth a Place on the 
Tables of Americans Who Cara 
for Good Food. 

Dressing. — One Rcnnt cup dried 
mushrooms, ono-third cup grated 
Edam cheese, two cups sausage meat, 
one cup brains, one small onion, 
three cloves garlic, one good pinch 
parsley, one good pinch celery, one 
colander cooked spinach, nine eggs, 
one medium sized bowl white bread 
(cut fine and soaked in mik) — wring 
bread dry before adding to other in- 
gredients — three tablespoons olive oil, 
two pinches allspice and salt and pep- 
per to taste. Ail the ingredients 
must be chopped fine and thoroughly. 

Gravy. — Get a fair sized boiling 
piece and make a brown gravy by 
first putting some bacon In a snuce- 
pnn and then the meat, letting It 
brown nicely without water. After 
the meat has cooked a while, add a 
little onion, some parsley, celery and 
tomntoes, also a few dried mushrooms, 
salt and pepper. Let this rook until 
tomotoea are done, then add a little 
dry flour and stir it in well. Add 
enough water to keep the meat from 
burning nnd cook until meat is well 
done. When meat is done, add enough 
water to make the required amount 
of gravy. 

The Dough.— One sifter flour and a 
cup more, one small handful salt, two 
eggs, water enough to make a stiff 
dough. Roll this dough into several 
large, thin sheets, spread some dress- 
ing on half a sheet of dough nnd fold 
the other half over It. With the edge 
of a thin board mark the “turnover" 
Into three Inch squares. Go over the 
marks made by the board and press 
the dough together firmly with the 
thumb. Cut the squares apart with a 
knife and lay them on a floured bonrd 
while the remainder of the dough and 
dressing are made into similar 
squares. 

Cooking. — Have a kettle partly full 
of boiling salted water, and when the 
squares are all made up drop Into the 
water and boll for 25 minutes. When 
the squares are taken from the watsr 
they should be drained In a colander. 

To Serve. — Put a layer of the 
squares on a platter, sprinkle a layer 
of grated cheese over and then put on 
a layer of gravy. Repeat this process 
until the platter Is full. 

This recipe makes enough for about 
fifteen people. 


Philadelphia Clam Soup. 

Do not use the juice from the clams 
In the soup. Have about twenty-five 
small clams, one quart of milk, three 
potatoes, two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
one-half cup butter, Balt nnd peeper. 
Chop the clamB fine and drain. Pare 
potatoes and chop. Placfe milk and po- 
tatoes in double boiler. Rub : the but- 
ter and flour together until creamy 
and when potatoes and milk have 
boiled fifteen minutes stir in the but- 
ter and flour and cook eight minutes 
longer. Add parsley, pepper and salt 
and let boil three minutes. Then add 
Ihe clams. Cook one minute and the 
soup is ready to serve. This is deli- 
cious. 


Neatness In Arrangement. 

I find that a small pasteboard box 
placed on the floor beside me, into 
which I can drop pieces of thread and 
scraps of cloth while sewing, is a 
great help In keeping the room neat, 
writes a contributor to Los Angeles 
Express. It saves all that unsightly 
mess so often seen on the floor when 
one Is sewing. A newspaper spread 
on the floor to drop the scraps on an 
swers the same purpose and can be 
picked up and burned when one stops 
work. — Christian Science Monitor. 


Gay Frock# for Children. 

The fashion for Bulgarian colorings 
is as popular as ever, and Its conquest 
is complete as regards some iittle 
frocks for children suitable for the 
spring. 

Made of fine crash, cut in the Mag 
yar shape, the hem and sleeves teor 
dered with scarlet, the front embrold 
ered In bright colors, and the whole 
finished with a scarlet woolen girdle 
and tassels, they are delightful at 
play frocks and will wash well. 


Poached Egg# and Ham. 

Cut a neat round of toast for each 
person.. Butter It and keep hot. Chof 
one tablespoon cooked ham for each 
round of toast. Carefully poach eggs 
Add to the water a pinch of salt and 
half a teaspoon lemon Juite or vinegar 
This will preveut eggs breaking. When 
poached drain eggs and luy one on 
each round of toast. Arrange the ham 
around the edge to form a border 
sprinkle with a little finely chopped 
parsley and serve at once. 


Cheese Salad. 

Ten cents’ worth of Roquefort 
cheeBG, a ten-cent package of cream 
cheese, one tableBpoonful of butter, 
two green peppers, one large Bermuda 
onion, one-hulf u Btalk of celery will 
be needed. Rub the Roquefort and 
cream cheese and butter to a smooth 
paste, add the finely chopped onion, 
peppers and celery. Mix well. 8ea 
boh with paprika and put In Icebox to 
harden. Serve with hot toasted crack- 
ers.

PORCH FURNITURE. 


Fried Cheese Balls. 

One and one half cupfuls of grated 
cheese, one tabl^ppoonful of flour, the 
whites of three eggs, salt, pepper, and 
cracker dust. 

Beat the whites of the eggs; add 
the other Ingredients; make luto balls 
and roll in cracker dust If the 
amount of flour la doubled, the mix- 
ture may be dropped from a spoon 
and fried without being rolled tm 
crumb*. 


Demand# a Little Time and Trouble, 

But Effect I# Well Worth While- 
Best Method of Staining 
New Artlclea. 

It Is time to get out the porch furni- 
ture. This sounds like a task easily 
accomplished, but In reality It entails 
a good deal of work. The furniture 
cannot be Just lugged down from the 
attic or up from the cellar and de- 
posited as It is on the veranda. It 
must be cleaned and freshened up. 
Some of It needs a new coat of stain 
or enamel, some of It needs new 
cushions. Perhaps it must be replen- 
ished, and that means careful shop- 
ping. 

To begin with the cleaning, this 
can best be done out of doors, with a 
garden hose and plenty of hot water. 
For each chair have a pailful of hot 
suds, softened with borax. Apply this 
to the seat of the chair with a stiff 
whisk broom, and scrub it about vig- 
orously. Then scrub the back, sides 
and under part of the chair in the 
same manner. Dash whatever suds 
remain over the chair, and then rinse 
it with plenty of fresh, clean water 
from the hose. Clean tables and all 
other pieces of furniture in the same 
way. and let them dry out of doors 
in the sunshine, or else near a fire. 

The cleaning process described may 
brighten the furniture sufficiently eo 
that no additional stain or paint is 
needed. If the furniture does need a 
fresh dressing apply the finish decid- 
ed on without scraping off the old 
paint. The result wiH not, of course, 
be perfect, but it will be sufficiently 
good to make the time saved seem 
worth while. Most porch furniture 
is hardly valuable enough to spend 
hours over with sandpaper and paint 
removers. 

New furniture should be carefully 
stained or enameled. It can be bought, 
of course, already colored, but as the 
price of most articles Is a dollar less 
when they are uncolored, and the 
work Is easy to do and pleasant any 
cheap, It can advantageously be done 
at home. Enough varnish, enamel or 
stain for a chair or moderately large 
table costs from 15 to 25 cents. 

Many decorators now give willow 
furniture a dull instead of shiny 
finish. To accomplish this apply a 
flat finish oil stain. Put It on evenly, 
and allow the first coat to dry before 
putting on a second. 

If the stain is not dark enough when 
it has dried a second coat can then 
be put on without danger of cloudi- 
ness, stickiness or thickness. 

Another way to get a dull finish is 
to put on a varnish stain and rub it 
in as you put it on with a cotton cloth. 
This method makes the stain dry dull.

Salad Francois. 

Chop fine a bunch of parsley, two 
shallots and half n dozen anchovies. 
Lay them in a bowl and mix with them 
salt and mustard to taste, two table- 
spoonfuls of salad oil, and a gill of 
vinegar. Stir all well together and 
then add, two or three at a time, some 
very thin slices of cold roasted or 
broiled meat, not more than three or 
four Inches long. Shake the slices 
well as they are put In the dressing 
Cover the bowl closely and let It 
stand for three hours before serving 
Served garnished with parsley and 
some slices of the meat, with a little 
fat on them. 


Rhubarb Cobbler. 

Butter a deep earthenware pie dish 
and fill with rhubarb, unpeeled, but 
thoroughly washed and cut Into pieces 
half an inch long. Add sugar to 
sweeten, then cover with a rich puff 
paste, or, If preferred a fritter batter 
of eggs, flour, milk and salt, allowing 
a large tablespoonful of flour to each 
egg, a teaspoonful of baking powder 
to each cup of (lour used, and milk 
to make the right consistency. Pour 
over the rhifbarb, which should be 
slightly heaped In the center, and 
bake until light and brown. 


Lemon Toast. 

Take the yolks of three eggs, beat 
them well and add one and one-half 
cup sweet milk; take bakers’ bread 
(not too stale), and cut into slices; 
dip them into the milk und eggs and 
lay the slices In a spider with suffi- 
cient melted butter, hot, to fry a nice, 
delicate brown; take the vbltes of 
the three eggs and beat them to a 
froth, adding a half cup of white 
sugar; add the juice of one lemon, 
beating well, and serve over the toast 
as a sauce and you will find It a very 
delicious dish. 


Veal Heart#. 

Four slices bacon, one sliced onion, 
four veal hearts, one cup stock, one- 
half minced pimento, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half bay leaf. Fry bacon 
crisp, remove from the spider and 
crisp the sliced onion In the hot fat. 
Trim and wash hearts, slice them, roll 
In flour and fry In hot fat. Add to the 
fat in the pan the stock, pimento, salt 
and bay leaf. Pour the mixture over 
the hearts and cook two hours. Add 
the bacon five minutes before serviug 


Cheese Cake. 

Take two quarts sour milk, pour into 
a cheesecloth bag and let drip 24 
hours, after which time turn It Into a 
dish and season with salt, adding one 
oup thick cream. Then add one cup 
augar, four eggs, one tablespoon melt- 
ed butter, one-hair oup cream or milk 
and currmnta.

Child 6o Afflicted 8hould Have Im- 
mediate Care and Proper Medi- 
cal Attention. 

Those contagious colds, and most 
colds are contagious, should be cared 
for from the start, says a writer in 
Wallace’s Farmer. Keep the child on 
a light diet for a day or so; If he is 
weak, keep him In bed, and have him 
use antiseptic gauze for a handker- 
chief. Rum these handkerchiefs and 
avoid the danger of spreading the dis- 
ease farther. 

Do not let a child with a bad cold 
sleep with a well child; get a bottle 
of eucalyptus and put on the pillow 
or nightgown to be Inhaled through 
the night. This Is also a good pre- 
ventive If used In time. If a hand- 
kerchief strongly scented with eu- 
calyptus 1 b held to the mouth and 
nose In a crowd where grip germs are 
likely to be found, the danger of con- 
tagion Is greatly lessened. The odor 
Is rather pleasing, and some parents 
have their children use it continually 
during the season of colds. 

Have the victim of a bad cold use a 
separate towel; the use of the antisep- 
tic gauze as a towel is an excellent 
plan; and teach him to be careful. 
The old Joke: “What is the result of 
a cough? A coffin,” has too much 
truth In It to be funny. “Only a cold” 
many people say, but the cold Is a 
jsrlous matter If neglected. Two 
health hints children should be taught 
early: To use a disinfectant on every 
wound, no matter how slight; and to 
get rid of a cold as quickly as pos- 
sible.

HORRORS OF THE “SOLITARY” 


Barbarous Treatment of Men Who 
Mostly Are Only Unfortunate 
la Censured. 

Imagine yourself not speaking tot a 
aoul for weeks at a time, ahut in a 
dark cell, your food thruat to you 
through a grating, and your only exer- 
cise obtained through parading round 
and round a little ten-by-ten-foot yard 
with walls that reach seemingly to the 
aky; and then ask yourself, la this 
the way to get Into the better nature 
of a man, to search for and nouriph 
whatever little good there la In him? 

Think of the old "solitaire” — soli- 
tary confinement— of the Eastern State 
penitentiary, Philadelphia, and many 
other prisons. I have met men who 
have openly told me that If they could 
get so and so they would be happy to 
die — and would die smiling, H. B. 
Warner writes in the National Maga- 
zine. The “so and so" referred to was 
invariably a prison official. The men 
had committed crime, if you will, any- 
thing that had ofTended against the 
laws, and they had been so brutally 
treated In prison that they had come 
out of prison no longer men but beasts 
— worse, far worse, than when they 
went in. 

So many people excuse themselves 
by saying, "Why should we bother 
About prison reform? The man has 
offended; he has been proven guilty; 
he must be punished.” But let them 
pause for a moment and consider how 
many men — and women, too, for that 
matter — have been mentally and phys- 
ically ruined by that one word pun- 
ished. Ib it not possible to correct 
rather than to punish? 

The majority of these who go to 
jail are not necessarily criminals in 
the true sense. They are the unfortu- 
nates of the world. Show them the 
error of their ways, correct them, help 
them to help themselves. 


“GLAD TO HAVE MET YOU!” 


JOSEPH’S WELL STILL THERE 


Historic Spot of the Bible May Easily 
Be Located, Even at the 
Present Day. 

Louis Parker’s play, “Joseph and 
HIb Brethren," with Its scenic splen- 
dors, including a representation of Jo- 
seph’s well, reminds one that the re- 
mains of the original well are to be 
found at a spot situated directly on 
the canal route from Shechem to Mem- 
phis, about two miles southeast of 
Cairo. The well Itself is In the court- 
yard of some barracks belonging to 
the army of occupation. 

Near by is "the citadel,” the second 
largest mosque in Egypt. The well 
bears signs of having been bricked up. 
Yet it is easy to see that Joseph’s dis- 
comfiture could not have been so 
great as one might imagine.. For this 
well, like all the wellB of Egypt, is of 
n. circumference much larger than 
those of today and Joseph would have 
been able to exercise his limbs with 
ease by walking’ around It. Moreover 
when the Nile Is low these wells are 
quite dry. — London Correspondence to 
the New York Sun.

Beneficial Exercise. 

Exercise to be beneficial must do 
these things: 

1. It must slightly increase the 

strength and force of the heart beat, 

so as to improve the circulation and 
do away with any tendency to slug- 
gishness. 

2. It must slightly quicken and 

deepen the breathing rate so that 

more pure air Is drawn into the lungs 
and less impure air is left behind. 

3. It must stimulate Into normal ac- 
tivity the myriads of glands in the 
skin whose duty it is to rid the body 
of a part of the poisonous substances 
constantly being formed within us. 

Practically any exercise, if carried 
out with the correct degree of moder- 
ation, will accomnlish these results 
and so deserves tne term “beneficial 
exercise.” The trouble is that in- 
dulged past moderation, almost every 
form of exercise can do more harm 
than good. 


Blame Put on County. 

The case of McGee vs. Jones coun- 
ty before the supreme court of Al- 
bany presented a tihlque question that 
has arisen once before In New York 
state. The plaintiff, while driving a 
blind horse onto a bridge suddenly 
loBt consciousness, and the horse 
walked off the approach of the bridge, 
which was left unprotected because of 
the negligence of the county to pro- 
vide guards. The court held that the 
accident was due not to the blind- 
ness of the horse or the plaintiff’s 
loss of consciousness, but to the coun- 
ty’s negligence, and said: 

“While the highway Is primarily 
for travelers and vehicles under con- 
trol, yet the defendant must be held 
to anticipate that horses may get be- 
yond control of their drivers because 
of fright, accident or mishap, and the 
plaintiff was no more at fault, nor he 
and his horse any less entitled to pro- 
tection, because he lost control 
through a faint, than had this acci- 
dent occurred owing to some acident 
to his vehicle or the frightening of 
the animal." 


New Use for Quinine. 

Possibly hydrophobia may be cured 
with quinine. It did not seem possi- 
ble, until Dr. Noguchi of the Rocke- 
feller luStitute defined the minute 
germ of the disease, which he was 
the first to propagate In artificial cul- 
tures, as probably a protozoon. Qui- 
nine kills the germ of malaria, which 
belongs to the family of protozoa, 
though It will not attack bacterial 
germs, among which that of rabies 
was formerly classed. In the current 
Journal of the American Medical mm 
soclatlon Dr. D. L. Harris of St. Louis 
gives a detailed report of an apparent 
cure of hydrophobia by means of the 
malarial spqplflc. 


Helped by Lightning Stroke. 

Some have had physical reasons to 
rejoice that they had been struck by 
lightning. De Quatrefages mentions 
the case of a telegraph employe at 
Btrasburg, who was struck senseless 
and remained paralyzed until the next 
day, but thereafter enjoyed better 
health than ever before. In Marti- 
nique a M. Roalde was deprived by 
lightning of the use of his limbs for 
three hours, but, having previously 
been a man of weak health, was much 
Btronger from that time on. Several 
authors refer to cases in which rheu- 
matism was cured by lightning. And 
In this respect, also, trees seem to 
bo as men. Arago saw a poplar, one 
Df an avenue of 1,600 near Tours, 
which, having been struejt, developed 
Bhch vigor that its trunk soon far sur- 
passed In dimensions those of all its 
neighbors. 


Cautloua Young Woman. 

Elizabeth had been strictly trained 
In the proprieties of receiving gifts of 
money. Uncle John arrived, a privi- 
leged character, and after the custom 
of uncles, produced a quarter-dollar. 
Likewise he offered to go to the candy- 
man’s shop across the way on a squau 
dering expedition. 

There Elizabeth chose a box of can- 
dy at ten cents. The shopkeeper took 
the quarter, and produced in exchange 
the box and fifteen cents. Elizabeth 
was polite but firm as she refused the 
change. 

“Thank you." she said, "but we are 
not allowed to take mouey from every- 
body.”— New York livening Post

BEAN PORRIDGE OF OLD DAYS 

Real Standby of the Time When Peo- 
ple Were Less Fastidious Than 
at Present. 

Bean porridge hot, bean porridge 
cold, bean porridge in the pot nine 
days old.” So every child has chant- 
ed for year, and every generation. 
Some of them have wondered what it 
meant; more of them have chanted 
without wondering, intenLonly on the 
fun of the hand jplay that goes with 
it. 

In the old days — the pioneer days 
when the men of the family could 
not drop in at a restaurant or cafe 
for their lunch, but must take it with 
them into the forest “whete they went 
to clear away wood each winter day — 
bean porridge was a standby. 

Tbe good housewife would make up 
thick bean porridge and pour it into 
little stone pots. In the center of 
each dish of porridge she would put 
a string. Then she would stack the 
little pots of porridge upon a Bhelf 
and let them freeze. And each morn- 
ing when her good man went forth 
for the day he would take a mess of 
porridge In the pot, often nine days 
old, with him.

Falling Birth Rate. 

“More coffins were being needed 
than cradles, more heart es than baby 
carts, in France,” auld father Bernard 
Vaughan, speaking on his investiga- 
tions into the birth rate in France, 
America and England. 

In 17 departments in France, he 
said, the death roll call was in excess 
of the birth rate. For every French- 
man born there were three Germans. 
In the United States much the same 
shrinkage would be recorded but for 
the incoming foreigner. In England 
the outlook was dismal enough — a fall 
in a generation from 35 per 1,000 to 
21 and 22 per 1,000. Doctors were 
being called In for one birth only in a 
family. 


Foreigner Criticize* the Desire for 
Haste Characteristic of the 
United 8tates. 

One day In New York I was com- 
plimenting an example of American 
architecture to an American architect 
of great talent. "Yea, yea,” he an- 
swered with a touch of satire, "my 
fellow countrymen would willingly 
spend a hundred millions of dollars 
to build a church as beautiful as St. 
Mark's In Venice, but they would com- 
mand me, as a condition of the work, 
to flnlah It within eighteen months.” 
That la a significant phrase. How is 
it possible to beautify a world which 
Is incessantly In transformation, 
wherein nothing la stable, and which 
wishes to multiply everything It pos- 
sessr^a^-bulldlngs, as it would furni- 
ture? To create beautiful palaces, to 
construct beautiful furniture, to at- 
tain the distant Ideal of perfection, 
time Is essential — time and wise de- 
liberation, reasonable limitation of the 
multiplicity of human demands, and a 
certain stability in taste. No one 
could have built St. Mark’s or Notre 
Dame In 18 months, and France could 
not have created her famous decora- 
tive styles of the eighteenth century 
if public taste had been so fickle as 
ours, and If everybody at that time 
had wished to change his furniture 
every ten years. — Guglielmo Ferrero, 
in the Atlantic. 


LITERATURE NEW OR OLD? 


Matter of Reading Has Long Been a 
Point of Dispute Between 
Authorities. 

An author was asked how his new- 
est book was selling. “I am afraid it 
Isn’t a very good book," he replied 
dubiously, “It Is selling pretty well.” 
Emerson Is credited with the advice 
not to read a book until It is ten years 
old. Whether the dictum is held to 
flatter that sage or slander him, it is 
a safe rule for fiction. What reader 
who chews a mental cud has not felt 
a sinking of the heart on overhearing 
some misguided soul profess to be 
“keeping up with the current fiction?” 
But the rule Is not so safe in other 
kinds of reading. The clergyman who 
reads only theology ten years old Is 
known by his sermons; the scholar 
who reads only criticism ten years 
old is back with the dust; the Jour- 
nalist or politician who read only 
history ten years old would soon be 
promoted to the job of sweeping out 
the office. Some men lose their self- 
respect unless they are at least 20 
years ahead of their time; these are 
they who think new books faster 
than authors can write them. Some 
men find It all they can do to keep 
up with the procession; these are 
they who read the significant books 
as fast as they appear. And some 
have no faith In a book unless it Is 
old.

BOSTON'S STREET M ATRON 

Reprint from "The Survey” — Issue of 
July 12, 1913. 


That it Is not necessary to delay 
motherly Oversight of the girls of the 
street until the city can appoint women 
to its police force. 1ms been proved by 
the first six months’ work of Mrs. 
Thomas II. Tyler, Boston's street ma- 
tron. 

"About the first of the year the Flor- 
ence Crittcnton League of Compassion, 
desiring to join preventive measures 
to its rescue work, rented an apart- 
ment in the Fenway, and established 
Mrs. Tyler there in homelike surround- 
ings. From that centre, night after 
night she haR gone about the streets 
and the parks, into the theatres and 
cafes, wherever girls are to be found, 
and has quietly nnd unobtrusively 
given her help where needed. She has 
no police authority, no distinctive 
dress or badge and docs her work by 
the sheer force of her friendliness. 
The service she renders runs the whole 
gamut of girlB’ needs. It varies from 
seeing a simple country girl safely on 
the right car to plucking swiftly back 
an equally simple girl from the filial 
misstep. 

"She is a friend to girls and her en- 
tire formula of service is embraced in 
the phrase so often on her lips: 'She 
saw I was her friend.’ Nor is it an idle 
formula with Mrs. Tyler. The girls 
she helps are her friends — they are 
not cases; they are individuals who 
need Mrs. Tyler. 

“While generalization is difficult be- 
cause each girl has her own peculiar 
needs, it is safe to say that the Shelter 
is possibly the most effective instru- 
ment Mrs. Tyler uses. Here she in- 
vites her girl friends for a day or a 
week, as the case may be, and here 
they find a home — many of them for 
the first time. She believes it to be of 
prime importance that the bewildered 
girl shall get a chance first to catch 
her breath and then to get a fresh grip 
on her self-respect. So the girl is at 
once made to feel that she is a friend- 
ly guest, not an inmate, of a friendly 
home. 

“So when Gertrude, a college girl 
whose lapse was chiefly occasioned by 
sheer laziness, came home with Mrs. 
Tyler, they visited concerts and art 
museums in deference to the visitor’s 
tastes. On their return other friends 
of Mrs. Tyler came in in a perfectly 
normal fashion, and Gertrude felt her- 
self one guest among many. So Mrs. Ty- 
ler quietly emphasized the beauty of 
enjoying those delights in a perfectly 
legitimate way and in companionship 
which left no bitter taste. But Mrs. 
Tyler’s other friends were all workers, 
and Gertrude was given something to 
think about. 

“Annie, however, had known but lit- 
tle of home life. When Mrs. Tyler 
picked her out from a crowd of roister- 
ing sailors, she needed physical care. 
Her clothes were dirty; disease and 
vermin rioted in her sick body. When 
she was clean and whole — the Society’s 
expense account provided a new outfit 
for her — Annie’s tastes were also con- 
sulted. She knew nothing of art or 
music, but did like animals and Mrs, 
Tyler took her to the Zoo at Franklin 
Park. The next night they went to 
prayer meeting and strangely enough 
the lesson that evening was on repent- 
ance. When Mrs. Tyler tucked her in 
bed that night Annie said, ‘I think 
could say a little prayer tonight.’ 

"Mrs. Tyler’s activities in no way 
supplant those of the established agen- 
cies; they supplement them, and offer 
opportunity to exceptional value. It is 
significant that the organization behind 
Mrs. Tyler, one long known for its res- 
cue work, has now turned its attention 
in the direction of preventive work. 

Mrs. Tyler is well known in Newton 
where she has made her home for 
many years.

THE TEN COMMAN DMENTS 

, The Decalogue Declared To Be Ihe Fundamental 
Moral Law 


The Rev. Walter B. Murray ot 
Bridgewater delivered a lecture last 
Sunday evening in the Church of the 
New Jerusalem at Newtonvllle, on the 
subject "A Decalogue for Today.” 

He began by saying that the Ten 
Commandments were not popular, and 
never had been so. As children many 
people had been Induced to learn them, 
and it was fortunate for them that 
they had had stored up in their memo- 
ries these fundamental principles of 
morality and religion; but they were 
not learned from love of them, nor 
do naturally-minded men and women 
love them. Such people do not like 
laws which restrain them in the exer- 
cise of their selfish instincts; they 
prefer to be a law unto themselves. 

He said that the Israelites, to whom 
the Commandments were first given 
seldom kept them except for reward. 
"We know from their history that they 
did not keep them. They were con- 
tinually lapsing into idolatry, which 
meant that they broke the first and 
second commandments, and naturally 
they muBt have broken all the rest. 
Their failure to keep them resulted 
in the captivity of both Israel and 
Judah, and the extinction of the ten 
tribes. Even the Jews who returned 
from Babylon, although they did not 
again become idolaters, yet by their 
ingenious and crafty interpretations 
of them, for which they were rebuked 
by Jesus, made them void.” 

The first thing the Christians did 
was to try to throw off the yoke of the 
law by claiming that Christ had ful- 
filled the law, both ceremonial and 
moral, and hence those who believed 
in Him were saved by faith, not by the 
law, even the moral law being madt 
of secondary importance. 

But Jesus did not try to eliminate 
the Ten Commandments. Instead, in 
His answer to the rich young man who 
came to Him and asked how he might 
have eternal life, He told him to keep 
the Commandments, thus showing that 
they are the basis of our hope of heav- 
en. The Beatitudes are merely the 
complement of the Commandments. 
In the Sermon on the Mount the chief 
theme is the keeping of the Command- 
ments, not only externally, bui in 
spirit. 

The speaker said that his object was 
to show that the Ten Commandments 
were, not something the people should 
run away from, but as important to 
human life as the bony framework of 
the body which gives it form and 
strength and permanence. Without 


them there could be no security for 
life or property or loved ones,- no 
homes, no government, no organization 
of human society, but instead only a 
wilderness in which fierce wild beasts 
roam from which we would have no 
protection. It waB not only the Sab- 
bath that was made for man, but the 
whole moral law. The Decalogue is 
thus not a code of disagreeable religi- 
ous precepts which interfere with our 
liberty and prevent our happiness, but 
a God-given expression of love for 
the human race in order that we may 
enjoy the fullest protection, the mosi 
perfect liberty and undying happiness. 

Even if the Ten Commandments 
were not new to human society when 
they were given, they were certainly 
the first official expression of the fun- 
damental laws of morality and re- 
ligion which have survived the wreck 
of ages. And they were then given 
for the flrBt time as the basis of all 
religion, with the religious motive, the 
strongest in our natures, as an incen- 
tive to keep them. True religion was 
thus shown to be the faithful perform- 
ance of our duties and obligations to 
God and our fellowmen. If as selfish 
men we are urged to a recognition of 
these duties and obligations by a series 
of Thou-shalt-nots, nevertheless this 
leads us later to a recognition of 
higher motives, and makes it possible 
for us to understand the summing up 
of the law and the prophets in the two 
great commandments. The law and 
the prophets had to precede and serve 
as a basis, outlining what love de- 
mands of us. 

The -speaker then showed that the 
Ten Commandments contain in a brief 
summary the complex of all things of 
religion, and that by means of a life 
according to them there is a conjunc- 
tion of God with man and of man with 
God, which is the end of all religion. 
He showed that not only is the Deca- 
logue the basis for all our civil law, 
but of all natural law as well in what- 
ever field of nature. For spiritual law 
is back of all natural law. Indeed nat- 
ural law is only a name for spiritual 
law in operation on the plane of na- 
ture. Spiritual law fashions the world 
of nature and dominates it; it is the 
expression of God, the Creator of all 
things, who is Spirit. Thus, the basis 
of universal law is the moral law. 

He closed by saying that we should 
love the Decalogue as the bulwark of 
human liberty, the foundation of civili- 
zation, the basis of all earthly and 
heavenly happiness. 


TITTA BUFFO 


Titta Ruffo, the Italian baritone, and 
the most sensational singer of our 
.time, not even excepting Caruso, will 
' make his first appearance in Boston 
in Symphony Hall next Sunday after- 
noon, January 11th, at 3.30. He will 
have the assistance of Miss Florence 
Hinkle, the admired soprano, and Wil- 
liam Morse Rummel. 

The appearance of Ruffo in Boston 


is watched with much curiosity by all 
who are interested in opera particu- 
larly and in singing in general. He 
gains fame, if only from the fact that 
his fee is greater than that of any 
other singer in the world, with the 
exception of Caruso and Melba. He 
is said to be a skilled singer and a 
musicianly artist. At present he is a 
member of the Chicago Opera Com- 
pany.

For this purpose the Association 
has obtained the services of Mr. Wil- 
liam D. McCarthy of the Mass. Hu- 
mane Society and every man and boy 
in the city, who wishes to know how 
to swim, will be given free instruc- 
tion. 

60,000 men and boys were taught 
how to swim last year in the swim- 
ming pools of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Associations and in out-door 
pools in this country and two years 
ago 500 boys were given instruction 
in six days in this city.

When the year of 1910 drew to 
a close, no resident of the city of New- 
ton, Mass, could have foretold that at 
the end of three years, a Music Settle- 
ment would have been so firmly es- 
tablished there that its future is today 
a practically assured thing. Even the 
generous-hearted, music-loving wo- 
man, who started in the simplest man- 
ner to share her own musical advan- 
tages with the children of Newton’s 
working-class, never dreamed of the 
success resulting from her initial ef- 
fort. 

Miss Fyffe (Elizabeth Fyffe) herself 
attributes these results to the gener- 
osity of those who have encouraged 
and aided her with their money, their 
influence and their leisure, for the 
school is entirely supported by volun- 
tary contributions, and the income 
from the lessons.

to watch for children suitable in age 
and sufficiently interested to be given 
the benefit of private lessons — but at 
no time since the school started has 
there been need of this. There always 
has been a waiting-list. 

When there came the response of 
twenty children desirous of beginning 
at once, and before it seemed at all 
feasible. Miss Kimberly had organized 
the elementary orchestra, which is 
now perhaps the most striking feat- 
ure of the school. 

The audience that recently attended 
the operetta marvelled at the work of 
the children composing this ensemble 
orchestra. One may marvel still more 
if by chance he realizes what it must 
have meant on the parts of both pupils 
and teacher, to get such results from 
a group of twenty-three children, the 
youngest of whom is aged eight ana 
the oldest, seventeen. Moreover, two 
of the pupils playing had taken lea- 
sons only two and a half months. 

A Cosmopolitan Crowd 

All the pupils are American born, 
the majority being of Irish parentage. 
There are several Swedes, others of 
Danish blood, some of French-Cana- 
dian descent and a number of Ital- 
ians. Perhaps the parents of no other 
children are prouder than the colored 
fathers and mothers whose music- 
loving boys and girls make such ex- 
cellent progress. 

Pupils are accepted on probation 
and must show their sincerity by reg- 
ular work, continued effort, and 
prompt attendance. Each child is 
given a book of his own. w’hich re- 
cords for every lesson, his marks for 
the different parts — scale, exercise, 
piece and chart. Effort, by the way, 
is not how hard he tries but how* 
much he advances. When his average 
falls below for a lesson, he can see for 
himself where his weakness lies and 
he must bring up that mark. 

Oddly enough, there is no mark 
given for prompt and regular attend- 
ance — none is needed. The very oc-

FOR THE BLIND 

Mr. E. E. Alien Speaks lo Men's Club of 
Newton M. E. Cliorch 


A meeting of the Men’s Club of the 
Newton Methodist Church was held 
Tuesday evening in the parish rooms. 
The speaker of the evening was Mr. 
Edward E. Allen, Director of the Per- 
kins Institution and Massachusetts 
School for the Blind. 

Mr. Allen slated that the New Eng- 
land Asylum for the Blind, was in- 
corporated in 1828. The first director 
of the school was Dr. Samuel G. Howe, 
who afterwards married Julia Ward. 
He first opened a class In his father's 
house, but shortly afterwards a very 
wealthy man. Thomas A. Perkins, pre- 
sented the corporation with a build- 
ing which he owned, and the corpora- 
tion was afterwards named in memory 
of him. Outgrowing this building the 
corporation exchanged the same for 
what was then the great Mt. Wash- 
ington House in South Boston, where 
the main school was located until the 
present quarters were constructed at 
Watertown. Dr. Howe worked for 40 
years, and one of his great successes 
was the education of 1-aura Bridgman, 
and helped to give the Perkins Insti- 
tution Its name. 

Dr. Howe died in 1876, and was suc- 
ceeaed by Dr. Michael Anangos, who 
developed a marvelous gift for col- 
lecting money. He solicited contri- 
butions amounting to some two mil- 
lion dollars, and bis great work in this 
respect is still bearing fruit. The 
great part of this money was for the 
kindergarten part of the school, in 
fact such a large part, that when the 
present buildings were erected it be- 
came necessary to borrow a large 
sum from the kindergarten branch. 

Dr. Anangos went to Greece in 1906 
and perished there. Mr. Allen then 
became director of the school, coming 
there from Philadelphia. He agreed 
to accept the position on the condition 
that a new location was selected for 
the institution. He went abroad to 
study conditions in the institutions in 
Europe and on returning discovered 
that a better system of handling such 
an institution was already in use at 
Perkins Institution than at any he had 
visited abroad, i. e., by dividing the 
pupils into groups of about 20, each 
with a house of its own, taken care 
of by a matron, and its own corp of 
teachers. The question of obtaining 
a site for such an institution was the 
next problem and it was called to the 
attention that this land in Watertown 
was vacant, and with the agreement 
that it should always remain as one 
complete estate, the land, 34 acres, was 
purchased for the sum of $50,000, 

The pupils do not pay tuition, or 
are not required. The blind as a rule 
are poor people. There is one student 
from California who pays a tuition of 
$300 which is about three-fourths of 
what it costs to educate them during 
one term. The institution does not 
pay taxes. The State of Massachu- 
setts pays the institution $30,000 each 
year, with the agreement that the 
school shall educate such students as 
the State shall send to them. A great 
majority of the pupils come from the 
New England States, Rhode Island 
contributing 40, Maine about 20. Each 
of these states pay $300 per pupil to 
the institution, they therefore being 
relieved of the necessity of erecting 
and equiping an institution for the 
blind in their respective states. The 
$30,000 contributed by Massachusetts 
is about one-half of the amount neces- 
sary to run the institution during one 
session. It is run on the same prin- 
ciple as a boarding school, the school 
remaining closed during Christmas, 
Easter and through the summer. Many 
of the children whose homes are near- 
by go home over Sunday. 

Pupils are allowed to stay at the 
institution just as long as it is neces- 
sary for them to equip themselves so 
that they are able to go out into the 
world and earn a living. The boys 
and the girls are kept entirely apart, 
except at chapel meetings and at 
times for chorus rehearsals, mainly to 
prevent intermarriage. 

There are 50 teachers for the 284 
pupils. The daily routine of the 
school is somewhat as follows: 

Bells ring at 6 A. M., upon arising 
one of the teachers leads the way to 
the shower baths which are locateo 
in each cottage. Breakfast is served 
at 6.50 A. M., teachers and pupils par- 
taking of the same menu, each group 
being served in the dining room in its 
own cottage. The work of setting, 
clearing away the tables and washing 
and drying of the dishes is done by the 
pupils. 

A strong attempt is made to work 
up a musical education for all pu- 
pils, particularly the boys, it being 
found that they make a better living 
and are more successful as piano tun- 
ers and teachers of music. 

With the girls an attempt is made 
to give them u complete domestic 
training, it being found that they very 
seldom go into the world to earn their 
living, but are more needed and bettqr 
served to help in their home life.

ROOT CROPS IN NEW ENGLAND 
IV) George French 

It takes a pretty worthless piece of 
land to be so poor that good crops of 
roots cannot ue raised oil it — beets, 
turnips and carrots as tne staples, 
with parsnips, radishes, and the more 
unusual varieties according to the 
exact nature of the land and tne de- 
mands of the market at hand. 

’mere is a steady market for these 
roots, and if they are of good variety, 
well grown and properly prepared for 
the taste of the discriminating buyer, 
they bring good prices. Tliey must be 
regularly and promptly marketed. The 
retail dealer or tne commission man 
must know what lie can depend upon. 
It is not good policy to happen into a 
man’s store whenever it is convenient 
to take a load of roots to town, with a 
scrubby lot of unnamed stuff, not too 
well grown. The wagon should oe at 
the store promptly on time, as agreed, 
on the day set, or on every day it the 
market is large enough to absorb that 
much, and the roots should be clean 
and neatly trimmed, uniform in size 
and regular in shape, and of such 
named varieties as have something dis- 
tinctive about them, in Bize, shape or 
riavor, so that the grower will after a 
time have the advantage of a trade- 
mark. This is important. There 
should also be some attractive label 
used, so that the buyers will get to 
ask for Smith’s turnips and beets, and 
look for the label on the box or barrel 
from which the retailer serves. Then 
if the texture and flavor are also dis- 
tinctive the grower will soon have a 
market for all he can raise so free to 
take his product as to almost elimin- 
ate the cost of selling. The lowest 
priced hand can go to market with the 
load, saving the time of the owner both 
as to going with the load and as to 
peddling it around to all the dealers 
when he did go. In this matter of 
good goods well packed, with labels, 
there is all the difference between 
profit and loss, or between just exist- 
ing and being able to put some money 
in the bank every week. 

I know two brothers, Danes, who 
went into the very heart of the most 
rural of all the rural districts in New 
England, one of the little almost for- 
gotten hill towns in central Massa- 
chusetts, as much as 25 or 30 years 
ago, and bought a little abandoned 
farm of some 60 or 70 acres. They 
had been market gardeners in the 
Flatbush district of what is now the 
Borough of Brooklyn of the city of 
New York. They hud been laborers 
there, working for one of the then big 
gardeners of that region. What they 
wanted of the sniull, rocky, barren 
piece of waste land up on that cold and 
frosty hill nobody about that region 
could imagine. The house was a 
wreck, and the lund wus not thought 
wortli paying taxes on. The only ap- 
parent advantages seemed to be the 
free air and being but eight miles from 
a good murket. 

But the brothers went to work, grub- 
bing out the big rocks und patching 
the roof of the house bo that they 
would not be drowned in their beds 
when there came u storm in the night. 
Tliey put in a patch of cabbages, und 
a few turnips and beets, using com- 
mercial fertilizers for the most part. 
The neighboring farmers laughed, und 
guessed how long it would bo before 
the brothers went back to Flatbush. 
But they were all astonished to see the 
good crops that were harvested the 
first season; but they had some more 
laughings when they saw the roots 
carefully wushed, trimmed aud neatly 
packed in clean barrels. These roots 
sold easily. The brothers worked on, 
in the light of the grins of their 
neighbors. They took out more rocks, 
and every year they had more good 
rootB and cabbages to take to market. 
"That dumb, poor land will all run out 
in a year or two," said the farmers. 
But it didn’t. It got better and better, 
and there were better and better crops, 
until the brothers had got their yield 
up to a big two-horBo load every day 
in the year, with perhaps two or three 
exceptions due to snow storms in the 
winter; and the produce all went to 
one commission man, who has now 
handled it for all these years, and of 
course made a lot of moucy on it. 

The brothers stored their roots in 
ground cellars, not much but mere 
pits, and took them out as needed, 
trimmed aud washed them, and carted

them to the market. After they got 
well started, and had enough land 
under cultivation, they put away In 
the bank about $2,500 a year. They 
have made themselves rich on the little 
old abandoned farm, that was the joke 
of the neighborhood before they went 
there. The farmers thereabout mostly 
all farm Just as they did before this 
object lesson was put before their eyes. 
They say it is not farming. It is not, 
granting their point of view. It is the 
new business of working the land. 
These men only kept one or two cows, 
to make their own milk. They kept 
horses enough to do their farm work 
and haul their wagons to market. 
They did not experiment. They aid 
not go in for strawberries or potatoes, 
except to get the few they needed for 
their table. They did most of their 
own work. They paid something like! 
$600 for the old farm, as I remember' 
it, and what it is worth now they do 
not know. They do not enre. They 
capitalized their brains and their mus- 
cles. Anybody with a modicum of 
sense can do what they did — what 
they are doing now. 

It has been demonstrated that under 
good conditions there can be as many 
as 40 tons to the acre of mangles 
raised, at a cost of around half a dol- 
lar a ton. A test was made on two 
acres, and the result was a product of 
82 tons, using four varities to make 
the test fair, and the total cost was 
$42.55; not however including such 
overhead charges as interest, taxes, 
depreciation of tools, etc. Your real 
farmer docs not consider it good busi- 
ness to take any account of overhead 
charges. His land he mostly considers 
a gift from the gods, and his depre- 
ciation comes out of profits when he 
has to replace tools or barns. I once 
knew a big farmer who had accumu- 
lated a bank-account selling milk to 
contractors who said he never even 
checked up the buyer’s accounts, nor 
kept any record of his product or ship- 
ments. He just milked every morning, 
put the milk in the cans and carted it 
to the station and took whatever 
checks the contractor sent him. 
“What is the use.” he said. "I will 
have to take whatever they give me 
anyway, and I have enough to do to 
take care of the cows.” Other business 
men besides farmers do this way also, 
and it is not all farmers who are care- 
less in their accounts. A big printer 
that I know keeps no books, other than 
a very simple and elementary book of 
original entry in which he charges for 
his work. He owns his shop clear, and 
it may be worth $75,000. He guesses 
it is, but he does not know. He has 
no inventory, and never means to take 
one. The insurance men make their 
own estimates. He knows the amount 
of money he has in the bank, and as 
he pays for everything he buys when 
he gets it, that is his sufficient evidence 
of solvency, or wealth. 

There is money, much good money, 
in growing roots, in New England.

MADE STUDY OF EPIDEMIC 


Young American Doctors Braved Death 
to Investigate Causes of Dread 
Pneumonia Plague. 

In the fourteenth century an epi- 
demic known to students as the black 
death swept over the larger part of 
the civilized world. It started in 
northern China, worked its way west- 
ward. and ultimately destroyed 25,000,- 
000 people In Europe, one-fourth of 
the total population. Two years ago 
this same disease, now scientifically 
rechrlstened the pneumonia plague, 
started again in its old medieval birth- 
place— and In less than three months 
destroyed 60,000 people. 

This recent outbreak in Manchuria 
is the first time the disease in exten- 
sive epidemic form has visited the 
civilized world in 600 years. It was 
the first opportunity that modern med- 
ical science has ever had to study the 
disease at first hand. 

Two young Americans, Dr. Richard 
P. Strong and Dr. Oscar Teague, in 
the face of all kinds of dangers and 
discouragements forced their way into 
the heart of the plague Infested re- 
gion, established rough and ready sci- 
entific laboratories at Mukden, made 
a large number of autopsies upon the 
stricken Chinamen — the first which 
had ever been performed in this an- 
cient capital, the religious scruples of 
the Chinese having prevented experi- 
ments of the kind — and, in a bulky 
volume recently issued at Manila, 
have presented to the scientific world 
a detailed and comprehensive study of 
this disease — probably the most fa- 
mous In history and romance as it is 
certainly the most terrible in the rap- 
idity and uniformly fatal character of 
its results. — The World’s Work.

Dangerous Medicinal Drugs. 

Dr. B. C. Keister would have the 
manufacture and sale of all drugs con- 
taining opium prohibited so that physi- 
cians could not prescribe them. We 
consume 600.000 pounds of the drug 
annually and 76 per cent, of this is 
manfactured into morphine. This 
physician would even prohibit the use 
of alcohol as a drug. He alleges that 
23 per cent, of the members of the 
medical profession are now addicted 
to the use of morphine. This Indict- 
ment is so sweeping that the words 
of this specialist must be taken by lay- 
men with several grains of sodium 
chloride. But it is important if true, 
and it is up to the doctors to fight it 
out among themselves. In the mean- 
time the patient would do well to take 
the pill without opium in its if his 
trusted adviser gives him a choice be- 
tween two evils. 


Origin of "Carmania.” 

\Vhere did the great passenger 
steamship Carmania get its name? 
Well, Kirman 1 b a Persian province. 
Its chief town, Kirman. also known as 
Carmania, was the scene in 1795 of 
one of the most terrible events even 
in the history of Asia. Agha Moham- 
med, founder of the Kajar dynasty, 
then besieged and took the place, and, 
rnging at the escape of his defeated 
rival with three followers, ordered 
70,000 eyes of the inhabitants to be 
brought to him. He counted them with 
his dagger point, and said to his min- 
ister: “If one had been wanting, I 
would have made up the number with 
your own eyes.” 


Kaiser Showed Appreciation. 

The kaiser shot 43 wild hours aud 17 
stags in a few hours at Konlgswuster- 
liaus, near Potsdam, recently. At night 
he slept in a shooting-box before the 
door of which there is a windmill, aud 
its noise disturbed him. He sent a 
message to the miller saying that he 
would be greatly obliged if the mill 
were stopped for one night, so that 
bis rest should not bo disturbed. The 
miller stopped his mill at once, and in 
the morning the kaiser sent him a 
beautiful diamond scarf-pin. 


English Coaat Washing Away.

(Eng.) coast was brought under the 
notice of the Wexford harbor commis- 
sioners recently, Captain Boggau, pilot 
master, reported that the end wall of 
the pilot house had been thrown down 
by the sea, and that his own dwelling 
was threatened, the waves breaking 
right at the back of it. A committee 
was appointed to visit the pilot sta- 
tion in the* commissioner*’ tug aud re- 
port on the matter.

Cleve'and Philosopher Eelleve* He 
Ha* Found the Only True Path- 
way to Joy. 

A wealthy Cleveland philosopher be- 
lieves he has found the only true path 
to happiness and the secret of making 
people tread the path. It Is apprecia- 
tion and showing people that courtesy 
and consequent happiness pays in dol- 
lars and cents. 

Incorporation papers have been filed 
for the Appreciation League of the 
United States by William Vernon 
Rackus, founder of the new cult, talos- 
ophy, which he believes is to become 
world popular. 

“Talosophy: The Art of Making 

Happiness Epidemic,” is the title of a 
little book published by Mr. Backus, 
setting forth the philosophy of taloso- 
phy, which is to have every "Tal” re- 
port employes in any vocation for 
courtesy instead of discourtesy. 

Every member of the Appreciation 
league is to be provided with cards 
blanked to permit filling in the name 
and business address of a clerk, con- 
ductor, postman, collector — any one at 
all. Then there are spaces in which to 
place a cross after any one or all of 
the words, “Attentive, Cheerful, Sym- 
pathetic, Helpful, Courteous and Po- 
lite.” 

“The idea is to have all of our mem- 
bers make out and mail these cards 
whenever they find an employe or oth- 
er person who shows them cour- 
tesies,” explained Mr. Backus. "We 
then notify the employer of this report 
and keep a complete filing record of 
the name of every man commended. 

“When an employe has received 
three ‘courtesy reports’ he is entitled 
to a special letter from the league sec- 
retary to his employer and a badge of 
merit bestowed by the league.” — 
Cleveland (O.) Dispatch to the New 
York Herald. 


DUELING DONE AWAY WITH 

Once Considered an Art, and Preva- 
lent Everywhere, Legislation 
Has Abolished It. 

“Dueling in this country is almost 
a lost art, and once it was an art,” 
remarked Henry J. Weaver of Rich- 
mond, Va., at the Shoreham. "Yet 
every little while we hear of men 
engaging in this method of settling 
their differences. Only a few weeks 
ago two men in Mississippi, rivals in 
business and politics, fought to the 
death. It was not an unusual thing 
in this enlightened capital for men 
to fight duels before and immediately 
after the war. 

“I was a resident here in the seven- 
ties, when John P. Young, then the 
editor of a morning newspaper here 
and a prominent lawyer, made all ar- 
rangements for a duel on the historic 
Bladensburg dueling grounds. The 
principals had gone so far ad to ap- 
point their seconds, and it is interest- 
ing to not© that the second of one 
of the men was then an assistant 
secretary of state, which shows that 
there was no great prejudice against 
dueling. The duel was prevented at 
the last moment. 

“It was not until the duel between 
Page McCarty and Mordecai, in Rich- 
mond, in which the latter was killed, 
and McCarty badly wounded, that the 
legislatures of nearly every state in 
the Union passed laws against duel- 
ing. The McCarty-Mordecai affair was 
the cause of the almost universal ac- 
tion of the states against dueling, and 
I think there is not a state now where- 
in dueling is not forbidden by statute. 
But even laws cannot prevent occa- 
sional duels, and I presume never 
will." — Washin^on Herald.

Bacteria In Public Baths. 

Electrolyzed sea water, poured into 
swimming pools in small quantities, 
has proved to be an effective sterilizer 
to be used in the fight against noxious 
bacteria. Its sterilizing action is so 
great, as experiment has shown, that 
thirty gallons will keep the water in 
an 86,000-gallon tank clear and free 
from bacterial organisms for several 
days. And the eleotrolyzed sea water 
costs only about $10 per 1.000 gallons. 
The need of such a sterilizer is showu 
by the fact that in a fresh-water pond 
of 100.000 gallons, used by 380 bath- 
ers, the bacteria have been known to 
increase from 500 to 342,000 per cubic 
centimeter (about 1-16 cubic inch) in 
oue day. — Popular Mechanics.

The Alumni Social Service Bureau, 
an orginization unique in the history 
of social service work in Boston, 
opened an office at 161 Devonshire 
street, room 509, January 1st.

Carter, a Harvard graduate of the 
Class of 1910, who has recently been 
appointed general secretary by a com- 
mittee of representative college grad- 
uates who have sponsored the move- 
ment.

In the passing of Susan Whiting 
Ives, not only her husband and sisters 
and those nearby ties of blood, feel a 
terrible sense of loss, but a large cir- 
cle of devoted friends, who found in 
her unselfish life and bright and help- 
ful spirit, an inspiration, mourn her 
passing. She was of the kind that Dr. 
Hale used to speak of as not only be- 
ing good, but good for something. 

Susan Whiting was born in Boston, 
the youngest daughter of John L. and 
Mary (Sawin) Whiting. Mr. Whiting 
was an abolitionist, when it not only 
ment social disesteem, but financial 
loss to hold the then unpopular opin- 
ion. But he and equally, his loyal 
wife, were of the stuff that heroes are 
made of, and those to follow the dic- 
tates of conscience, wherever it led. 
They were followers of the brilliant., 
but then unpopular Theodore Parker. 
On both the father’s and mother’s side, 
the family were descended from the 
parent Puritan stock, Gen. Thomas 
Dudley and the Cottons and many 
noted Puritan leaders being among 
their ancestors. 

The little girl was the pet and fav- 
orite of the family. Always with a 
delicate physique, the rest constantly 
and loyally helped her in all her un- 
dertakings. She was educated at the 
Boston Girls’ High School and the 
Chauncey Hall School. 

The family removed to Newton about 
twenty years ago and affiliated with 
Channing Church, and were loyal and 
devoted members, helping every good 
word and work. Miss Susan became 
an important member of the Alliance, 
carrying on the Cheerful Letter work 
in a remarkable way. Numberless un- 
fortunate people all over the country 
have an uplift by her self-sacrificing 
work. She was deeply interested in 
the education of the negroes and the 
mountain whites and made visits to 
Tuskegee, the Lincoln Memorial and 
Berea to learn as far as possible, if 
giving to them was a wise sacrifice. 
She was no gushing sentamentalist 
but considered it her duty to make her 
benefactions an investment for human 
uplift. She was an interested believer 
in woman’s suffrage. 

She was a charter member of this 
Chapter, its first secretary, and always 
did her loyal part. In the home, she 
was a devoted daughter, sharing the 
care of a beloved and invalid mother 
with her sister. 

She was most happily married, a 
little less than five years ago to the 
Reverend Henry G. Ives of Andover, 
N. H., and threw herself into parish 
and educational work with a zeal 

hich was doomed to be fatal. A 
school was connected with the parish 
and there was much work to be done. 
It is good to know that her work in 
the church, school and town, was ap- 
preciated and that she won all hearts 
and was beloved as few, ever are. She 
was fond of social life, good litera- 
ture and travel, having found time to 
go to Europe five times and to make 
many interesting trips in this country, 
but the main interest of her life was 
to do good. About a year ago, it was 
evident that her untiring activity was 
wearing out her delicate physique, 
but all thought that with rest and 
change, she would recover. All that 
love and care could do was done for 
her, but she slipped away from our 
mortal sight and bus "joined the choir 
Invisible of those immortal dead, who 
live again in minds made better by 
their presence.”

“Spiritus frumeuti,” the official name 
of “booze,” cannot be sold by an un- 
registered clerk, although Jamaica gin- 
ger and essences may be. Patent and 
proprietary medicines and drugs 
classed as ” good old-fasbioned home 
remedies” may be sold by unregistered 
clerks. 

The head of the store is held respon- 
sible for warning his employees that 
they must not sell liquor so that the 
plea many druggists have put forth 
that their clerks did the selling, will 
not be accepted lu any *l)ape by the 
courts.

The cows are thor- 
oughly groomed, washed w ith water and 
soap, and dried with towels, to be sure 
that they are clean and that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

In the December number of the 
North American Review is a striking 
article of twelve columns under the 
above title, by a clergyman of the 
Episcopal Church. Its appearance in 
this dignified and influential magazine 
was as unexpected by Christian Scien- 
tists as it will l>e to Episcopalians. 
It has occasioned wide spread editor- 
ial comment and those of our readers 
who may not see the article in its en- 
tirety, will be interested in some of 
the striking statements from it which 
we here quote, 

“The writer would submit the prop- 
osition that Protestantism must sub- 
stantially adopt the faith and practice 
of Christian Science if its churches 
are to fnlfill their mission to the world. 
This conviction is the result of several 
years'’ critical and philosophical in- 
vestigation of the doctrines and prac- 
tice of Christian Science compared 
with the experiences and observation 
of many years as a priest of the 
Church, 

The fact that such a proposition 
shocks the Church sense and meets 
with contempt is presumptive evidence 
of its truth. Men do not condemn a 
movement unless they feel its influence 
penetrating their prejudices and false 
positions and awakening them to un- 
welcome truth. The Church always 
has denounced and persecuted what- 
ever has not accorded with its inher- 
ited traditions and formulated beliefs. 
The Church seems afraid to venture 
on the purely spiritual life which all 
people crave. It is as true of a church 
as of a man, “If one have not the spir 
it of Christ, he is none of His.” Christ- 
ian Scientists the world over testify 
that having the mind of Christ is the 
goal toward which they are daily striv- 
ing and which they could not find as 
the aim of the churches they left. It 
seems clear that Protestantism must 
adopt this purpose as its reason of 
being if it would hold and attract In- 
dividuals of the same disposition as 
those who have left Its communions. 
The writer by personal investigation 
and critical observation has found de- 
siderata in Christian Science which do 
not obtain in our average churches. 
How desirable it would be if our 
churches, like theirs, could have ninety 
per cent, of their members regularly 
attend a midweek meeting, irrespec- 
tive of unfavorable conditions! If this 
idealism which is so real produces bet- 
ter lives, healthier and purer living 
than Protestantism is producing, and 
its fruitage proves to be identical with 
that of primitive Christianity, the 
Church must adopt it as the true sci- 
ence of the Christian life. In a few 
decades these people have extended 
the knowledge of their faith to every 
part of the world. It seems to be the 
only power in religion to retard and 
return the tide that is setting away 
from God and the Church by revealing 
the God whom they in heart ignorantly 
worship and whom on their lower 
plane they desire but see not.

VS. SALES-GETTING 


The Half-Way Success in Adver- 
tising-Merchants Must Make 
Buyers “Repeaters.” 

By CHARLES M. PECK. 

Many advertisers are making a half- 
way success of their advertising prob- 
lems. 

Are they not — invariably — the ones 
who are advertising to get business, 
rather than to build business? 

Mr. X is of this class. 

He sells hats — and nothing more. 

He believes in advertising— although 
he is sometimes doubtful if his own 
advertising paye. 

But ho's fair and square in his ideas 
and he’s doing his best to make ad- 
vertising pay. 

Unknowingly, however, he is mak- 
ing the mistake of advertising only 
to get business. 

He gets the business all right, but 
at too great a cost. 

The methods employed, and not ad- 
vertising itself are to blame. 

His half-success is due to the fact 
that he hasn’t developed an under- 
standing of advertising. 

He knows nothing of the higher, 
truer utility of advertising and its ca- 
pacity as a business builder. 

If you should step out, for the first 
time, on a baseball diamond and en- 
deavor to bat a home run, you might 
accidentally excel the men in train- 
ing upon your first attempt. Your 
luck might enable you to do as well 
or better than the men who were 
practicing to do the thing scientifical- 
ly. But as days went by you might 
return again to the diamond and strike 
at the ball In your own way without 
even hitting It. 

Meanwhile, the men whom you at 
first excelled would have acquired 
"form" and would double and treble 
your record. 

So, too, with the merchant who is 
advertising simply to get business. 

The advertiser who has developed 
"form” — who has gone at the thing 
scientifically — who has advertised to 
build business on a broad basts In- 
stead of merely getting business for a 
day — forges nearer and nearer to the 
front. 

True Aim of Advertising. 

The true aim of advertising is to 
attract permanent buyers — repeaters — 
to the store of the advertiser. 

In advertising, as in any form of 
salesmanship, it is vitally important 
that your efforts he directed toward 
a certain class — folks most likely to 
be interested in your product. 

It is more profitable to reach ten 
such persons than a thousand who are 
not. 


Success in advertising does not de- 
pend upon the number of people you 
reach. 


That idea, in fact, if carried to the 
extreme, will result in the undoing of 
any advertiser. 

But success in advertising does de- 
pend upon your ability to find a field 
for your product first; and next, upon 
your ability to cultivate that field into 
its greatest productiveness. 

Competition tends more and more 
each successive day toward definite, 
focused, specialized effort. 

A farm of two hundred acres that 
has been brought up to a high state 
of cultivation will produce more mar- 
ketable products— energy and cost 
considered — than one of four hundred 
acres with half of k covered with tim- 
ber and brush. 

An ounce of effort rightly directed 
in advertising accomplishes more than 
a ton of pressure distributed over too 
large a surface. 


Considered Advertising Expense. 

Once upon a time — not so very long 
ago — a prominent Chicago merchant 
kept a sign in his window stating that 
he could afford to sell his goods at 
lower prices than his neighbors be- 
cause he was not burdened with an ad 
vertislng expense of $20,000 a year. 

That was nothing more or Iosb than 
an admission that he did not know 
how to intelligently apply advertising 
to ills business. 

For years he seemed to successfully 
defy the march of advertising prog- 
ress. 

He stubbornly insisted that adver- 
tising wse an expense. 

Eventually others handling the same 
line of goods crowded in about him. 

He felt secure because his store bad 
been established since the stirring 
days of the Civil war. 

He had a large following that was 
apparently loyal to him. 

But his new competitors were 
bright, persistent advertisers. 

In the space of a few years some 
of them transacted as much business 
us he did. 

Their merchandise was as good as 
his and they actually met his prices. 

Sometimes they annoyingly went be- 
low his figures. 

It Is a fact that they accomplished 
in five years, by the use of Intelligent 
advertising, as much as he and hie fa- 
ther before him had accomplished In 
a half-century. 

Although he turned a deaf ear to 
the advert 1st ng men who approached 
him, and loet hla temper ou numerous 


occasions, the pressure became too 
great and he was finally forced to 
yield.

The quality and extent of circula- 
tion, and — 

The Influence of your salesman. 

Certain men and institutions never 
realize more than 50 per cent, of their 
selling efficiency.

STEAM HEAT CAUSES COLDS 


Drugglet Hat Noted Effects at the Be- 
ginning of Winter — Busy 8eason 
for Medicines. 

"Here, doctor," said a man as ho hur- 
ried Into a drug store, "give me some- 
thing for a cold quick. Give me the 
best remedy you have in stock and I 
promise you that in future steam radi- 
ators and I will keep far apart. The 
radiator was the cause of my present 
trouble." 

The druggist gave him the remedy 
and the man hurried off. 

"That's strange," remarked the drug- 
gist to another customer who was wait- 
ing for a prescription. "Would you be- 
lieve it if I told you he was the fourth 
person who came in here today buy- 
ing medicine for a hold in the head? 
The peculiar part of the matter is that 
all of them complained that steam 
heat was the cause of their colds. 

"On reflection, however, that 
shouldn't strike me as strange, for we 
have the same thing happen every 
year. Our busy season for cold medi- 
cines begins at the time when the 
steam heat is turned on. 

“Persons susceptible to colds — a 
great many are — are affected by the 
heat and before they realizo it they 
are sneezing and coughing. The steam 
heated atmosphere is too much for 
them. They sit in rooms altogether 
too warm, although sometimes per- 
sons are unaware of this condition be- 
cause the radiators do the heating 
slowly, and when they come out in 
he open the sudden change causes 
them to take cold." 


MONEY FROM CHICKEN FARM 


California Woman Has Proved That 
Such an Investment May Be 
Made to Pay Well. 

Mrs. Annie Beasley recently saw the 
possibilities of chicken farming, and 
she turned to California for an Ideal 
climate. She started with a small cot- 
tage and one acre of ground — but she 
started right. Today Bhe owns a ranch 
of several acres and confesses she has 
an annual income of handsome propor- 
tions. 

Her first flock consisted of one 
rooster and seven hens, but all were 
pure bred — bought at the Los Angeles 
poultry show. That year she had only 
two chicken houses, but the next year 
increased them to four, and the follow- 
ing to eight. Now she has a big ranch, 
but the strain of her poultry has al- 
ways been kept pure, so her prize win- 
ners are worth the $25 she charges for 
them— and they eat no more corn than 
mongrels. 

Incubators and brooders are kept 
running all the year except in July, 
August and September, and the little 
flocks, as they come along, are divid- 
ed for shows and shops. The perfect 
specimens are ready to be groomed 
with washings and bluing, and the 
others receive three times a day all 
they will eat of milk, oatmeal and 
grain to fatten them. Mrs. Beasley 
has found that it is even more profit- 
able to sell egg at $3 a setting than at 
60 cents a dozen. 


Scots Tango-Stricken. 

Tango is to be the rage in Edinburgh 
during the present dancing season. 
Such is a plain statement in conven- 
tional language, which is all the more 
emphatic because of its directness. 
In fact, all Scotland is in the grip of 
the tango craze. It has spread to 
Scottish ballrooms, and is supersed- 
ing the waltz and the two-step. Soon 
the fascinating importation from the 
Argentine, say the authorities, will 
blot every other llance out of the ball- 
room program. 

Tango as taught in Edinburgh by all 
the teachers of dancing without ex- 
ception is a dance of infinite beauty 
and charm, and one requiring a con- 
siderable amount of talent in which to 
be proficient. The teachers of dancing 
in Edinburgh are very conservative in 
their methods. 


Holland’s Vicissitudes. 

One hundred years ago William 
Frederick, prince of Orange, arrived 
at The Hague, after an absence of 19 
years. William Frederick was the son 
of William V., prince of Orange and 
hereditary Stadtholder. He command- 
ed the Dutch army which resisted the 
French invaders In 1793-4. Holland 
was finally conquered in 1795, and the 
prince of orange became an exile. But 
in the autumn of 1813 a revolution 
freed Holland from French control 
and the prince of Orange had now re- 
turned to become the ruler of the 
country. He was proclaimed king of 
the Netherlands and ascended the 
throne us William I. Wtlhelmina, the 
present queen of Holland, Is the great- 
granddaughter of this sovereign of a 
century ago.

ODD FACT ABOUT LIGHTNING 


Observer of Electrical Phenomena Un- 
able to Tell Direction Blinding 
Flash Comes From. 

Sitting In a dark room at night with 
a lightning lit storm coming on, the 
observer of the electrical phenomena 
will be unable to tell from which of 
the compass points a blinding flash 
comes, even if the room have four win- 
dows to the four points of the com- 
pass. This, of course, provided the 
shades be lowered sufficiently for the 
possible bolt to escape the eye. The 
roll of thunder following the flash will 
be the first intimation the observer 
lias of the storm direction. 

Especially is this fact marked after 
the rain is falling heavily and when 
the rain drops become reflectors of 
the light, giving the effect of sheet 
lightning. At such times when the 
skies seem sheets of flame, one may 
observe how this reflected light pene- 
trates to every corner of a room with 
a brilliance not equaled by summer 
sunlight. The sunlight, coming in di- 
rect rays into a room, leaves its shad- 
ow spots. The reflected light of the 
lightning stroke leaves the ceiling and 
the floor equally illumined. Even the 
smallest object may be picked up from 
under a bed or other furniture a little 
raised above the floor. 


BURNER FOR ALCOHOL LAMP 


Particularly Adapted to Consume, 
and Facilitate Formation and Dis- 
tribution of Vapor. 

A burner for an alcohol vapor lamp, 
invented by B. Iglesias of Santo Do- 
mingo, Dominican Republic, is de- 
scribed by the Scientific American as 
follows: 

The invention relates particularly to 
burners adapted to consume alcohol 
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Burner for Alcohol Vapor Lamp. 


vapor, and is arranged to facilitate 
the formation and distribution of the 
vapor. The burner ib lighted by ig- 
niting alcohol contained in a small an- 
nular pan. Centrally disposed within 
the mantle is a rod which is heated 
by the burned, and which serves to 
vaporize the alcohol coming from the 
main source of supply when that in 
the pan has been exhausted. 


TACKLE IS MADE TWISTLESS 


Device Especially Useful in Lowering 
Lifeboat From Ship Has Been 
Invented by New Yorker. 

A device that prevents the tackles 
from twisting while a lifeboat is be- 
ing lowered down the side of a ship 
has been invented by a sea captain 
of New York. The antitwisting dsvice 
consists in fitting to each lower block 
of the tackle a cap having, on each 
side, three holes through which is

passed the rope, la well as through 
the sheave holes of each lower block 
— an arrangement which Is Intended to 
keep the blocks from capsizing, says 
the Popular Mechanics. A wooden 
scantling of proper length is also pass 
ed from one lower block to the other 
through each tackle, thus preveuting 
both tackles ^rom twisting. 


Modern War Aeroplanes. 

So successful a machine for war 
purposes has the aeroplane proven 
that the French army has attached 
expert machinists to its aerial corps 
and has equipped a huge motor truck 
as a complete machine shop for mak- 
ing repairs in the field. 


For Peeling Potatoes. 

For peeling potatoes lu large quan- 
tities a carborundum-lined el eel cylin- 
der has been Invented, against the 
Inside of which the tubers are whirled 
by a revolving bottom plate. 


MAKE POLES OUT OP GLASS 


German Manufacturing Concern Puts 
Wire In Them to Secure Proper 
Solidity and Strength. 

Near Frankfort, In Germany, there 
In a manufacturing plant which turns 
out glasB poles for telephone and tele- 
graph wiren. pa yn an exchange In 
order to give them solidity and 
strength there Ir a thick framework of 
woven wire In the glasB. These poles 
are taking the place of the wooden 
ones in many sections of Germany. 

It may he that in time all such 
telegraph and telephone poles through- 
out the world will be made of glass 
because there are so many advantages 
in them. In the first place, they will 
last practically for all time, except 
in cases of unusual accident, where 
they may he broken, as In railroad 
wrecks. They will last even longer 
than iron or steel, as weather has 
practically no effect upon them, nor 
can insects get into them and destroy 
them. 

And In these days when wood Is 
becoming more and more valuable It 
will be quite a saving of the precious 
wood to make such things of giaBs. 
Experiments are also under way for 
the manufacture of railroad ties of 
glass In which wire netting Ib im- 
bedded in the glass. 

Paving blocks are made of glass 
and have proved to be a most valua- 
ble materia] for street surfaces, be- 
ing fitted together in such a manner 
as to be water tight, no water run- 
ning down between the blocks. There 
are. in Lyons, France, a number of 
streets paved with glass, and they 
have a better resistance than stone, 
and also are not such great conduc- 
tors of heat as stone. These glass 
paving blocks are now said to be 
actually cheaper than the granite 
blocks. 


DUST BLOWER FOR HANDSAW 


Enables Carpenter to Keep Line He 
Is Following Clear of Sawdust — 
Worked by Thumb. 

Carpenters will welcome the hand- 
saw blower and hanger designed by a 
California man. With it they will be 
able to keep the line they are follow- 
ing always clear of sawdust so that 
they can cut along it accurately. The 
blower is removably attached to th*» 
upper part of the saw handle, where 
it can be operated by the workman by 
the pressure of his thumb. It consists 
of a rubber bulb with a metal tube 
depending from it and bent inwardly 
below the handle of the saw so that it 
lies close along the saw blade and 
the exhaust from it is directly in the 



path of the tool. Anyone who has 
used a saw to any extent knows how 
the wood dust collects in front of It, 
often so obstructing the mark to be 
followed that it cannot be seen In- 
stead of the carpenter having to stop 
and blow the sawdust away, as here 
tofore, he can now keep the track 
cfear by an occasional pressure of his 
thumb on the blower bulb, the out- 
rushing air sweeping the powdered 
wood out of the way.

SETTLEMENT

casional child who is not enough In- 
terested to be on hand. In good time 
for every lesson, must yield hts privi- 
lege to one of the number on the 
waiting-list. In turn that child de- 
cides his own future. It is the usual 
thing for the children to arrive early 
enough to henr the lessons preceding 
their own. 

Prodigies are not expected. In fact, 
it is not the main idea of the school 
to develop exceptional talent but to 
nourish the love of music in the child 
of average ability and to carry the 
music itself Into the homes, where it 
may mean so much. There are many 
stories of beautiful sacrifice on the 
parts of both parents and children. In 
the effort to afford not only the les- 
sons but to manage the purchase of 
Instruments. 

One boy, who works all day and at- 
tends night school three nights a 
week, gl ve8 two of the other four 
nights to his music lessons. Another 
family where the number of children 
seems likely to round out a baker’s 
dozen, is purchasing a piano for the 
lad who finds no practice period too 
long for the results he gets. His 
mother works out by the day in order 
to bring the family exchequer up to 
such affluence that it will not be wiped 
out by the purchase of a second-hand 
piano. That boy will win from those 
keys a harmony celestial long before 
he has attained chords of terestrial 
perfection. 

School Board Lends Instruments 

To those children who have no op- 
portunity for home practice, the 
school board of Newton (West New- 
ton is one of nine towns comprising 
the city of Newton) gives the use of 
all pianos available in the Pierce 
school at West Newton, where the 
Settlement has its headquarters; and 
those in the Technical high school at 
Newtonville, where the evening class- 
es are held. 

There are two scholarships of $50 
each given by friendly women. The, 
pupils pay, if possible, twenty-five 
cents a week for the two half-hour 
lessons. This compares well with the 
price set, for instance, in the New 
York city Settlement, for the average 
family in Newton is as well able to 
pay twenty-five cents as the New 
Yorker to meet the ten-cent charge. 
In fact, there is a sliding scale of 
prices, for there are a number of 
children who pay more, and some of 
whom are willing to pay the price 
asked for private lesson, so eager are 
they to be connected with the Music 
School. 

Perhaps no greater proof of the 
recognized importance and value of 
the work the school is doing can be 
found than in the unbounded approv- 
al given it by the public school board 
of Newton. So highly doeE the board 
rate the results, that it now gives 
credit for practice and lesson periods 
to those high school students who are 
members of the Settlement. These 
count regularly toward graduation 
points. So it seems not only a family 
affair in the homes of pupils and 
teachers but in the homes and hearts 
of the school hoard. 

Might not there be such a "family 
affair” in almost every town, city — 
nay, begin with the hamlets and vil- 
lages of the United States, for where 
will you find one so small that it does 
not harbor, at least, one person who 
could teach a little to the one child, 
at the least, who would be found 
eager to learn? — Boston Herald. 


CANCELS B. & A. AGREEMENT 


On Jan. 31 the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad will withdraw its 
trains from the Boston & Albany 
tracks. The traffic agreement between 
the two roads will be cancelled then. 
The Boston & Albany makes the fol- 
lowing announcement of the change: 

"The agreement made in 1911 be- 
tween the New York Central and the 
New Haven companies, providing for 
a measure of cooperation in the ser- 
vice to be rendered to the public upon 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, is to 
be cancelled as of Jan. 31, 1914, in ac- 
cordance with the views of the Federal 
Government. 

" Under this agreement trackage 
rights were granted to the New Haven 
Company to run certain trains over the 
Boston & Albany between Boston and 
Ashland, Boston and Newton High- 
lands, Boston and South Framingham 
and Pittsfield and North Adams. 
These trackage rights expire with the 
cancellation of the agreement, and the 
New Haven road will withdraw its 
rains from the Boston & Albany tracks, 
excepting the trains between Fitchburg 
and Boston, via South Framingham, 
which have been operated for many 
years. These will be continued and 
run with New Haven engines and 
crews over the Boston & Albany tracks 
between Boston and South Framing- 
ham. 

"The cancellation of the agreement 
will make no difference in the organ- 
ization of the Boston & Albany and 
the road will continue to he manuged 
by the present official staff with head- 
quarters in Boston.”

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CRITICIZES S CHOOL APPROPRIATION 

Remarks ol President Arthur W. Blakemore at 
Inauguration 


President Blakemore said: — 

I propose at the request of the 
Mayor-elect to say a few wordB to you 
concerning the condition of the city 
and the work of the Board the coming 
year. Those of you who were here a 
year ago will remember that I then 
suggested that our expenditures were 
running ahead of our receipts to an 
alarming extent and subsequent events 
proved the truth of what I said to you 
then. The tax rate did rise the past 
year very substantially and would

' have been further increased had it 
ii not been for unusual increase in valu- 
ations. I believe we should at least 
once a year take account of stock and 
I see in what direction we are drifting 
1 along various lines. 

This Board has very important func- 
tions to perform. It stands in many 
instances in a judicial rapaHtv. p-n- 
t tecting not only the rights of the in- 
i' dividual but the rights of the city, 
which consist in the great body of 
1 citizens, and our situation is 'further 


anomalous in that we never hear from 
the defence, which is never repre- 
sented before us, and which it is there- 
fore our duty carefully to protect. 
All the pressure exerted on us is in 
favor of the individual, either for the 
spending of money or for special privi- 
leges, and no pressure is usually ex- 
erted upon us to protect the taxpayer 
and the general community. For this 
reason it takes some courage to be an 
alderman, and courage I believe to be 
the vital essential of the actions of 
this Board. 

If this Board equals the record of 
the Board of 19J3 it will do well. The 
Board of 1913 probably did more con- 
structive work than has been done for 
many years at City Hall. Under the 
guidance of tbe License Committee it 
caused the city to follow in the steps 
of most well .regulated cities in this 
State in its regulation of the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. At the sugges- 
tion of the IPiufhiic Works Committee it 
formulated a definite policy in regard 
tto the acceptance of new streets, which 
I believe will be of great benefit in 
the building up of the city. Under the 
'guidance rdf tihe Committee on Finance 
it bas installed a modern accounting 
system which will correct many abuses 
and give us more exact information of 
'lour financial condition. In addition, 
more work was done than in most 
previous ;yen.TB in acquiring a more 
thorough knowledge than ever before 
nf the details Of city business. 

And in this connection it might be 
[well to say that I have noticed in the 
paBt that any alderman who tries to 
improve a department is apt to awaken 
the ril-wfll of that department and 
I accomplish little else. I believe that 
[this is partly our fault and partly the 
| fault of the departments, and that we 
I should have more co-operation on 
I both kideB. We are all working for one 
end and the departments do not need 
to take the attitude on the one hand 
that their methods cannot be im- 
proved, and on the other we should 
I presu me t hat wbat they are doing is 
correct until we are convinced to the 
j<corrtrary. Neither the departments nor

POLICE HURT 


Polici Patrol aid Au'omobile Collide 
Commonwealth Avenae 


The Newton auto police patrol was 
demolished and three police officers 
were injured as the result of a colli- 
sion with an automobile owned by J. 
F. Kimball of East Kingston, N. H., at 
the corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Chestnut street, West Newton, 
about 6 o’clock Wednesday evening. 

As the patrol was crossing Common- 
wealth avenue the Kimball automobile, 
outward bound on that thoroughfare, 
is said to have attempted to cut in 
ahead of it. The police could not stop 
in time and the Kimball machine, 
driven by Robert J. Kendall of Ames- 
bury, crashed into it at full speed, 
smashing in the Bide, tearing off the 
front wheel and mudguard and shat- 
tering the windshield. 

Kendall and special officer Forte, 
who was driving the patrol, were both 
flung violently to the ground and the 
two machines crashed into trolley 
poles. Forte was badly cut about the 
head and body but succeeded in rolling 
out of the way of ttoe patrol barely in 
time to save himself from being run 
over. 

Kendall, who was operating the 
Kimball machine, escaped with a se- 
vere shaking up, tout Inspector Edward 
P. O'Holleran and patrolman William 
Mahoney who were riding inside the 
patrol, were flung to the ground, the 
former sustaining a sprained arm and 
hand and the latter was badly 
scratched and braised. The injured 
men were all attended by Dr. Fred M. 
Lowe. 

Street car traffic on Commonwealth 
avenue was tied up for more than an 
hour as a result of the accident, which 
occurred on the tracks of the Middle- 
sex & Boston Street Railway Com 
pany.

THE CHRISTUN FORUM 

Profassor Parry Speaks Oi International 
Peace At Elial Ckerek 


The Christian Forum of Newton 
held its fourth meeting of the second 
year at the Eliot Church, Newton, on 
Sunday evening, January 11, 1914. 

Professor Bliss Perry of Harvard was 
the speaker of the evening, his subject 
being "International Peace." 

Prof. Perry spoke as follows: "When 
Dr. Person asked me to talk to you 
to-night he suggested that 1 talk as if 
this was your first lesson in the sub- 
ject of Peace. I think you have al- 
ready learned the first lesson in the 
hope of "International Peace" by your 
willingness to come together as neigh- 
bors and think over the question. The 
workers for International Peace are 
desirous above all to bring the ques- 
tion before the court of public opinion. 
Nothing is ever settled in this world 
until public opinion settles it. I hap- 
pened to be reading yesterday an arti- 
cle written by Poe in 1836, an article 
on “Domestic Slavery”, and he remarks 
that slavery is the basis of American 
Institutions. He never doubted the 
truth of that remark, and the best par- 
allel to the war system is the position 
of slavery in the United States from 
1830 to 1860. Men accept the war sys- 
tem of the world now, or some men do, 
as some men then accepted slavery, 
namely as on institution necessary in 
the nature of things, embodied in hu- 
man nature, designed by Divine Provi- 
dence. Men said even here in Massa- 
chusetts thirty years ago, after Poe’s 
article, that slavery seemed to be not 
the basis of American Institutions, not 
by a great deal. 

I have had the privilege of talking 
about Peace before many kinds of au- 
diences; working men and business 
men are the best audiences. Audien- 
ces in colleges and churches come 
last. 

There w’ere no new' arguments for 
war up to the date of 1861. Some of 
our good friends in the army and navy 
do not always use as much imagina- 
tion as they might in forecasting hu- 
man events. These men will tell you 
because there has always been war in 
the world there always must be war 
in the world. There are no new argu- 
ments for war, and if some of the ar- 
guments for war are losing their 
strength as time goes by it is also 
true that there are no arguments for 
peace. The condition of the w’orld 
has rapidly shifted in our lifetime. 

Pres. Faunce of Brown University 
said not long ago, that if the w'orlo 
had not had a new heart in it, it has 
at least a new nervous system. 

Some young Japanese boys in Calif- 
ornia want to go to school and be- 
come traders and farmers and raise 
crops at a less figure than the natives. 
That becomes an international in- 
cident and we cannot travel in the 
street cars of Boston without seeing 
headlines, I should say foot-prints of 
the Devil, warning us that war is im- 
minent betw’een great nations.

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EDITORIAL 


President Blakemore’s address to 
the board of aldermen should be read 
by every taxpayer in the city. Mr. 
Blakcmore devotes the greater part of 
his address to the school appropriation 
and discusses it calmly and logically. 
The school appropriation is already 
out of all proportion to other city ex- 
penses and as Mr. Blakcmore points 
out, will, unless checked, practically 
prevent all growth of the city in other 
directions. The increase alone since 
1906 in the maintenance account, has 
been over $125,000, having been 
$249,516.78 in 1906 and $374,389.86 in 
1913. 

1 believe it is the province of the 
school committee to reduce this ab- 
normal maintenance charge, first by 
absolutely refusing to add new studies 
to the curriculum, secondly, by elimin- 
ating all studies which have the smal- 
lest number of pupils, and by gradual- 
ly reducing the curriculum to a point 
where only the most necessary studies 
are taught. The cost of education in 
Newton will always be above the aver- 
age of other municipalities on account 
of the scattered nature of the city and 
because of our unusual attendance at 
the High Schools. The school commit- 
tee have an important duty to perform 
and, to the man on the street, have 
apparently failed to even recognize 
that they are under any obligations to 
the taxpayers.

Mr. Grafton P. Cushing, by the 
refusal of a few Democrats to follow 
Mr. Lomasney in voting for the Pro- 
gressive candidate, subsequently fol- 
lowed by the votes of a few Progres- 
sives for Mr. Cushing, was the first 
event of importance. This was fol- 
lowed by a long delay In the Inaug- 
uration of Governor Walsh, occasion- 
ed by a lengthy debate in tho House, 
opened by the Democrats, on the mat- 
ter of committee appointments. 

The coalition of Republicans and 
Progressives held on this matter, how- 
ever. and Speaker Cushing and Pres- 
ident Coolldge announced their com- 
mittees on Monday. If anybody ever 
doubted the wisdom of continuing the 
service of good men nt the State 
House, the committee appointments, 
and tho consequent influence thereby 
obtained by our own excellent repre- 
sentatives. will point a moral. Mr. 
Bothfeld not only retains the import- 
ant chairmanship of the committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs, a most vital 
committee for Newton interests, but 
he is also floor leader of the Repub- 
licans. by virtue of being ranking 
member of the committee on Rules, 
taking the place held by Mr. White 
last year. Mr. White is given the 
chairmanship of the dominating com- 
mittee at the State House, that of 
Ways and Means, and will thereby 
take an important part in directing 
the financial policy of the state for the 
year. Mr. Ellis is reappointed chair- 
man of the committee on Railroads, 
which undoubtedly will solve the 
great question of transportation, dur- 
ing the session, and also is reappoint- 
ed on the committee on Social Wel- 
fare. In the Senate. Mr. Hilton of this 
district is appointed chairman of the 
committee on Legal Affairs and is al- 
so a member of the committee on 
Street Failways. 

It is altogether too early to give an 
accurate list of matters affecting this 
city which will be considered during 
the year, but petitions have already 
been prepared for an amendment to 
the city charter making the municipal 
year coincide with the calendar year, 
to amend the city charter so that 
there shall be two ward aldermen 
from each ward instead of one, as at 
! present, to allow the Newton Theolo- 
i gical Institution to hold property to 
the value of $2,000,000 with $500,000 in 
real estate, instead of $1,200,000 with 
■ $400,000 in real estate as at present. 

I There is the usual amount of freak 
legislation requested possibly the most 
unique, being that of allowing a vot- 
,er to vote anywhere in the state, by 
using his picture as a voucher, and 
with restrictions that he shall not cut 
his whiskers or hair after the picture 
has been taken. 

The;e are bills also to increase the 
pay of the Middlesex county commis- 
sioners, $500 each, to include New- 
ton and other municipalities in the 
expense of maintenance of the bridges 
between Cambridge and Boston, to in- 
crease the appropriation for band con- 
certs in the Metropolitan district from 
$25,000 to $35,000, and to make a 
driveway on the south bank of the 
Charles River, between Brooks street 
in Brighton and Galen street in Wa- 
tertown. at an expense of $35,000. 

Governor Walsh has appointed Mr. 
Philip Nichols of Saxon terrace, New- 
ton Highlands, as a member of the 
commission to prepare a table of 
changes in general laws. Mr. Nichols 
is a graduate of the Harvard Law 
School and has been assistant corpor- 
ation counsel for 11 years in the Bos- 
ton Law Department. 

The State Auditor has filed his es- 
timates for expenses for the current 
year and if found correct, there will 
be a jump in the state tax from $8.- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. and which will 
add some $40,000 to the state tax paid 
by Newton. It is to he hoped that the 
Legislature will make substantial re- 
ductions in the estimates of the va- 
rious state departments, altho there 
is little to justify that rather forlorn 
faith in the wisdom of the Great and 
General Court. 

Governor Walsh made two import- 
ant recommendations in his inaugur 
al address with which I am somewhat 
inclined to agree. He favorB a con- 
stitutional convention to make 
changes in our organic law which the 
modern trend of thought seems to de- 
mand. There is no question, but that 
there should be a change In the meth- 
ods of taxation and that it probably 
cannot be brought about in any other 
way than by a convention. There is 
also considerable sense in giving the 
Governor the right to veto specific it- 
ems in appropriation bills, — a right al- 
ready possessed by many mayors in 
matters of city appropriations, and I 
] rather like his suggestion as to bien- 
nial elections. 

When the Legislature begins to 
make steam there is every promise, 
as I stated before, t hat the session 
will be of great interest to every citi- 
zen in the Common wealth.

Through the enterprise of the New- 
tonville Improvement Association, one 
of the original lithographic portraits 
of Hon. William Jackson has been 
hung in the waiting room of the rail- 
road station there. 

This is especially fitting, as Mr. 
Jackson was the Supt. of Construction 
of the Boston & Worcester, which nf- 
terwards was extended to Albany and 
became the Boston & Albany system. 
All of this wns built under his direc- 
tion. Through his enthusiasm, the 
early agitation for steam railroads 
received a great impetus. He lectured 
and wrote upon the subject as far 
back as 1826. and in 1830 when chosen 
to represent Newton in the Massachu- 
setts Legislature his knowledge of the 
subject was so extensive, that he was 
made chairman of the Committee on 
Railroads. 

In 1834 under his superintendence 
the B. & W. R. R. was opened as far 
as Newton and on it was run what is 
said to be tue first locomotive ever 
used in Massachusetts. This was an 
English locomotive built by the Ste- 
phensons. and imported for this pur- 
pose.

the memory of most of the men who 
are now facing me, several great in- 
ternational organizations have been 
formed so that peace rather than war 
may be the ultimate result. 

It is nearly ninety-nine years since 
our Massachusetts Peace Society was 
formed. You remember perhaps what 
the Duke of Wellington said when he 
was asked how he won the Battle or 
Waterloo. He said ’‘they pounded 
and we pounded, but we pounded long- 
est." Now the Massachusetts Society 
is still pounding. You cannot dis- 
courage these people. They are sure 
they are right nnd they are going to 
pound ahead if it takes a century.” 

Several organizations were men- 
tioned which were doing good work 
in this line. He spoke of one society 
which believes that one reason we do 
not have peace is because there Is so 
much jealousy; we do not know one 
another well enough. 

•’The first Hague Conference was 
more like a war conference than a 
peace conference. At that conference 
23 countries were represented, and av 
the second conference were brought 
together 44 of the nations of the globe, 
representing nine-tenths of the people 
of the globe. The greatest question 
before the second Hague conference 
was that of the limitation of arms. 
31 of the 44 nations represented, four- 
fifths of the population agreed to vote 
for a treaty of arbitration. That was 
blocked because Germany would not 
consent. The delegates of the United 
States brought forward a plan which 
nearly went through, namely a per- 
manent court of arbitration. That 
broke down. It is asked why the 
United States did not take the lead in 
the limitation of arms. The hands of 
the United States were tied, because 
in the last thirty years we have in- 
creased our armament 331 per cent., 
only exceeded by Germany which has 
increased hers 335 per cent. That is 
one reason why our delegates could 
not say much at the second confer- 
ence. 

The time ior the third conference is 
almost here. Our committee appointed 
a year and a half ago has just made 
its report. That program will have 
to be referred to an international com- 
mittee and no man can yet tell wheth- 
er there will be a third conference in 
1915. The question of limitation of 
arms is on that program. 

Gen. Porter of the U. S. Army at the 
close of the Hague Conference said 
that after the war he w'as detailed to 
a western mining camp and every 
miner had his gun strapped to his 
belt. He went from there to another 
fort and a year and a half later he 


came back to this same camp and no 
one carried a gun on his second visit. 
He asked why no one was carrying n 
gun. and the answer was "why, uow 
we have a court house." They thought 
of gun the first time, the second time 
they were thinking court house. 

There are two or three things in 
the events of the last year that are 
extremely interesting. 1 think Mr. 
Bryan’s idea of the appointment of a 
certain committee is certainly inter- 
esting. Of course 1 know thnt you 
I have various opinions of Mr. Bryan 
and 1 think the political opposition 
of some people to the present Secre- 
tary of State has caused them to look 
[with unfriendly eye upon the propos- 
'als of the man. Thirty-one nations 
have already accepted Mr. Bryan’s 
I proposal. 

| There is a phrase in the prayer book 
about vain glory and hypocrisy; tha 
means you and me. A great many of 
us think that material power is more 
impressive than a moral ideal. 

| I know plenty of men who stand on 
the sidewalk and see a man go by in 
a $600. Ford car, and then a secono 
man with a $6000. Packard; they have 
more, respect for the second man. and 
perhaps some wonder where either 
man got the money for the car. Prob- 
"Mv tbp man who has to walk is wor- 
thy of more respect than either of the 
men who have the cars. We used to 
be told that if a man minded his own 
business and if a nation minded its 
own business and paid its debts there 
would be no trouble. The better you 
are prepared for war the safer you 
sleep at night. The trouble is you 
do not sleep at night for you are 
thinking of ways to make the army 
and navy greater. 

We paid 71 per cent, in the last 
thirty years, of our annual income for 
our army and navy; they call that in- 
surance. We are paying $10,000. a day 
for smokeless powder. During 1914 
it will cost our army and navy three 
fourths of a million. Wouldn’t you 
who are working for some good cause 
like to get hold of some of that money 
to fight tuberculosis? 

I have sat in the chapels of Maine 
and Virginia and read the names of 
those who left in ’61 and never came 
back. They ought to have been the 
fathers of many citizens. The 500,000 
Bulgarians, who is going to bring 
them back? They are the men who 
are needed to sow the fields and raise 
families. 

John Greenleaf Whittier wrote a 
poem in 1848, when war was breaking 
out all over the country, the last 
three lines of which are these: 

The great hope resting on the truth 
of God, 

Evil shall cease and Violence pass 
away. 

And the tired world breathe free 
through a long Sabbath day. 


How did he know? How do I know 
that six months from to-night roses 
will be blooming In my yard? When 
Whittier says evil shall cease he 
speaks as a man who knows. There 
is yet hope for International Peace." 

Prof. Perry was asked numerous 
questions, some of which are as fol- 
lows: 

What does the spenker believe is a 
mornl substitute for war? 

The educational, industrial and com- 
mercial every day life should give us 
courage. If we had more men like 
those with the Volturno and in the 
Dayton flood we would be better off. 

What is meant by a naval holiday? 

England proposed to Germany that 
each agree not to manufacture any- 
thing to be used in naval warfare for 
one year. Germany would not agree 
to this and said whatever action Eng- 
land took in this regard would have 
no effect on Germany. 

Do you believe we shall have trou- 
ble with the eastern countries? 

I think Pres. Eliot just back from 
a long stay in Chinn and Japan, who 
is in the habit of talking with intel- 
ligent people has answered that ques- 
tion when he says Japan has no con- 
ceivable motive for making war with 
the United States, nor has the United 
States any conceivable motive for 
making war with Japan. 

Whnt is your opinion of airships as 
to their effect on the present status 
of war affairs? 

1 do not think that the airship has 
gone far enough to make it possible 
to answer that question. 

What can we do as individuals to 
further peace?

THE LAR6ER CHARITY 

Sunday Evening Lecture at the New Church 
Newtonville 

"Tho Lnrgor Charity" was the sub- 
ject of a lecture last Sunday evening 
In the Church of the New Jerusalem at 
Newtonville by Dr. Horatio W. Dres- 
ser of Cambridge. 

The text was taken from the scene 
nt the cross in which Jesus uttered 
the unexpected words, "Father, for- 
give them; for they know not what 
they do." The lecturer pointed out 
that all through the lord’s ministry 
there were opportunities for condem- 
nation, for refusal to associate with 
those whom the world had adversely 
judged, yet He who best “knew what 
was in man” was the most ready to 
pardon and to serve. The example 
thus set mankind has remained an 
ideal throughout the ages, but in our 
day there are signs that we are begin- 
ning to appreciate this true charity. 
In accordance with this standard we 
should first consider what it is truly 
to know a man. and what righteous 
judgment truly is. 

To know a man we must gain an in- 
sight in to his inner life, in accordance 
with the highest wisdom nt our com- 
mand. To judge righteously we must 
be guided by the divine spirit of char- 
ity. The larger charity is manifested 
by the good works that follow, works 
that spring from a desire to do that 
which is for another’s greatest good in 
the long run. \Ve cannot ignore the 
darker facts of life, but our judgments 
should take a man’s ideal nature into 
account, and should look far beyond 
the present. Placed in similar cir- 
cumstances, we might not have done 
any better than our neighbor. We 
know the facts of our own life so well 
that we are ready to explain, even to 
excuse our own conduct, when others 
would condemn. Why should we not 
be at least as considerate of others? 

True charity turns upon insight 
into the quality cf a man’s goodness. 
If we discern this we ought to be able 
to avoid all foolish and promiscuous 
giving. Serious thought Is required 
that we may do and give whut is 
wisest for a man’s character. Modern 
science with its more definite knowl- 
edge and skilful methods has enabled 
us to understand man in a new way. 
We now know a great deal about her- 
edity, evironment, and the intimate 
workings of the human mind. We 
have traced many crimes to disordered 
social and other unfortunate condi- 
tions, conditions such that it has be- 
come progressively difficult to put the 
blame upon a single individual. 

The social settlement workers have 
shown how to deal with men as in- 
dividuals, rather than in mere groups. 
The campaign of exposure has been 
showing us how the other half live. 
We are learning to sympathize with 
the laborer and with all others who 
are stirred by the modern discontent. 
In the educational world, also, there 
has been a change from mere gener- 
alities to concrete methods applicable 
to the individual. We are not able as 
yet to combine all this new knowledge 
so as to proceed with entire consisten- 
cy, but we are moving towards the 
goal. 

It is probable, that many of us do 
as well as we can under the conditions. 
We should dwell more frequently o a 
this important truth and credit people 
with honest effort, encouraging in- 
stead of condemning them. We are 
too greatly inclined to dwell on the 
one-sided truth that no man can accom- 
plish anything alone. We try to make 
people over. The attempt is useless. 
We should recollect that each has his 
place in the world, and endeavor to 
help every man to do his best, tolerant 
of differences of opinion and of the 
various vocations. We are too often 
condemned because of our limitations, 
whereas in truth we are necessarily 
and rightfully limited that we may do 
our work in the world. 

The best work in the world is cre- 
ative. There are many types of cre- 
ative work. Yet all these are inter- 
related. The important consideration 
is for each to know his gift and to 
revere it, helping other men to know’ 
and manifest their gifts? Each of us 
can foster true work of creation 
by endeavoring to discern the aspira- 
tions of men and women, ad sympa- 
thetically aid them to achieve the type. 
Every oe needs help and encourage- 
ment. By thus endeavoring to be true 
to the best in people we put ourselves 
into the right attitude to realize the 
larger charity taught by the Gospel. 
We need not look far for opportunities 
to begin. 

True charity still begins at home, 
and should be manifested towards 
those whom we know well, and tow- 
ards the prophets ordinarily without 
honor in their own country. We must 
learn to put ourselves in our neigh- 
bor’s place, to see his life as nearly as 
possible in the way he sees it, instead 
of imposing our views on him. This 
means making an effort to see what he 
inoBt truly loves, and trying to aid 
him as we would be aided under like 
circumstances. Thus we shall often 
speak and act even better than we 
know, for we shall be more or less 
open to the divine wisdom which sees 
beyond the present, and to the divine 
love which works through men for 
the best good of humanity.

HARVARD SCHOLARSHIP 

In Memory of Francis Hardon Burr of 
Chestnut Hill 

Hnrvnrd University has received n 
gift of $7600 to establish a scholarship 
in memory of the late Francis Hnr- 
don Burr, ’09 who died on Dee. 4. 1910. 

Mr. Burr wns a son of ex-mayor 
Homan M. Burr nnd resided at Chest- 
nut hill. 

He was a lender in scholarship, so- 
cial affairs and other college activities. 
He wns successful in nlmost every 
kind of athletics, hut particularly in 
football nnd baseball; he won his "H" 
in both these sports in his freshman 
year and played on the football eleven 
all through his college course. 

In the Fall of 1908 he was captain of 
the Harvard eleven which defeated 
Yale, 4 to 0, at New Haven, hut an in- 
jury received earlier in the season 
made it seem wise that he should not 
play in that game and, therefore, he 
watched it from the side lines. 

He was president of his class in his 
freshman year and first marshal on its 
class day. He was the first president 
of the Varsity Club. It has often been 
said, no Harvard undergraduate of re- 
cent years had a wider Influence for 
good on student life nt that University. 

The yearly income from the fund 
will be used in helping deserving un- 
dergraduates who combine as nearly 
as possible Burr’s remarkable qualities 
of character, leadership and athletic 
ability. The recipient must be in need 
of financial assistance. He shall be 
chosen in the middle of his third year 
by the dean of the college and the 
chairman of the athletic committee. 
Announcement of the award is to be 
made at that time and the gift is to 
be applied in his senior year. 

The fund was raised principally 
from the members of Burr’s class in 
college, but some of his older friends 
also contributed. The committee in 
charge of the project was made up of 
three classmates: John W. Cutler, 
I^awrence K. Lumt and Nathaniel 
Simpkins, Jr.

There is at the Newton Hospital 
Just now, a pretty, little, girl baby, a 
few days old. This is the third child. 
The other two children are small and 
the mother is not able financially or 
physically to earn sufficient to keep 
the three going. The child is such a 
pretty little thing, and is by the way 
well-bred, that it seems that somebody 
in Newton might like to rear it and 
finally adopt it. The mother Is will 
ing to give up the child because she 
sees her inability to properly take 
care of it. The father died at the 
Newton Hospital some eight months 
ago. This is a mighty sad case, but 
this fact stands out sharply, that if 
the little child can go into a good 
home where she would be properly 
cared for, it would mean that the 
other two children would fare much 
better. 

The Hospital authorities will be giad 
to give all the information any one 
can desire in regard to this baby.

THE MAYOR'S INAUGURAL 

Address ol Mayor Childs To Board of Aldermen 
For 1914 


“On the ninth day of last Decem- 
ber something happened in the City 
of Newton. Some call It an accident: 
others a miracle. Still others, there 
are, who do not attempt to give it n 
name but who rest contented with 
a recital of the simple fact that after 
a brief but interesting campaign 
during which most of our so-called 
influential citizens, most of those 
who have ever held political office 
here, the newspapers and the leaders 
of both the Republican and Progres- 
sive Parties were working zealously 
for the election of a better man the 
larger number of those who voted on 
that day recorded their ballots in 
favor of me. 

To have been elected to the high- 
est office in the city where one was 
born, has always lived and hopes to 
die, is a great honor. To have been 
elected in spite of the high charac- 
ter and tremendous Influence of the 
opposition is a greater honor. But 
to have been elected by the plain, 
everyday people of a city like this 
is the highest honor, in my judg- 
ment, which can come to any man. 

I appreciate fully both the honor 
and the responsibility which goes 
with this important office, and I want 
to thank at this time all of those 
who supported me and especially the 
newspaper editors, as well as my 
other good but misguided friends 
who by* their violent opposition made 
votes for me every time they took 
their pen in hand or spoke. 

A great many things both unkind 
and untrue were said against me and 
my candidacy, while the campaign 
was waxing warmest, to all of which 
I made no reply. 

I figured this way that my friends 
wouldn’t believe the misstatements 
and that those who were against me 
wouldn’t believe the correction. More- 
over, I decided at the outset to so 
conduct myself during the campaign 
that win or lose I should still have 
the respect of those who thought 
enough of me to offer me the nomi- 
nation. 

Many candidates for political of- 
fice today and in the past have been 
defeated because they talked too 
much. Few suffer defeat because 
thev keep silent. 

Those who are fond of political 
post mortems tell me that the elec- 
tion was due to the fact that the 
vote of the city did not come out, but 
if their diagnosis of the feelings of 
those who did not vote is no more 
accurate than it was of those who 
did, there is some ground for the as- 
sumption that the stay-at-homes at 
least were not hostile to my candi- 
dacy. 

There appears to be some doubt in 
the minds of many as to just where 
the credit for victory belongs. Some 
Republicans claim that they did it. 
Some Independents that the victory 
is theirs. A few Democrats are a 
bit puffed up over the outcome, and 
a Progressive leader confided to me 
the other day that although his col- 
leagues were all against me he, nev- 
ertheless, looked upon the result as 
a victory for the Progressives. 

Gentlemen, the glory may h* 
shared, but whatever view one takes, 
the Democratic leaders must have 
the credit of having discovered tho 
candidate in a remote but interesting 
corner of this city, and of having 
brought him to light. 

The fact is that it was a non-par- 
tisan campaign, a non-partisan vic- 
tory, and will be a non-partisan ad- 
ministration. I am glad that so many 
people are satisfied with the result, 
but their rejoicing and applause does 
not disturb me. 

The victory sobers rather than 
elates. I have never allowed any 
temporal success to interfere with 
my equilibrium for I realize all too 
well that those who shout “Hosanna” 
the loudest today may shout “Crucify 
him — Crucify him” before my term 
of office is ended. 

It is the custom, gentlemen, upon 
an occasion like this for the newly 
elected Mayor to review municipal 
affairs, outline policies and make 
specific recommendations. 

From this old time custom the 
present incumbent will depart, for 
several reasons. In the first place 
all that needs to be said has pro- 
bably been covered by Mayor Hat- 
field’s valedictory or will be covered 
by the customary address of our 
new President. Again, such an ad- 
dress coming from a new Mayor ac- 
complishes little. Furthermore all 
but four of your number have 
served long and faithfully in 
this Board and are wholly famil- 
iar with the situation as it is and it 
is contrary to my principles to waste 
time telling men what they already 
know. Last, but not least, a new 
man coming as it were from the 
“outside” ought to look the ground 
over carefully before being too pro- 
fuse with specific recommendations. 

Later on from time to time I may 
make such recommendations as my 
judgment warrants, after having all 
the facts before me. 

So much talk and gossip however, 
as to what the new Mayor proposes 
to do has been scattered broadcast 
In this city, that I feel that I ought 
to let you know where I stand on 
certain matters, and to at least sug- 
gest the spirit in which I come 
among you. 

As you all know, I have never be- 
fore held, and have never sought, 
political office. I have always had 
the notion that a young man should 
not seek office. That if the people 
really want him, they will come af- 
ter him, and if they do come in the 
right manner it is his duty to accept. 

Accordingly when, to my surprise, 
a committee representing the New- 
ton Democratic City Committee 
waited upon me early in November 
and urged me to become a candidate 
for Mayor, pledged me their support 
saying that they asked no promises 
and wanted no favors, and further- 
more, that I was the only registered 
Republican whom they would sup- 
port, it seemed to me quite clear 
that if that was not a call for ser- 
vice it, at least, was a call to get 
ready for service. I did so aud the 
voters of Newton did the rest. 


Having made no promises to the 
Committee, I resolved to make none 
to any man or group of men, and 
when during the campaign I was 
pressed for promises as to what I 
would do In certain matters, I de- 
clined to give them, stating that n 
man who makes promises as to what 
he Is going to do in particular cases 
without the facts before him, is like 
the Judge who decides cases before 
he hoars the evidence, and Is whol- 
ly unfit for tho job. I did add, how- 
ever, that possibly the life a man 
had lived up to the time he became 
a candidate might be a better indi- 
cation of how he would act after he 
was elected, than any promises 
which he might be induced to make 
for the sake of catching votes. 

I come, therefore, into this of- 
fice with no promises to fulfil Rave 
that I would try to accomplish the 
greatest good for the largest num- 
ber of our people. 

That I still intend to do, gentle- 
men, with your help. 

It has been urged in some quar- 
ters that my election is a calamity 
on account of the “gang” behind 
me. 

I don’t know whether by the 
“gang” thev mean my 568 friends 
and neighbors in Nonantum, who 
voted for me, or whether they refer 
to the 260 aristocrats who stood by 
me in Ward 7. 

At any rate, I needed the votes of 
both groups, and without either I 
could not have been elected. 

I venture to think that by “gang” 
they mean a large number of our 
citizens who supported me whose an- 
cestors happened to come over in a 
little later boat than did mine. With 
that kind of talk I have no sympa- 
thy, and for American citizens who 
thus characterize their fellow citi- 
zens. I have no respect. 

And right here let me venture a 
bit of prophecy that the man or 
men who run for Mayor in the fu- 
ture will have to reckon with that 
“gang” and that fifteen years from 
now, and sooner, they will be the 
men who will have the votes to 
elect not only Mayors, but Aider- 
men in the city of Newton. 

I make this statement that any 
v.ho may have political aspirations 
may ponder this saying in their 
hearts. 

For my part I prefer the group 
who stood by me to that other group 
referred to by a Newton man who 
has held, and still holds, high of- 
fice, when he wrote me not long 
since saying 

“You will assume office un- 
trammelled by those associa- 
tions or political ties which 
have in some instances hitherto 
operated prejudicially to the 
city’s best interests; and you 
therefore have a great opportu- 
nity to serve your fellow citi- 
zens for their benefit as a com- 
munity.” 

Some men who ought to have 
known better took the trouble to go 
through City Hall before election 
telling heads of departments and 
employees that if I were elected City 
Hall would be turned upside down. 
That, gentlemen, is not a fact. 
How any head of a department 
voted at the last election doesn’t in- 
terest me in the least. The right to 
vote as one pleases is the privilege 
of every American citizen, and the 
man who tries to coerce his fellow- 
citizens on the question of voting, 
ought to be disfranchised himself. 

So long as I am Mayor of New- 
ton, the employees of the city may 
vote as they please, may attend any 
political meetings they see fit, may 
even change their political enrol- 
ment, and the Mayor will see to it 
that they are not discharged for do- 
ing what they have a perfect right 
to do. 

I am unfamiliar with the details 
of all but one Department here, and 
until the contrary appears I shall try 
to assume that every other depart- 
ment is as efficient as the one with 
which I am familiar, and has as 
competent a head. 

In sizing up an office holder or in 
making appointments, which I may 
be called upon to make, I shall al- 
ways bear in mind the fact that the 
final test of a man's fitness for any 
particular office, is his ability to 
handle for the good of the entire 
community the position entrusted 
him, regardless of who his ances- 
tors w-ere, what church he goes to, 
or what his political affiliation may 
happen to be. How he voted for 
Mayor, or any other elective office 
at the last election, or at any other 
time, will not influence me, in the 
least. 

No appointment which I may 
make will be satisfactory to all. 
and I expect to be criticised for any- 
thing which I may do. But let me 
say gentlemen right here and now 
thut 1 have no political aspirations. 
That what I do will be done with 
the end in view of beuefitting the city, 
and not of helping myself. 

My attitude towards heads of de- 
partments is this. If a man is com- 
petent, und the city is being well 
served, he ought not to be removed 
from office simply because a new' 
Mayor comes along. On the other 
hand, if a head is incompetent, he 
not only ought to be relieved but, if 
he is in his right mind, he ought to 
want to be. 

The City of Newton is not an Elee- 
mosynary Institution. It • is not 
even a business corporation. It is 
a municipal corporation. It differs 
from u business corporation in this 
particular that the ordinary business 
corporation is run for the benefit of 
the majority of the stockholders, 
and u municipal corporation ought 
to be run for the benefit of all the 
stockholders, and 1 take it that the 
stockholders are the pei^rle who live 
here and who therefore pay taxes 
either directly or indirectly. Their 
interests require the greatest effi- 
ciency for the leaBt expense. 

Iu facing the future, improvement 
not criticism will be my watchword, 
and 1 shall try to guard agaiust ex- 
travugauce aud waste. By that I do

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not mean that I shall adopt an eco- 
nomy plan which in the long run Is 
foolish. 

Ours Is a unique city — unique in 
its divisions Into villages — unique as 
to the character of its people. 

Our people demand the best, and 
if they do they ought to pay for It. 
And I have yet to find the man who 
finds fault with his tax bill w'hen he 
thinks that he Is getting full value 
in return and that his money Is be- 
ing accounted for in a satisfactory 
manner. I don’t promise to reduce 
the tax rate. It may Increase. 

Our people demand much and 
then too we of today inherit a big 
financial burden, and a system hand- 
ed dowrn to us by able men w*ho have 
served the city in the past. 

Under the Acts of 1913, Chapter 
719, the Mayor for the first time 
makes up the budget for the year. 

This seems a big task for a new 
Mayor. 

The 1913 Board of Aldermen, 
most of whom are still here have al- 
ready made up a budget which 
ought at least to serve as a guide. I 
assume that that budget was honest- 
ly and carefully made up, and that 
the very best judgment of those 
who made it is represented therein. 

If for anv reason any of you 
have changed your mind In regard 
to any particular appropriation, and 
now see with clearer vision wherein 
any appropriation for w'hich you for- 
merly voted should be Increased or 
reduced, I would thank you to talk 
with me at your earliest convenience 
for I certainly want all the light in 
this matter that I can get, and from 
all sources. 

And now gentlemen as we take up 
our work together I shall continual- 
ly bear in mind the fact that the 
Executive Department is not the 
Legislative department, and I will 
endeavor to attend, and to attend 
well, to my own business. 

I want you to understand that I 
have but om, desire, namely, that of 
giving the best that is in me to all 
of our citizens, regardless of the 
kind of clothes they wear on their 
backs, the sort of blood they have 
in their vqins, or the amount of 
money they carry in their pockets. 
No man can do more than that. No 
man is fit for political office who is 
willing to do less. 

Let us realize that we are sent 
here to help the people, to do some- 
thing for them, not to tell them 
what they must do for us. 

Let us bear in mind that real serv- 
ice is what we are called upon to 
render; that no department of city 
government and no particular meth- 
od of conducting city afTairs, in so 
important as real service to the citi- 
zens; that service, which is pri- 
marily the object for which depart- 
ments and methods are created. 

Let us further understand that 
the City of Newton doesn’t revolve 
around City Hall; that we the mem- 
bers of the City Government, heads 
of departments and all others con- 
nected with Municipal government 
are the servants of the people, and 
of all the people; that the people are 
not and ought not to be the servants 
of us. 

Taking to heart then these prin- 
ciples, let us earnestly and hopeful- 
ly strive to pattern this city, the 
management of which has for a time 
been entrusted to our care and 
keeping, after that other city which 
is all about us and yet which is out 
of our sight — that city which has on 
the East three gates, on the North 
three gates, on the South three 
gates and on the West three gates 
where all men receive their Just 
dues and ask no more — that city 
which lieth four square, where the 
length and the breadth and the 
height of it are equal, and where 
His servants shall serve Him.”

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Dear Sir: — 

I learn that the wording of an ar- 
ticle which appeared in your last is- 
sue, about the West Newton Music 
School, has caused some misapprehen- 
sion. 1 have not been able to procure 
the article in question, but it seems 
that the impression was gained from 
it that nil the pupils of the Music 
School are given credit towards the 
diploma for graduation for work done 
in music. 

May I ask you to let me correct 
this impression? The facts are these. 
It is true that the pupils marks in mu- 
sic appear on their report cards, mere 
ly as a means of impressing them with 
the importance of regular and faithful 
work such as is required in their oth- 
er studies. The special privileges of 
which the article speaks consist in al- 
lowance for music study as one course, 
in cases of pupils of exceptional tal- 
ent. who pass a very strict probation 
period, and exacting tests as to their 
ability, and who wish to study music 
seriously as a profession. The fact 
that out of one hundred pupils, and in 
nearly three years only one pupil has 
been recommended for these speclnl 
privileges, will show that the Music 
| School looks upon them as something 
to be awarded only upon the very 
strongest evidences of fitness for such 
serious music study. And while there 
are now several young students in the 
School who bid fair to become eligible 
candidates, they will in no case be 
recommended for the privileges until 
'they have reached an age and a stage 
! of advancement which require more 
jtime for serious music study than 
would be possible if the entire School 
work were done. The one pupil now 
taking advantage of this arrangement 
| is a Junior in the High School with a 
first-rate record to her credit. She 
I has for three years spent two hours 
and more on her music, and now must 
spend much more time than this on 
j the various branches necessary for 
the serious, professional student. The 
substitution of such a severe course 
of music study for one ordinary 
School subject, and the credits given 
for it are quite a different mutter, ob- 
viously, from allowing such credits 
for the customary hour or so of the 
music studeflt who is studying music 
as a matter of general education and 
resource for pleasure. 

I shall be greatly obliged If you will 
give this matter some suace in your 
next issue, so that the position of thq 
Music School inav he understood.

By 
aid of some relatives he was able to 
come to New York and entered King’s 
College, now Columbia, and completed 
the course In three years at the age 
of nineteen, a remarkable feat since 
he had very inadequate preparation 
At the beginning of the Revolution he 
threw himself heart and soul into the 
cause of the colonies. He wrote bril- 
liant pamphlets vindicating their cause 
and made a thorough study of mili- 
tary tactics, and at the end of six 
months when only twenty years old. 
became an aid to General Washing- 
ton and his virtual private secretary. 
Washington owed much to his ability 
and entrusted him with many military 
errands of importance. His whole 
military experience was honorable 
and noble. Later when tlie Constitu 
tional Convention was called, Hamilton 
wub one of tlie three representatives 
from New York. He had a genius for 
finance and to him this country owes 
a debt of gratitude for ills wise counsel 
in the formation of nutionul banks 
and for working out the Jliianeiul pol- 
icy of the country. He became the 
first secretary of the treasury. In 
closing Mrs. Hornbrooke discussed the 
affairs leading up to the duel in which 
Hamilton wus mortally wounded by 
Aaron Burr.

HALA i fluLt DISH Or COOHSH 

Msthod of Preparation That Every 
Ona of the Houaehold Will 
Appreelata. 

Pr< nm Rnurr for Codfish Two ta- 
blespoons butter, one and one-half ta- 
blespoons flour, one-half cup hot 
crenm. one-half cup hot milk, one half 
teaapoon salt and few gralna pepper 
Put butter In aaucepan. atlr until 
melted and bubbling. Add flour mixed 
with seasonings, and atlr until thor- 
oughly blended Pour on gradually 
the milk and cream, adding about one- 
third at a time, atlrrfng until well 
mixed, then beating until amooth and 
gloasy. If the cream Is thick one ta- 
blespoon of flour will be plenty. 

Prepare your fiBh as I have written, 
and when ready for the third water 
add two heaping cups dried potatoes 
(cut before measuring) to one cup 
salt codfish When potatoes are soft 
the fish will be done. Drain through 
Btralner, raturn to kettle and mash 
thoroughly; he sure no lumps of po- 
tatoes are left; add one-half table- 
spoon butter, egg well beaten, and 
pepper. Beat with fork two minutes 
Add salt If necessary. Make into lit- 
tle cakes. Fry out thin slice bacon 
and then fry cakes. 

Codfish — Prepare codfish as I have 
written, having three-fourths of a cup. 
Pick in flakes, when cooked add one 
cup cream sauce. Add one beaten egg 
Just before sending to the table. — 
Boston Globe. 

SAFETY CAN OPENER 

A new can opener is shown In the 
drawings which is said to work quickly 
and without danger of cutting. It has 
a handle like a sad iron and two cut- 
ting points below’. The points are set 
on either side of the can top and the 
handle is then pressed down. The 



points enter the metal and the edges 
then cut either w’ay and the handle 
is pressed further. There is no need 
to hold the can, as the pressure is all 
dow’n, and w’hen the can is opened the 
handle bottoms on the lid so the fin- 
gers do not come near the tin edges, 
which, however, are rounded off 
smooth and turned under. With the 
old-style can openers the can had to 
be held, as in the lower drawing, and 
a slip might mean a nasty cut. With 
the new' one this is done aw’ay u’ith. 


Strawberry Basket. 

Make a good sponge cake. Here is 
one good recipe: Beat the yolks of 
three eggs till they are very light; 
add a small cupful of sugar and very 
gradually half a cupful of boiling wa- 
ter. Sift one teaspoonful of baking 
powder with one cupful of flour, and 
add this by degrees; last of all mix 
in the stiffly beaten whites of the 
eggs. Bake in individual tins. When 
cold cut a piece from the center of 
each. Fill this wUh preserved straw- 
berries and put whipped cream all 
around them and cut strips of lemon 
peel to form handles. 


Buttered Apples. 

Pare six large apples neatly, and 
keep them whole, take the cores out, 
have a piece of bread cut for each ap- 
ple, the same size as the apple, one 
inch thick. Grease a pan big enough 
to bold the bread and apples well, 
place the bread first then an apple 
on each piece, fill the cores with sugar 
and butter. Put in oven and cook un- 
til soft, when ready take out of the 
oven and fill the cores with any good 
jam, and place in oven again till jam 
is heated. Serve on hot dish pouring 
the juice and butter over the apples. 


Brown Stew of Beef. 

Remove ail fat, bone, skin and 
gristle from one pound of round steak 
of stewing meat and cut the latter into 
one-inch squares. Try out the fat and 
in it brown half an onion, chopped 
fine. Sprinkle three tablespoonfuls of 
flour over the meat and add to the fat 
and onion. When the meat is well 
browned add one pint of boiling water. 
Lower the heat and simmer one hour. 
Add the dumplings 15 minutes before 
the stew is done. 


New Washing Machine. 

The vacuum principle in cleaning 
has Invaded the laundry. Formerly 
washing machines were arrangements 
of cogs that rubbed the clothes as 
they would be rubbed on a board; 
next the perforated cylinders, which 
were turned by water or other powers, 
appeared The latest device is a tin 
affair that can be put into any clothes 
bi'iltT. and works exuctly like a coffee 
percotor. 


ORANGES AND LEMONS 


THEIR USEFULNESS AND VALUE 
IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 


As Foundstions for Dishes, and as Fla- 
voring, They Are Eseentfally De- 
sirable in the Household 
Menu. 

Enormous numbers of oranges are 
being Imported Into our markets now; 
and they are of the greatest value to 
ua, for their wholesome *hclds are 
greatly needed by persons who eat aa 
much meat aa we do. 

This month we find many blood 
oranges and these are of extra fine 
flavor. They are produced by grafting 
orange slips Into pomegranate stocks 
and this fruit is greatly prized by epi- 
cures; unfortunately these grafts do 
not bear so profusely as the true 
orange tree. 

Orange marmalade Is the favorite 
preserve of orange lovers; the Scotch 
recipe for this dainty has been given 
In this column before, but the follow- 
ing recipes will be found to be super- 
latively good. 

English grated orange marmalade: 

Grate the yellow rind ofT the orange, 
but do not grate In any of the bitter 
white lining. Press the orange pulp 
through a sieve and add a pint of wa- 
ter to every four pounds of fruit. Mix 
a pound of sugar in for every pound 
of fruit and boll thirty minutes. 

S/nall oranges crystallized: Remove 
the skin and white lining from small 
oranges and take care not to break the 
sections apart or to puncture the skin 
for all the Juice may stay In. 

Thread a sterilized needle with 
white linen thread and run through 
the center of each orange so It may 
be suspended. 

Make a heavy frosting with powder- 
ed sugar and the white of eggs and 
dip the oranges into it by the thread 
bo every part Is covered. 

Now hang the frosted oranges on a 
stick so they do not touch one another 
and suspend in a hot oven to dry. 
When the frosting is firm they are 
done. These little comfits are very 
pretty in boxes of homemade sweet 
meat. 

Two recipes have been received for 
using lemons from a reader of this 
section who is so fortunate as to own 
a lemon grove in California. One is 
for preserved lemon peel. Peel the 
yellow rind from the lemons with as 
little white fiber as possible. Make a 
thick sirup of sugar and water and 
simmer the peel in it. In a half hour 
the rind wlll**be tender and may be 
put in small glasses and covered with 
the sirup and then sealed with par- 
affin. The other recipe will be useful 
when lemons are at their lowest price; 
it is for preServing lemon Juice. 

Roll the lemons and squeeze all the 
Juice from them; strain it through 
very fine muslin so no pulp goes 
through. Have perfectly clean bottles 
waiting, with new corks. Pour the 
Juice in until within half an Inch from 
the top. Now pour on a thin layer of 
paraffin; when this hardens cork tight- 
ly and keep in a cool place. 

This correspondent says that the 
Juice will keep perfectly fresh until 
used. 


Pumpkin Pie. 

Stew pumpkin, cut into small 
pieces, in half pint of water, and, 
when soft, mash with a potato masher 
very fine; let the water dry away, 
watching closely to prevent burning 
or scorching. For each pie take one 
well beaten egg. half cup sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls pumpkin, half pint rich 
milk (a little cream will improve it), 
a little salt, stir well together, and 
season with cinnamon or nutmeg; 
bake with a good under crust in a hot 
oven. Some steam the pumpkin in- 
stead of stewing it. 


Salad Dressing. 

Put three eggs in a pan. the one 
you intend using, then add one tea- 
spoon of salt, one tablespoon of su- 
gar. Reat vigorously about ten min- 
utes. add half a cup of vinegar, beat 
again, then one cup of sweet milk 
and beat. Boll until like cream, re- 
move from fire and add one-fourth 
cup of butter, heating until melted. 
This can be placed in a glass jar, 
corked and kept in ice chest. 


Tasty Omelet. 

A housewife who turns off tasty lit- 
tle breakfast omelets has one that is 
her own invention. She cuts a quar- 
ter of a red pepper and a quarter of 
a green pepper into dice and mixes 
them and two or three tablespoonfuls 
of minced boiled ham with five slight- 
ly beaten eggs and then hakes it in 
the omelet pan as usual. For every 
egg she uses a tablespoonful of hot 
water in the mixture. 


Vegetable Salad. 

Lay lettuce leaves on your dish, 
then cold potatoes sliced fine, onions 
chopped fine. You can use at different 
times beets, carrots, turnips or any 
other vegetable sliced, with hard-boil- 
ed eggs and salad dressing. We do not 
like lettuce, but we have safads Just 
the same. — Boston Globe 


WAYS TO StRVE RICE 


HINT8 FOR THOSE FOND OF THE 
CEREAL. 


Many Methods of 8ervlng, and All of 

Them Good— With Hash It Makes 
a Particularly Delicious 
Combination. 

Fried Rice — Cut cold rice In neat 
slices, cover with beaten egg and roll 
in crumbs and fry brown. 

Baked Rice — Two cupfuls of cold 
boiled rice, heated with enough milk 
to cover It. Season with salt and 
pepper. Add a lump of butter, mix 
well and set In oven to brown. 

Rice Fritters— Two teacups of cold 
boiled rice, mixed with sweet milk and 
the beaten yolk of one well-beaten 
egg. Add a little salt and about four 
tablespoons of sifted flour. Now stir 
in the white of the egg beaten to a 
stiff froth. Drop from the spoon Into 
hot lard or drippings and fry brown. 

Cold Rice Pudding — Heat three cups 
of milk and add to It one cup of cold 
boiled rice. Press out the lumps and 
when quite smooth Bweeten to taste 
with sugar and add a pinch of salt and 
flavor with lemon or nutmeg. Stir In 
the woJl-beaten yolks of three eggs 
and whites of two. Bake In a quick 
oven for half an hour. Beat to a stiff 
froth the other white of the egg with 
one tablespoon of sugar and a little 
flavor. Spread over pudding this me- 
ringue and set in a cool oven, door 
ophn. for about 20 minutes. 

Rice with Hash — Take cold rice, 
that has been left over, season w’lth 
salt and pepper, add a small lump of 
butter and some milk or cream. Have 
prepared a dish of hash that does not 
savor of mystery and pour It over the 
rice, which has been heated and set 
in the baker a few’ minutes to brown 

Rice Dumplings — Moisten rice with 
a little milk (cold rice), mash smooth 
and dredge over it. slightly, flour. 
Pare and scoop out the core from tart 
apples or quarter them. Wring out of 
hot water the dumpling cloths, dredge 
with flour. Cover the apples with the 
rice and press firmly Into shape. 
Wrap In the cloths and steam for one- 
half hour. Serve with cream or sauce. 


RED PEPPER SWEET PICKLE 


Standard Forumula That Makes One 
of the Best of Relishes for 
Roasted Meat. 

Soak the peppers In boiling w’ater 
about twenty minutes, then lay In cold 
brine over night to draw out the crude 
Juices of the vegetable. Cut In thin 
slices, discarding all the seeds and 
stringy pulp, and make into a sweet 
pickle precisely as pears, apples or 
peaches are pickled. 

A standard formula for this is three 
pounds of sugar, a pint of elder vine- 
gar, two teaspoonfuls each of whole 
cloves, allspice and cinnamon. Scald 
all together and cook until the pep- 
per is tender. Remove the peppers 
and cook the sirup long enough to 
thicken slightly, then pour over the 
sliced pepper. This is an excellent 
relish with roasted meat. 


Rusks With Jam. 

Pour a pint of boiling milk, sweet- 
ened and flavored, over five or six 
rusks In a pie dish. Let them soak 
for ten minutes, then beat them light- 
ly with a fork and spread upon them 
a layer of good Jam. Pour upon this 
some custard made with a pint of 
milk, the yolks of three eggB, a lit- 
tle sugar and flavoring. Leave the 
preparation till cold, sift powdered su- 
gar over it, or lay upon it the whites 
of the eggs beaten to a foam, and 
serve. Time, three-quarters of an 
hour to prepare. 


Home-Made Sirup. 

The very best substitute for maple 
sirup is made in the following way: 
Mix together one pound of dark brown 
sugar, one pound of granulated sugar, 
one-half pint of water, one teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla. Put on the fire and 
bring to a boll and allow to boil for 
two or three minutes. When cool it is 
ready to serve. It is very appetizing 
and much purer and cheaper than any 
other imitation of maple sirup. 


Banana Coffee and Flour. 

The banana haB long been recog- 
nl£ed as a wholesome food when Its 
starch particles have been acted on 
by heat. There Is being offered now 
banana flour for pastry and cakes, 
and several kinds of cookies and bis- 
cuits made from this prepared meal. 
A cereal coffee, also of bananas, has 
a delightful flavor, ami makes an ap- 
petizing beverage. 


Cream Suggestions. 

If in an emergency, cream for the 
coffee is lacking, beat up an egg, di- 
vide it among the cups nnd pour the 
coffee over it. This makes a rich 
and delicious beverage. 

When creatn refuses to whip, add 
the white of an egg to it, and let the 
mixture become thoroughly chilled 
Then try again. It usually whips 
with this addition 


Roe 8avory. 

Take the soft roes from four bloat 
era; cook in the oven; then pound 
them In a inortar with two ounces of 
butter, a little cayenne and three pep- 
percorns. Spread the mixture on 
rounds of hot toast, lay a fried egg on 
top of each, sprlukle a little miuced 
parsley over and serve 

For Carpet. 

To clean soot from carpet cover 
quickly with salt, and you wilt be able 
to sweep it off without leaving s meats 
or stains. 


Kettls Cover. 

Should the knob come off any ket- 
tle cover, a serew can bp slipped 
through the hole with the head lu- 
tlde the lid. screw a cork iulo the 
protruding end; this knob will not get 
hot and can he replaced in a burry.

CRITICIZES SCHOOL APPROPRI- 
ATION 

(Continued from page 1) 

the Board can exist without the other 
and we should try to have more co- 
operation for the good of the city. 

I have had considerable difficulty 
in naming the committees of the 
Board for the coming year for the 
reason that the present apportionmbni 
of work among our committees seems 
unfair. It was proper when made, as 
there was then a great deal of work to 
be done by the Franchise Committee 
on street railway problems, but now, 
as our street railways are under one 
able management, the work of this 
committee is of a comparatively triv 
ial nature. You are so constituted that 
you are all ambitious to work for the 
city, and I have had the hard task of 
attempting in vain to satisfy men who 
wanted to do as much work as possi- 
ble. I believe that some rearrange- 
ment of the business of the Board 
should be suggested to us by the Com- 
mittee on Rules. 

The general condition of the city 
seems to be remarkably healthy and 
prosperous. The building permits is- 
sued during the last few years show 
steady growth in the city. There 
were issued building permits in 1908, 
256 and 1913, 539. 

The increase in valuation caused 
by new buildings during the last five 
years is as follows: 

1909 $ 540,000 

(1910 520,000 

1911 1.000,000 

1912 773,000 

1913 1,212,000 

In this connection it is interesting 

to note the tax rate during these years, 
which has been as follows: 

1909 $18.20 

1910 18.60 

1911 17.60 

V 912 17.40 

1913 18.20 

I believe these figures show a defi- 
nite relation between the tax rate and 
new buildings and that the large in- 
crease during 1913 was due in a great 
measure to the decreasing tax rate of 
the two previous years. 

It is impossible to compare accur- 
ately our financial condition at the 
present time with that of last year, 
as we have been unable to obtain a 
statement of the free assets in the city 
treasury at this time. It may be use- 
ful to compare the total city expenses 
for the last three years charged to 
the tax rate, which are as follows: 

1912 $1,303,000 

1913 1,440,000 

For 1914 there has already been 

charged against the tax levy the sum 
of $1,496,000, which would indicate the 
need of extreme caution in new appro- 
priations. 

The net bonded indebtedness of the 
city during the last few years has 
shown a steady reduction. December 
31, 1910, it was $3,409,000; the follow- 
ing year it was $3,231,000. December 
31. 1912, it had fallen to $3,069,000, and 
December 31, 1913, it was $2,904,000. 
We still have, unfortunately, one of 
the largest net debts in this State per 
capita, and you mav be surprised to

posed that the rule of this Board tow- 
ards schools would be that we should 
give them every cent that we can af- 
ford. but that does not seem to be the 
test. 

It is the duty of the School Commit- 
tee each year to present to us an es- 
timate of their needs for the year and 
this estimate is entitled to as much 
consideration as that of any other de- 
partment. On being passed by the 
School Committee, however, it at once 
becomes invested with a halo of sanc- 
tity. Any reduction in that figure is 
commonly spoken of as a cut and I 
believe that this nomenclature is very 
unfortunate. If the School Committee 
should ask for an increase of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars over the previ- 
ous year and we should grant them an 
increase of ninety-five thousand dol- 
lars. we should then receive no praise 
for liberality, but the general public 
would be told tnat we had cut the 
school appropriation five thousand 
dollars, not that we had increased it 
ninety-five thousand dollars. 

The records in regard to this appro- 
priation show that it has risen from 
$244,800 in 1906 to $377,000 for 1914, 
or, to make the figure comparable. 
$367,400, taking off the tuition and dog 
tax as formerly was done until 1913. 
The same increase will in ten years 
give 11s an annual expenditure of over 
$530,000. It is true that we were very 
fortunate this year in receiving a new 
income from the State, but after this 
year those receipts will have no effect 
on the net increases. These increas- 
es of course do not cover school build- 
ings or equipment, which have been 
paid for out of bond issues. This ad- 
vance of over $15,000 a year is over 
6 per cent. The increase in pupils in 
our schools during the same period 
has been about 1.8 per cent, and the 
increase in valuation per year has 
been 3.5 per cent., so that the school 
appropriation is now regularly grow- 
ing over three times as fast as the 
school population, and nearly twicb 
as fast as the valuations. We are al- 
ready spending more money per pupil, 
and our teachers are paid a higher 
rate per pupil, than in any other city 
in Massachusetts, and we are spending 
twice the proportion of our tax levy 
on education that is spent even in the 
wealthy town of Brookline. Some of 
us supposed that when the charges 
caused by the Technical High School 
had been cared for these increases 
would cease, but we were mistaken. 
We are sometimes asked where we 
can save money. It may be that the 
School Committee should visit some 
of our neighboring cities which are 
giving entirely satisfactory service at 
much less expense and ascertain how 
to do likewise. 

It is unfortunate that there are 
throughout the city groups of well- 
, meaning citizens who are ready at 
any time to bring pressure to bear on 
this Board for increased school appro- 
priations without any study or knowl- 
edge of the situation. I believe these 
gentlemen should be given juBt as 
much consideration as those other 
| groups of men who are eager to criti- 
cise the school management for every 
untoward incident which happens 
among a school population of over 
seven thousand. We have one of the 
b?;st school systems in the United 
States, and it should be supported in 
' »"ii' nnnolhlo hut It mav well h* 1 


that the present system of increase* 
is a great handicap to the city and if 
the greatest danger which the school 
system faces. 

There can be no further question 
that the responsibility in this matter 
rests solely on this Board since the 
recent, decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Holyoke case construing the 

j Holyoke charter, on which ours seems 

I to have been framed. It seems now 
clear that any liability beyond the 
amount we fix is illegal and void and 
the courts will not interfere with the 
work of the appropriating board which 
in that charter, ns in ours, has the 
final word on the subject. In the Hol- 
yoke case the question arose over nn 
appropriation which \va# admitted on 
all sides to be absolutely necessary, 
and the courts sustained the appro- 
priating power in refusing the appro- 
priation. It may well be true that 
the members of the School Committee 
may be personally liable for any ex- 
penditure beyond the appropriation, 
but this decision makes it very clear 
that this Board is the final arbiter of 
the city’s liability and we cannot 
avoid our responsibility on the ground 
that the School Committee have a 
right to spend what they desire. Let 
us not in this mntter imitate the 
stock-holders of the New Haven road, 
who thought themselves above the 
lows of finance. These inordinate in- 
creases have in the past few years 
increased the tax rate and forced us 
to neglect other departments, notably 
the Street Department and the. Public 
Buildings Department, to the detri- 
ment of the city as a whole, and the 
School Department in particular. 

The main difficulty with the prob- 
lem is that we have now no plain rule 
to follow. The School Committee 
asks for all it thinks it can get and 
then this Board wrestles as best it 
can. A year ago this Board reversed 
itself under pressure between Junb 
and November, while this past June it 
approved the appropriation by a ma- 
jority of one. The school appropria- 
tion is too important to be handled in 
this way. Plans have to be made by 
the School Committee a long time in 
advance and these plans should not 
depend on the question whether 
enough aldermen can be induced to 
cnange their minds. The School Com- 
mittee is entitled to the best possible 
treatment at our hands and we should 
not require them to subject their de- 
partment to an annual battle in this 
Board. 

I suggest that it may be wise for 
this Board to advise in a friendly way 
with the School Committee and lay 
out a scheme of expenditures not only 
for the coming year but for the next 
ten years — let it depend on increase 
in school population, or increase in 
valuation, or on some other factor, 
but let it be digestible and reasonable 
for a term of years. The School De- 
partment has not, on account of excel- 
lent management in the past, exceeded 
its appropriation when once fixed, 
and I believe we need have no fear 
but what they will keep in the future 
any arrangement they may enter into. 

Another thing which the Board of 
1913 left to this Board was the matter 
of civic planning. I believe that the* 
improvement of our civic centers ana 
the widening of our main thorougn- 
fares where they will need it in the 
next few years are a good advertise- 
ment for the city. Other cities in our 
neighborhood have done much along 
these lines while we, during the last 
ten years have been stagnant. This 
suggestion is not at all inconsistent 
with a plea for the most rigid economy 
in maintenance but it seems that the 
city is like any business,- it must, to 
keep abreast of the times, spend mon- 
ey to improve its plant in order to 
bring in the returns from new tax- 
payers and new buildings which it 
needs. Inside of twenty-five years the 
growth of the city will have made 
some of our squares and main thour- 
oughfares a real menace to the people 
and work which can be done cheaper 
now than later should, I believe, be 
carefully considered in connection 
with the new Civic Planning Board 
recently appointed. 

| In conclusion I desire to say a word 
concerning the new mayor. It may be 
true that he knows less about the busi- 
ness of the city today than we do, 
but if he is able to carry out his plan 
of work for the city he will very short- 
ly know more than we do. He will 
have many difficult situations to face 
and many disagreeable duties to per- 
form, which he w}ll perform in a high- 
minded, earnest manner for what he 
thinks is the best good of the city. 
It is much easier to criticise than it 
is to construct, and I believe we should 
try not to criticise him but to presume 
that his decisions and his wishes are 
correct unless we are very sure that 
he 1 h wrong. I believe we should in 
all things so far as possible give him 
the loyalty and steadfast support 
which he will deserve at our hands.

in Account of Its Accomplishments and Hopes 
lor the Future

The West Newton Day Nursery is 
Entering upon Its eighth year of serv- 
ice in uplifting, strengthening and 
Tielplng mothers, who for one reason 
br another find It difficult, and at 
limes well nigh Impossible to support 
■heir children. An important feature 
Tof its work is In caring for the young- 
er children, so that the mothers may 
Jgo out to work — conscious that their 
[little ones are safe. 

During the last year the Nursery 
(has had an average attendance of 23 
[children per day, and an aggregate at- 
tendance of 4624. 53 families have 

been represented and of these, 23 are 
leases where the mother is a widow, 
vith from two to five children, and 
jsix are cases of deserted wives. In 
khe other 21 cases, both parents are 
[living, and special care is used in in- 
vestigating these, before aid is given. 
JMany times, however, it is found that 
(the father cannot earn enough to sup- 
port his family, or that he is an in- 
valid, and in other instances the help- 
ling hand is extended temporarily on 
account of illness, or some misfor- 
tune. 

To really know what is being done 
jfor the little children, one should drop 
|into the Nursery some day, say about 
[twelve o’clock, and see them sitting 
Jat table, with their happy shining 
(faces, enjoying a good wholesome din- 
ner; or at another hour, when per- 
haps a half dozen or more babies, some 
white and others black, are asleep in 
kheir clean white cribs. 


Much more of interest could be said 
about this Nursery end of the work, 
which is in the hands of our able and 
efficient matron, Miss Elizabeth 
Frunde. 

Now about the older brothers and 
sisters, what is the Nursery, or Neigh- 
borhood House, as we hope to call 
it, doing for them? it is inviting 
them in to join classes and to form 
Clubs of all kinds, and here is where 
we want to make a special nppeal for 
interest and support, for this enlarg- 
ing of social work, which we find is 
much needed, and appreciated. 

We have Improved nnd increased the 
size of our plant, to meet the demnnds 
of this broader work — and now have 
classes in cooking, sewing, cane-seat- 
ing and cobbling — but we need more 
classes and clubs. 

We want the house open Sunday 
afternoons, so that the young people 
may read, or listen to music, instead 
of standing about on the street, but 
we must have the support of a gen- 
erous public, to carry on this splendid 
work, for which we have just engaged 
the services of a trained social work- 
er, Mrs. Elizabeth D. Moulton. 

We are trying to develop better 
boys and girls; better homes, and so 
better wage earners and future citi- 
zens. 

Will you co-operate with us? Our 
annual subscriptions are about due. 
If your name is not on our list may 
we add it, and will you give us what 
help and encouragement you can?

county and federal government 
s nation is appalling; and, what 
fse, it is growing out of all pro- 
11 to the increase in population. 
United States Census Bureau 
st issued a volume on the cost 
iverning American cities. The 
|t shows, for instance, that 184 
raised in 1910 the tremendous 
f $759,942,445 by taxation. Tak- 
group of 146 cities for compari- 
d 1902 with 1910, it show's that 
jicreased cost in these eight years 
over 71 per cent. The money 
by taxation in these 146 cities 
02 was $419,891,091, and in 1910 
,s $717,882,232. Taking all these 
we find that the increased cost 
unicipal government alone was 
ier family per year in that eight- 
period, and the total cost per 
ly per year for 1910, for city gov 
ent, was $153.70. 

e cost for state and municipal 
rnment is higher in the states of 
lachusetts and Washington than 
_ where else, and it is due in both 
states to the multiplicity of commls 
sions, the interference of the govern 
ment in so many affairs of the citizens, 
and the fad for “regulating" about 
everything that the citizens wish to do. 
In both of these states we have num- 
erous commissions for about every- 
thing under the sun, except possibly 
the regulation of the birth-rate and the 
care of ingrowing toenails. Social 
legislation, too plays its part: and if 
we are to "dance" to this kind of 
"music" we must "pay the fiddler." 

Boston is at the top notch for high- 
cost-government, with a record of 
$48.62 for each of its inhabitants, or 
$243.10 per family each year, as 
against $122 in Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia, $130 in Cleveland, $110 in Mil- 
waukee und $126 in Buffalo. The cost 
in Worcester is $121, against $90 in 
New Haven; $136 in Cambridge, 
against $91 in Atlanta, Ga.; $140 in 
Springfield, against $75 in Manchester, 
N. H. In Tacoma. Wash., the cost is 
$228, in Seattle $244. und in Spokane 
$169. Compare this with the $120 in 
Providence, R. I., $93 in Indianapolis 
and $115 in St. Paul, Minn. 

Again take the specified classes of 
special property taxes which are ul 
most identical in both Massachusetts 
and New York. We find that this tax 
amounted in 1910 in all the cities of 
New York, with a total population of 
6,125,000, to $5,420,959, while in all 
the cities of Massachusetts having a 
total population of only 1,853,000, this 
tax was $4,794,929. In other words our 
taxes are three times higher than in 
New York for tills form of taxation. 
The entire cost for municipal gov- 
rnment in this nation is over 
$1,000,000,000 a year. To this we must 
add the cost of state and county gov- 
ernment, $600,000,000, and lastly the 
cost of the Federal government, a bil- 
lion dollars more, and we have t lie 
stupendous total of $2,600,000,000 a 
year as the price we pay for being 
“governed' almost to death." Tills 
figures up to just about $283 a year 
for every family in the United States. 

Think of it! A cost of more than 
five dollars a week, on the average, for 
every family in America! The price 
of steak, the cost of your rents, the 
price you pay for the education of 
your children, and, indeed, the cost of 
everything you purchase, is reflected 
and increased in price because of our 
being “governed to death." 


The public extravagance and woe- 
ful incompetence bears most heavily 
upon the middle and working classes, 
and especially the latter. You aBk 
who is to b'lame? Why, every pro- 
fessed Socialist, and every "crank" 
who is a Socialist and don’t know* it; 
every wild-eyed agitator, every “up* 
lifter” in general and the radical labor- 
organizations in this state, who are 
working overtime to place upon the 
statute books every kind of a law r that 
will increase salaries, increase the 
w r ages of the public employes, pay 
pensions to widow's, increase the al- 
ready too numerous commissions, — 
whose chief good to themselves is to 
draw a big salary, — reduce the hours 
of labor of everyone w'ho w'orks for 
city, state or county, for investigations 
of anything and everything that the 
human mind can conjure up, — and they 
do it all for the dear, dear “peepul.” 
Every new' commission starts out with 
a declaration that It will never cost 
the state over $50,000, and the second 
legislature raises the cost to $100,000, 
and so on. Every kind of freak and 
fad legislation has a costly commis- 
sion to carry it out. That is the rule: 

This “high cost of government" is a 
big factor in the "high cost of living.” 
It is high time that the sane and sober 
citizenship of the state was aroused to 
the danger of this hlgh-cost-govern 
ment. It is time a halt w'as called 
against this emotional hysteria of pa 
ternalistic, crank legislation. The dan- 
ger is becoming more menacing every 
year. 

Gov. Walsh has called attention to 
tlie over-commissioned, over- burdened 
state, and his recommendation of re- 
trenchment and reduction are among 
the best of his inauguration thoughts. 

It is time to stop this increasing cost 
of government. Will the "servants of 
the people" on Beacon HL11 back up 
the governor; or will they continue to 
believe that the demand of certain "in- 
terests’’ is tlie "voice of the people?*’

BRUSH HOLDER MADE USEFUL 


Moat Convenient Article, Invented by 
Illinois Man. Enables Painter to 
r.sacli Lonp C: stance, 

PalnterR, janitors, porters, house- 
maids and heads of families who like 
to do the painting themselves will 
find the extension brush holder In- 
vented by an Illinois man a most con- 
venient article. It will enable them to 
reach points that otherwise could be 
reached only by means of a ladder or 
by more or less dangerous climbing, 
and will thus not only save the user 
trouble, blit will eliminate an element 
of danger. A metal head Is made to 
fit over the end of a pole, which can

be as long as is needed for the work 
to be done. The upper part of the 
head has a hinged-holding device in 
which the handle of the brush is 
placed and held firm by a thumb screw. 
This holding portion is also hinged to 
the lower part of the head and adjust- 
able upon it, so that it may be turn- 
ed at any angle at which it is desired 
to use the brush and held there by a 
screw. 


NEW TRADES ARE TAKEN UP 


Advent of Steel Sleeping Cars Throws 

Many Wood Workers Out of Jobs 
at Pullman Shops. 

An apt illustration of reduction in 
the premium on skill required of the 
industrial worker is found at Pullman 
by Graham Romeyn Taylor, who writes 
in the Survey: 

“The advent of the steel car threw 
wood carving, cabinetmaking and 
many other skilled crafts on the scrap 
heap and substituted metal work, de- 
manding distinctly shorter training 
Steel Bleepers were first made about 
1907. This year not a single one of 
wood Is being manufactured. Of the 
ordinary coaches built on contract for 
railroads about 75 per cent, are steel 
body and wooden interior finish, 15 
per cent, are all steel and only 10 per 
cent, are of wood. More would prob- 
ably be made entirely of steel but for 
the difficulty exjferienced In heating 
them. 

“When the steel construction began 
all the older and skilled employes 
were encouraged to learn the newer 
trades, and officials say that many of 
the cabinetmakers readily adapted 
themselves to the changed conditions, 
utilizing much of their old skill in the 
steel cabinet work. But they frankly 
admit that the great amount of semi- 
skilled work, such as the assembling, 
erecting and riveting of the steel care, 
has borne hard on the older employes, 
who cannot ‘stand the racket.’ Slavs, 
who ‘don’t seem to have any nerves,’ 
take these jobs. What this means for 
the older employes was vividly point- 
ed out by a Dutch tradesman in Rose- 
land, who said that when the steel car 
work came in about 200 members of 
tho Dutch church he attended left, 
saying that the change of trades fcas 
too much for them.”

ALL PORCELAIN C-H SOCKET 


Device It Especially Adapted to Damp 
Lccitlons, Such aa Basemen’.* — 
la Rerdily Installed. 

The accompanying cut shown a new- 
ly designed, all porcelain, C-H socket 
constructed for service with heating, 
cooking and motor driven devices. In 
fact, the socket is rated to carry 660 
watts, somewhat more than the energy 
required by a six-pound pressing iron. 

The horizontal switch bar enables 
the current to be turned on with one 
hand and without twisting or jerking 
the socket as with a key, says the Pop- 
ular Electricity. Pressing the white

end of the bar turns on the current, 
while pressing the black end turns it 
off 

The socket 1 b especially adapted to 
damp locations such as basementB, 
laundries, etc., and can be wiped off 
with a moist cloth and made to look 
like new. 

The socket is readily installed, as a 
single Bcrew allows the halves of the 
casing to be separated, exposing the 
terminal screws for the drop cord. 


Electricity for Drying. 

Two applications for electric heat- 
ing are used in connection with draft- 
ing work. One is the use of a port- 
able combination heater and fan, ordi- 
narily employed by hairdressers to 
dry their customer’s hair after wash- 
ing, to dry the ink on tracings. This 
“wrinkle” shortens the time required 
to complete the tracing, as the fresh- 
ly mixed lines must be dry before 
T-square or triangle can be moved 
over the tracing. The other idea is 
to dry blueprints by going over them 
with an electric flatiron; and the flat- 
iron is also useful to straighten out 
tracings and prints that have been 
rolled or folded. 


Keeps Target Moving. 

An electric attachment for a target 
such as is used on rifle ranges has 
been designed by an Australian. It 
keepB the target continually in mo- 
tion, backward and forward on the 
track. The figures are constantly in 
action, and It is an entirely different 
proposition to hit once, especially . in 
a vulnerable spot, than if., they were 
stationary. Such a target is par- 
tlcularly gcod for use in the militia or 
the regular army, as in the case of 
war it Is not likely that the enemy 
would stand still until somebody suc- 
ceeded in shooting them. 


Smallest Central Station.

ABOUT OUR ICE 

Natural Ice Berlnred Pure and Germ- 
less hy Scientists. 


New York Dally Tribune? Sunday. 
Sept. 4, 1910. 


The advocates of manufactured ice 
rest their claims for the purity of their 
product almost entirely on the water 
used In making it. as compared with 
the water from which natural Ice Is 
cut. They are driven to this, because 
all the other conditions of treatment 
of ice are exactly the same whether 
the ice comes from a factory or from 
an ice house. Objections to the meth- 
ods of handling natural Ice during its 
transportation to the city were the 
outgrowth of ignorance. When the top 
of natural ice cakes are planed, the 
ice covered in ice houses with clean 
paper before the hay is put over it. 
when the cars and boats are washed 
before the ice is loaded and the ice is 
again covered with paper until it is 
deposited on the bridge or platform 
ready for sale, it is evident how slight 
a basis fear of any contamination has. 
Nature has made the ice 90*# purer 
than the water, and during the time 
it is in the ice house — from six to thir- 
ty weeks — nature frees it from the last 
living organism, and the natural ice 
dealer keeps it pure and wholesome 
as long as it is under his direct con- 
trol. From the time manufactured ice 
is put out on the factory platform for 
sale, and natural Ice is laid on the 
“bridge." they are treated alike, sub- 
ject to just the same dangers, no more 
and no less. Hence if there is any ad- 
vantage to one over the other it must 
be before the delivery stage is reached. 

Let us begin with the water. To 
read accounts of ice making, the ice 
made by man is all frozen from dis- 
tilled water. That is far from true. 
PLATE ICE, THE PROCESS NOW 
GROWING IN FAVOR. IS MADE 
FROM WATER TAKEN FROM CITY 
MAINS OR WELLS. CONSIDERABLE 
OF THE CAN ICE IS MADE FROM 
RAW WATER. SEVERAL SYSTEMS 
BEING IN USE WHICH WILL MAKE 
CLEAR CAN ICE WITHOUT RE- 
QUIRING DISTILLED WATER. It is 
a fact, long concealed, that ice makers 
distill their water, not to make it 
purer, not for the consumers’ sake, 
but to free it from air and make easier 
the production of a clear cake. IT IS 
A FINE TALKING POINT THAT ALL 
THE WATER IS DISTILLED TO BE 
SURE IT IS PURE. BUT IT IS NOT 
TRUE. 

The distilled w’ater used by the 
chemist is a very different product 
from the ice plant's distilled water. 
The former is the condensed steam of 
a good pure water, the process of dis- 
tilling being carried on in glass ves- 
sels with every care for cleanliness 
and sterility. Ice plant distilled water 
is the condensed exhaust steam from 
the engine, pumps, etc., in the ice 
plant. It is full of lubricating oil and 
other impurities which are not re- 
moved by the hasty filtering it gets 
subsequently. “DISTILLED” IS 
REALLY A MISNOMER AS APPLIED 
TO THE WATER USED IN MOST 
ICE PLANTS. This exhaust steam 
water is kept in tanks ready for use in 
filling the cans to be frozen. The

DEATH OK HR. COLE

TRAIN SERVICE CURTAILED 


The Boston nnd Albany Railroad 
has issued a statement describing the 
effect the cancellation of the agree- 
ment with the New Haven road w'ill 
have on the present service.

B. & A. Road, which have been run by

Marlboro, etc. There are five of these 
trains each way daily. The through 
trains from Boston to New York via 
Springfield, which are operated by the 
Boston & Albany as their own trains, 
but carry through cars between Bos- 
ton and New York, will not in any 
way be affected. There are four of 
these trains each way daily.

“DYNAMIC RELIGION" 


In the Church of the New Jerusa- 
lem at Newtonville, last Sunday even- 
ing a lecture on the subject “Dynamic 
Religion” was delivered by Rev. Clar- 
ence Lathbury of Elmwood, Mass., who 
said : 

“In electricity the dynamic, as con- 
trasted with the static, is electricity 
in motion. Dynamic religion, then, 
would seem to he the active element 
in religion, Involving the famous 
aphorism of Swedenborg; “All reli- 
gion relates to life and the life of re- 
ligion is to do good." 

Religion, then, is not the organic 
Church; the organic Church is reli- 
gion’s machinery. To identify Church 
and religion is to utterly fail to ap- 
preciate the eternal and fundamental 
fact of religion. The Church is an 
organization of men and women 
formed for the purpose of promoting 
religion. 

Nor is religion the written Creed; 
the Creed is only a statement nboui 
religion. Religion is not simply know- 
ing; for knowledge nbout life is one 
thing; effective occupation of a place 
in life is quite another. To compre- 
hend the causes nnd workings of cer- 
tain high states of health as physicians 
comprehend them may not be to have 
health. The kingdom belongs not 
necessarily to the most enlightened 
but to the best. “Religion does not 
consist in thinking this or that; but 
in willing and doing what is thougnt." 
Nor is religion a mere matter of tem- 
perament. We hear about religion 
{being temperamental until you would 
Duma, unu men were born fatefully into 
religion as they are born with the 
blond complexion or the Hibernian 
features. Temperament is a mere 
phase of individuality, mostly physi- 
cal, and docs not lie deep enough to 
dominate the heavenly life. 

Is relieion then a doctrine or a life? 
It is both; as fire is both light and 
motion. It is doctrine warmed into 
action, pressed into the avenues of 
accomplishment. And yet life, as the 
essential, can and often does get along, 
at least consciously, without doctrine. 
There are countless doctrines that it 
is not necessary for us to know any- 
thing about to live in God. It is how- 
ever important to learn doctrines 
which at the time of learning may be 
entirely abstract; but which learned 
now will be of use by and by. To wait 
until a boy is in his teens to teach him 
certain things he can not at present 
comprehend is so absurd that a parent 
would not consider such a plan prac- 
ticable for a moment. If religion is 
life doctrine can no more be left out 
of childhood without definite loss than 
the alphabet or multiplication tables. 
As child or man we have to accept 
certain things at times without com- 
pletely comprehending them. They are 
the as yet unused keys to whole realms 
of knowledge and love. If religion is 
life it belongs to the children; if mere 
theory it is of little use to teach it to 
them whether in their teens or twen- 
ties. And any necessary doctrine that 
goes with it at the start, however ab- 
stract or apparently useless at the mo- 
ment, should not be a drawback. 

Life when properly used must be 
identical with religion; they must be 
a clear unit, like the heat and light of 
the candle. Living involves the whole 
responsibility that God entrusts to 
men. 

Now this stalwart proposition of the 
New Church is grappling religious 
systems everywhere and invading civil 
and political affairs. Our century has 
demanded a religion that transcends 
mere theory or formality; a religion 
that can enter into every phase of sec- 
ular activity. It has been asking a 
more profound explanation of the 
nature of God and man, a better in- 
terpretation of the light which flashes 
from heaven upon humanity through 
the Word of God; and that explanation 
has arrived in the revelations of the 
Lord through the teachings of the New 
Church. The New Church teaches that 
religion is a perfectly simple and open 
relation of man with the Ix)rd and his 
neighbors. That true religion is to be 
in constant touch with God, to live 
momentarily with him. Our religion 
requires us to be constantly and con- 
sciously in touch with a Power, a Mind, 
a Being entirely outside the material 
sphere, entirely beyond our scientific 
and tangible ken. It teaches conquest 
of ourselves and the world; conquest 
of self because the most effective mas- 
tery of the world is with that one who 
has most fully mastered himself. This 
does not however imply the crushing 
out of individuality or the suppression 
of one of the truly human faculties. 
To have true religion is to win a more 
powerful individuality than before. 
Dynamic religion involves the entire 
man, it is not something to be added to 
u man’s nature over and above what 
he already possesses; but rather u 
consecration of all his gifts and pow- 
ers to the service of his fellow men. 

1 It implies also a new era of social 
welfare. The new democracy and the 
new industrial advent has need of a 
newer and deeper experience, a more 
universal and pervading religion, 
which we believe lias arrived in the 
spiritual revelations which the .New 
Church has to give in relation to busi- 
ness. politics, recreation, in short 
everything which properly concerns 
man. That era is already here, in its 
more than early dawning. We see 
gradually forming new world-thoughts, 
new world-ideals, a new world-con- 
sciousness. It is the surest reality of 
our times; life from above is steudlly 
breaking into the rounded life of the 
world telling us that life in its every 
phase shall be spent in the presence 
of the eternal.”

BOYS’ NIGHT 


On Thursday evening, January 15, 
the men’s club of the Central Congre- 
gational Church, New’tonville, enter- 
tained about 125 boys at a banquet, 
w’hich w’as the most notable event of 
its kind which has been given by that 
club. The Sunday School room was 
fully occupied by the long tables, at 
each of which about 36 persons sat 
down to a well-served dinner, punctu- 
ated at intervals by songs, the chorus- 
es of which were enthusiastically sung 
by all present. Mr. Fred E. Mann, 
president of the club, presided at the 
head of the table, on his right being 
Principal Stearns of Phillips Andover 
Academy, and on his left, Mr. Guy 
Murc.hie, United States marshall for 
the Boston district. The Rev. Jay T. 
Stocking, pastor of the church, and 
Messrs. Marshall and Bamburgh, vice 
president of the club, together w’lth 
Sec.-Treas. Williams and Mr. P. T. 
Wood of Newark, N. J., also occupied 
seats at the head of the table. The 
music of the evening was in the hands 
of an impromptu quartet, and at in- 
tervals, rendered classic songs in a 
delightful manner. It is expected that 
this quartet will become an organ- 
ized feature of most of the church so- 
cial affairs. The speakers of the 
evening, in addition to the president, 
who acted as toastmaster, and was 
apt and entertaining in hiB remarks, 
w’ere Messrs. Murchie, Stearns and 
Stocking, and as exhibitions of the 
application of keen mindB to the task 
of interesting boys, from the ages of 
10 to 90, they have been unsurpassed 
in their results. The interest, w’hich 
both young and old took in Mr. Mur- 
chie’s simple and direct presentation 
of his idea of flue manhood, w’as un- 
flagging, and the round of applause, 
which broke upon his finishing, wus 
honest as well as spontaneous. His 
theme may be simply described in the 
question, “Who was George Washing- 
ton?” and in his likening of Washing- 
ton’s effect on his countrymen of that 
time; by comparing his. personality to 
that of Roosevelt, and his effect upon 
our time wus a striking example of 
analogy, which drove every point home 
to the minds of his hearers. The 
three points of Washington’s charac- 
ter, which Mr. Murchie brought to the 
attention of the audience, w’ere his 
great physical strength and endur- 
ance; his great aiid incessant kindli- 
ness, and hiB great and efficient atten- 
tiveness to his duties; these forming 
a character of tremendous import to 
the birth and babyhood of our nation. 

Principal Stearns drove home his 
lessons for the boys of 10 to 90 in un 
equally individual manner, entertain- 
ing the uudience. at the outset, with 
many descriptions of school hoys’ 
pranks, and the humorous incidents 
of a principal’s daily life, eventually 
entering into a strong argument for 
truthfulness and honesty in school 
life, in school games, in young man- 
hood and through and on to old age. 

Mr. Stocking’s simple address was 
made with some effort, as it is likely 
that it was tils lust appearance ut any 
of these club meetings for a long time 
to come. He summed up his whole 
heart’s love for the club, und the boys 
who were the guests on that occasion, 
by resolving into a phrase ills best 
wish for every boy present. Witli del- 
icate manipulation of his words, he 
finally solved his problem of a moral 
thought, by saying that he hoped all 
of the boys present that night would 
he, all their lives, as good as they 
thought their fathers, or the gentle- 
men who were their hosts that night, 
would like the boys to think that they 
were. 

The fact was brought out that this 
boys’ uight idea of the (’entral Club 
was first thought of und put into ef- 
fect in the United States by this same 
(’entral Club of Newtonville, and many 
guests present on that occasion were 
sincerely enthusiastic iu their claim 
that it was one of the most remark- 
able sights und events which could oc- 
cur under the roof of any church.

MASONIC SUNDAY 

Dalhousie Lodge Attends Service At the 
Newtonville (Jniversalist Church 

About seventy members of Dalhousie 
fxidge, Free and Accepted Masons at- 
tended divine service last Sunday 
morning at the Unlversalist Church, 
Newtonville, on the invitation of the 
pastor, Rev. Albert Hammatt, who Is 
chaplain of the lodge. 

The members assembled at the lodge 
room at ten o’clock and marched iu a 
body to the church, wearing their 
aprons and white gloves, and headed 
by Worshipful Master Fred M. Blan- 
chard and Marshal Frederick M. Mit- 
chell. 

A special musical service was ren- 
dered by the church quartet and Rev. 
Mr. Hammatt gave an interesting ser- 
mon on “Freemasonry, what it stands 
for, its beginnings and its belief.” Mr. 
Hammatt traced the beginnings of 
free-masonry from the seventh cen- 
tury when builders of Rome formed 
an organization, to the eleventh cen- 
tury, when stone masons builded the 
magnificent cathedrals, and to 1717 
A. D. when the real freemasonry of 
the present day had its origin and 
speculative masonry took place of 
operative masonry. Mr. Hammatt said 
that the belief of freemasonry could 
he crowded into one sentence "We be- 
lieve in God and in God like men.” 
Masons believe in God: they believe In 
a five fold man, the social man. the 
pure man, the Democratic man. the 
charitable man, and finally in the im- 
mortal man. He closed with an appeal 
for the Christian church: “not for my 
church but for yours. I believe you 
will all agree with me that the church 
of JesuB Christ is a bigger and a bet- 
ter thing. It is numerically, number- 
ing about five hundred millions. It is 
in the nature and the scope of its 
work. Masonry deals with good men. 
The church not only with the good, 
but also with the lowest of the low- 
transforming sinners into saints, 
dwarfs into giants. Brethren magnify, 
intensify your love for, your loyalty 
to the church of Jesus Christ." 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The flood of bills created a new rec- 
ord this year and it will be several 
weeks before the printers can furnish 
the legislature with all the matters 
on w’hich it will act this session. The 
committee hearings are naturally 
postponed, for it is the custom to group 
all bills relating to the same subject, 
for one hearing, and until all the bills 
are canvassed, it will be impossible to 
make much headw’ay. 

The Ways and Means committee of 
which Representative White of Newton 
is chairman is settling down to work 
for it must act quickly on appropria- 
tion matters in order to provide the 
necessary funds to keep the state 
machinery running. This committee 
meets daily at 10.30 in the morning 
and with a possible state tax of ten 
millions, tw’o millions more than last 
year, its members will find their job 
no sinecure. 

Governor Walsh show’ed excellent 
Judgment this w’eek in renominating 
our fellow citizen, Mr. Edward F. 
Hamlin as executive secretary. Mr. 
Hamlin is an authority on matters af- 
fecting the State House and, while a 
Republican himself, will be indispensi- 
ble to the present administration. 

The governor also nominated Mr. 
Nelson B. Vanderhof of Newtonville 
to tabulate the changes in general 
law’s and the Council, on Wednesday 
confirmed the appointment. Mr. Van- 
derhof will be remembered as a can- 
didate for school committee a year or 
so ago, from ward two. 

Newton people will aslo be inter- 
ested in the hearing held on Wednes- 
day by the Gas and Electric Light 
Commission on the petition of the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany for increase in its capital stock. 
While these matters are usually rou- 
tine and attract but little public atten- 
tion, a committee was present from 
the Newton Improvement Association, 
headed by Representative Henry E. 
Bothfield as chairman and including 
Messrs. Grosvenor Calkins, and 
Charles H. Barney, and President Fred 
H. Tucker and Secretary Elliott B. 
Church, to intimate to the Commission 
that Newton wanted 80 cent gas. The 
committee did not oppose the petition 
for increase of capital stock, but was 
given the opportunity to tell the Com- 
mission what It was there for. While 
no formal petition has yet been made 
for tills reduction in price, negotia- 
tions are now’ being held by the Com- 
pany and the committee and it is pos- 
sible that a voluntary reduction may 
be made in the near future by the 
Company.

FOR WEST POINT 


Congressman John J. Mitchell an- 
nounces that civil service examination 
for appointment as cadet at West 
Point Military Academy will be held 
by the Secretary of the First Civil 
Service District, Post Office Building, 
Boston. Beginning at 9.00 A. M. on 
Friday. February 27th. 

Mr. Mitchell has chosen Boston as 
the place for holding this examination 
after advising with the Civil Service 
Commission, as it is the most conve* 
nient and best facilitated for conduct- 
ing such an examination for candi- 
dates all over his district. 

The examination is open to all boys 
actually living in and residents of the 
new 13th Congressional District, com- 
prising the cities of Boston — Warden 
25 (Brighton-Allston) Marlboro. New- 
ton and Waltham, and the towns of 
Ashland, Bellingham, Brookline. Do- 
ver, Framingham, Franklin, Holliston. 
Medfield, Medway, Millis. Natick. 
Needham. Norfolk, Plainville, Sher- 
born, Southboro. Sudbury, Walpole. 
Wayland, Wellesley. Weston and 
Wrentham. No candidate will be ad- 
mitted who is under 17 years of age 
or over 22 years of age at the time of 
entrance to the Academy, June 14. 
1915. 

The candidates will be examined on 
the following subjects: Algebra, Ge- 
ometry. Grammar. Geography. United 
States History and General History. 
This examination is merely for the se- 
lection of a candidate and two alter- 
nates, and the boys successful in se- 
curing the designation will be com- 
pelled to pass an entrance examina- 
tion on the last Tuesday in March. 
The boy receiving the highest mark in 
that examination will be admitted to 
the Academy. In the entrance exam- 
ination boys will be compelled to un- 
dergo a physical examination, but not 
in the preliminary examination. 

The applicant ieceiving the highest 
mark in this examination will receive 
the appointment as principal candi- 
date. and the tw’o next highest will 
receive appointment as first and sec- 
ond alternate respectively. The ap- 
pointee will begin his duties at West 
Point on June 14, 1915, should he suc- 
cessfully pass the entrance examina- 
tion there. 

The first three young men in rank 
at the mental examination of Febru- 
ary 27th, 1914, will be examined by 
a medical examiner at Boston for the 
purpose of showing that they will 
probably be able to pass the physical 
test as well as the mental. Only those 
who are able to pass both mental ex- 
aminations and physical tests will be 
designated by (’ongressman Mitchell. 

Although Mr. Mitchell expects to ap- 
point applicants in order of qualifica- 
tions as above indicated, he reserves 
the right to reject any applicant who 
in character, temperament or other 
respect may seem to him to be unfit 
to make a successful officer in the ar- 
my.

NATIONAL PROHIBITION 


A LOVER OF BIRILS 


The interest in National Prohibition 
is wide-spread and constantly increas- 
ing. The National Grange, represent- 
ing 1,000,000 members, have recently 
voted for it. All the Protestant de- 
nominations excepting one have en- 
dorsed it in national assembly. In 
accord with this onward movement, 
the West Newton Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union has arranged for 
a public meeting Wednesday evening, 
January 28 at 7.45 o’clock at Y. M. C. 
A. Hall. The principal address will 
be given by Mrs. Ella A. Gleason, State 
vice-president at large. Rev. H. Grant 
Person, Rev. M. A. Levy and others 
will speak, appropriate readings will 
be given and a quartet will render 
prohibition songs. All are" urged to- 
attend. If you are not interested, 
come and hear the arguments pre- 
sented. If you believe in it, come and 
get enthusiasm so you will become a 
worker. 


Frederic H. Kennard, a well-known 
professional man of Newton Centre, 
with offices in Boston, is one of the 
most enthusiastic bird lovers in this 
part of the country. He has made his 
50-acre estate a veritable bird para- 
dise, which is not deserted even in 
winter. 

Mr. Kennard has taken great pains 
to make the woodland which stretches 
away for a long distance back of the 
house attractive to his feathered 
friends. Among other things, he has 
placed scores of bird boxes in the 
trees. Many of these boxes were im- 
ported from Europe, being designed 
with great care after the patterns 
made by Baron von Beriepsch of Ger- 
many. The average man supposes 
that the birds will gladly accept any 
sort of box stuck into a tree. As a 
matter of fact, they are exceedingly 
particular about their homes. The 
boxes Mr. Kennard uses resemble 
small sections of hollow trees, most 
of them being constructed in imitation 
of woodpeckers’ nests, which are of- 
ten taken possession «f by other kinds 
of birds. 

It has been found by Mr. Kennard 
that there are some 10 species of birds 
which are likely to accept nests of 
this character. They include screech 
owls, woodpeckers of several kinds, 
great crester fly catchers, tree swal- 
lows, blue birds, chickadees, nut- 
hatches and house wrens. Of course 
the English sparrows are always 
ready to claim them, too, but these 
sparrows are not welcomed on Mr. 
Kennard’8 place and only a few are 
to be found there at any time. The 
sparrows interfere greatly with most 
attempts to establish bird preserves. 
On some estates they are trapped in 
great numbers and In the Middle West 
they are being eaten. It is Bald that 
when properly cooked they are very 
palatable. 

English sparrows will accept a nest 
box in almost any position, hut in or- 
der to tempt aristocratic birds it must 
he hung just right. It must not wob- 
ble and the top must be In the direc- 
tion of the opening, in order that wa- 
ter may not enter when rain falls. 

Mr. Kennard keeps personal records 
of tlie birds which occupy the nesting 
boxes on his place and each year he 
makes an examination of all the nests. 
It lias been found that red squirrels 
and screech owls are not very desir- 
able visitors. Most of the boxes show 
tlie marks of squirrel teeth and the 
feathers of other birds have been 
used to line the nests of tlie owls. 

As Mr. Kennard likes to have his 
feathered friends close by, he lias 
built a feeding table near tlie house, 
where suet and other delicacies are 
pluced when the ground is covered 
with snow. The tuble is covered, in 
order thut the birds muy feast in com- 
fort. 

Deep in the woods is a little camp 
made of logs and entirely open at tlie 
front. The floor is covered with mat- 
tresses and there Mr. Kennard and 
other members of the family spend 
delightful hours listening to the calls 
of tlie birds and watching them flit to 
and fro among the trees. Sometimes 
a campfire is built und u pleasant 
evening spent in the woods. — Boston 
Herald.

ALFALFA I* HEW ENGLAND 


By (Joorfe french 


Whether or not that tremendously 
profitable crop, alfalfa, can become 
one of the New England staples de- 
pend* almoRt altogether upon the 
farmers. The old-style farmer will 
not succeed with It. because he will 
not have the cournge to put the neces- 
fiary amount of money, time and faith 
— not to mention brains — Into the 
proposition. 

In the first place It requires faith 
and a lot of It. A man cannot simply 
plow any convenient field, sow alfalfa 
seed and expect a harvest the next au- 
tumn. Quite otherwise. He must first 
assure himRclf that he has the right 
Rort of soil, and that all of the other 
conditions are right. In New England 
the soils suitable for alfalfa arc those 
classed ns Gloucester and Flushing 
loam — loam with some sand slit. The 
river valleyB. and like formations, are 
the best. Upland is all right if It 
has plenty of loam and Is not too poor. 
Probably there would not result much 
success from alfalfa on light sandy 
soil, though some of the farmers who 
have been most successful with alfalfa 
claim that it can be made to grow on 
any soil, except where there Is a clay 
subsoil. There must be thorough cul 
tlvatlon. The field designed for alfalfa 
should be enriched for two or three 
years in advance of putting In the 
seed. Plenty of stable manure, well 
worked In, and the land cultivated to 
crops that will not exhaust It but give 
opportunity to kill all the weeds re- 
sulting from the manure. The fields 
should be of the right soil to begin 
with, and should be made rich and 
very mellow and free from weeds and 
other grasses. Then alfalfa may be 
put In, and then the real work of get- 
ting it fairly rooted and Btarted be- 
gins. It yields prodigally and Is 
very valuable crop, but It will not grow' 
spontaneously, nor If It is neglected. 
These essentials are specified by one 
of the government soil expertR, with 
special reference to New’ England. 

The land must be w’ell drained. If 
not, you wdll see the young plants 
dying in the depressions where the 
water does not freely drain off, and 
thriving within a few’ feet, w’here there 
is good drainage. 

The subsoil must be mellow’ to the 
depth of several feet, as the alfalfa 
roots will go dow'n from six to twelve 
feet. There must be no clay, or other 
solid subsoil. 

There must be lime In the land, nat- 
urally, or added by the farmer, In the 
proportion of one ton of caustic lime 
or tw f o tons of ground limestone to the 
acre. 

WeedB must be killed. “The best 
weed to have In alfalfa is more alfal- 
fa." The weeds can be killed only by 
thorough tillage. If the field has corn 
the year before it is to go to alfal- 
fa, the corn Bhould be cultivated so 
thoroughly as to kill the weeds before 
they come to seed. The land should 
be plowed in the fall, and in the spring 
it should be thoroughly harrowed be- 
iore the weeds get much of a start. 

The land must be inoculated by 
sowing 600 or more pounds of 
screened soil from the surface of an 
established field for every acre. Then 
sow the alfalfa seed at once, while the 
inoculated dirt is fresh and moist. 

It is necessary to cut at just the 
right time, if a second crop is desired, 
w’hen the crop is just coming into 
blossom, or more especially when the 
little buds around the top of the tap- 
roots are from one-fourth to one-half 
inch high. These little buds are for 
the second crop of stalks, and they 
ought to be given the right of way by 
cuttng out the mature stalks. A good 
growth should be left on the ground 
to make a carpet to protect the roots 
from the snow. 

If the farmer has the right sort of 
land, and does not get a good crop, it 
is probable that the trouble 1 b that he 
has failed in not providing good drain- 
age, enough lime, sufficient inocula- 
tion, or few enough weeds. Let him 
“pick his flint and try again.” 

As to the crop that can be expected 
in New England, it will vary as w idely 
as other forage crops, but there is the 
possibility of big crops and many of 
them. A very conservative estimate is 
from tw’o to three tons to the acre, and 
from tw'o to four crops each season. 
A man in Somerset county, Maine, has 
a three-acre field of alfalfa, and last 
season he took off 14 tons in three 
uttings— seven tons in July, four 
tons in August and three tons in Sep- 
ember. This is twice the amount of 
ig crops of ordinary hay, and the al- 
falfa is much better to feed. Alfalfa 
as 6% more dry matter than timothy, 
6% less water, and 3't more ash. 
bus it is better for flesh making and 
one making.

Prohibition Meeting At 
C. A. 


The West Newton Woman's Tem- 1 
perance Union held a well attended 
meeting Wednesday evening at the 
Newton Y. M. C. A. in the interests of 
National Prohibition. Mrs. Nellie B. 
Rand, presided and prayer was offered 
by Rev. J. Edwin Lacount of the New- 
ton Methodist Church. The program 
included singing by a quartet consist- 
ing of Misses Eva and Gladys Sander- 
son, and Messrs. Sidney Clark and 
Harley Crowell, and solos by Miss 
Eva Sanderson, reading by Master 
Robert Sisk of Auburndale, the proc- 
lamation of Mrs. Stevens, president of 
the National W.C.T.U. and resolutions 
pending in the National House of 
Representatives were read by Mrs. 
M. Millie Beardsley, reading by Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Rand, and addresses by Mrs. 
Ella A. Gleason, state vice president, 
Rev. M. A. Levy. Rev. H. Grant Per- 
son, Rev. J. F. Brant and Mr. Allan C. 
Emery. 

Mrs. Clara E. Birdsall displayed a 
poster similar to what will be used in 
the poster campaign to be started In 
Newton on Lincoln’s Birthday and 
asked the co-operation of the audience 
in this movement 

Rev. Mr. Levy said: — 

A noble cause lias called us to- 
gether. It is one that appeals to a 
laudable self interest, altruism, and 
patriotism. We are working to keep 
life sweet and wholesome. As a 
means to that end we believe in Pro- 
hibition. We believe in abstinence- 
personal prohibition, in "No License’ 
— community prohibition, and in a sa- 
loonless State — constitutional prohi- 
bition. The logical thing is constant- 
ly to enlarge the unit of prohibition 
until it is country-wide. 

In the meantime there iB a battle 
nearer home. The danger lies in our 
becoming so presbyopic as to over- 
look immediate demands, and be unin- 
telligent and indifferent, if not negli- 
gent, as to evils at our door. During 
the “tainted money” discussion of the 
last decade a popular preacher ob- 
served, "It is a good deal easier to hit 
a sinner at a safe distance than to get 
at the rascal in your own front pew.” 
It is no less heroic, and may be brav- 
er, while we wait for action at Wash- 
ington, to face the startling condi- 
tions that confront ub here in New- 
ton. It is the part of loyalty to face 
and meet them. 

We are loyal to Newton, our "Gar- 
den City.” Wc have pride in her 
shaded streets, her schools and 
churches, her spacious lawns and at- 
tractive homes, the public spirit of 
her people and their efforts for a clean 
community. Year after year her citi- 
zens have decisively, by about a four 
to one vote, outlawed the saloon. 
There is no place here for the liquor 
traffic. This is a "No” stronghold. 
That fact satisfied us for a long time. 
Then a startling Inconsistency ap- 
peared. We turned out the saloon, 
four to one, and then issued sixth 
class licenses to a score of drug stores. 
The revelation bade us rub our eyes. 
These stores sold in 1911 more than 
6000 gallons of liquor, and in 1912 ac- 
tually reported sales of more than

7000 gallons. It Is recent history how 
this discovery rouBod the community 
and led to the campaign of protest 
that resulted In the abolition of the 
sixth class license. Newton, to that 
extent, standB consistent before the 
other cities nnd towns of Massachu- 
setts. Her "No" means "No." She 
will have no saloon business within 
her walls. 

Now tnere comes another discovery. 
The abolition of the sixth cIbbs license 
did hardly one thirtieth of the Job, 
The very year that the sixth class 
sales amounted to 7000 gnllons, anoth- 
er agency handled 200000 gallons. 
The abolition of the Bixth class li- 
cense does not affect this larger busi- 
ness. We voted out the saloon, abol- 
ished the drug store traffic, but here is 
a liquor business of 200000 — two hun- 
dred thousand gallons, legalized by the 
city of Newton. It is the "pony ex- 
press”, a saloon business on wheels. 
This is not an attack on legitimate ex- 
press companies. It is rather an in- 
dignant protest that a covert and ille- 
gitimate saloon business should defy 
the moral sentiment of the community. 
Against legitimate transportation, even 
of liquor, we are powerless. But this 
goes beyond the limits of transporta- 
tion, there is every indication that it 
shares in the transaction. The busi- 
ness is in too large degree not carry- 
ing and delivering of goods already 
ordered, bought, paid for, but a se- 
curing of unordered liquor for later 
retailing or "peddling out” to a clear- 
ly defined constituency. Moreover 
such business is of necessity done 
among the poorer people, who pay a 
high price for cheap liquor, and are 
thereby mulcted of au amount exceed- 
ing $200000 a year. They, least of 
all people, can afford this drain upon 
their meagre Incomes. We are inter- 
ested in each other as neighbors and 
friends. This situation openly defies 
every effort at uplift and friendship. 

If last year the discovery of the 
operations of the sixth class license 
stirred us to action, how much more 
ought the revelation of conditions in 
the business of twenty "pony express- 
es”, doing thirty times as much busi- 
ness in. liquor, to sting us into doing 
something. As one citizen, although 
only one, licensing of this business 
does not represent me, and I protest. 
Neither does it represent you, or any 
of the better element in Newton. In 
the name of decency, of humanity, of 
God, this condition must be stopped. 
This is not striking at legitimate ex- 
presses or trespassing on the liberties 
of any man. It is calling for the abo- 
lition of a system that sets at defiance 
our "No License" vote, and uses the 
action of our representatives to con- 
duct a traffic of enormous proportions, 
and for gain defraud and debauch a 
part of the community. 

The time has come for ub to de- 
mand better things for the city of 
Newton. We do not want a saloon 
within walls. We will not have a sa- 
loon on wheels. Let us stand up and 
speak out until we are heard at City 
Hall, and ard rid of this inconsistency 
of legalizing a bad business already 
outlawed by our votes. 


The Young Men’s Club of West New- 
ton scored a great success on Tuesday 
nnd Thursday nights, with a play en- 
titled "A Mid-Winter Night’s Scream" 
written by the leader of the club, Mr.

The first 
two acts are laid In the club rooms of 
the Young Men’s Club, and the third 
act is laid outside the “New Congrega- 
tional Church.” As the play was 
given In the old Congregational 
Church which is to be superseded 
within a year or two by the new 
church, the building of which will 
commence very soon, there was added 
interest to this act. 

Mr. Howard P. Young, the “lead- 
ing lady” played the role of "Victrola, 
daughter of the Russian Czar" and 
scored a great success. His dancing 
under the soft glow of the green and 
blue and red spot lights was very ef- 
fective. There were various other 
dances no less effective, though in a 
different way. Titanta, Queen of the 
fairies and her troupe of assistants. 
Peaseblossom, Cobweb and Moth 
brought shouts of laughter by their 
"fairy dance.” Even old black Joe 
was present and after he got limbered 
up he produced a lightning clog dance 
for the entertainment of the Czar who 
was the guest of the Young Men’s 
Club.

POLITICAL NOTES 


The Republican city committee will 
organize this evening at the Newton 
Club. Mr. Edward A. Thurston, the 
new chairman of the Republican state 
committee, Mr. William F. Garcelon, 
member of the state committee from 
this district and Representative Geo. 
H. Ellis will be the guests of the coni' 
mittee. 


Mr. Lambert N. Whitney, a well- 
known former resident of this city, 
has been appointed general commer- 
cial superintendent for New England 
of the Telephone Company and will 
assume his duties in Boston on Feb- 
ruary 15th. 

Mr. Whitney’s education was se- 
cured In the Public Schools of New- 
ton, Massachusetts and at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology from 
which latter Institution he graduated 
In 1896. Very early in life he de- 
veloped a decided liking for the tele- 
phone business for during the years 
from 1891 to 1896, while yet in school, 
he worked during his summer vaca- 
tions for the New England Telephone I 
and Telegraph Company us a general 
utility man at the Newton and New- 
ton Highlands exchanges of that Com- 
pany. These exchanges are now 
known as Newton North and Newton 
South. His general duties at that time 
were the preparation of reports and 
clearing trouble during the day time 
and sleeping in the exchange answer- 
ing such calls as were made during 
the night. During this period he had 
the distinction of placing the first 
granular button installed in New, on 
and possibly in the England Com- 
pany’s territory, as it was installed 
on the residence telephone of Mr. J. 
N. Keller. After graduating from the 
Institute in 1896 he immediately took 
a position with the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company in New 
York. While with this Company he 
held the positions of Inspector, Chief 
Inspector, Right-of-Way Agent, As- 
sistant Chief Operator, Chief Operator, 
Manager and Special Agent to the 
District Superintendent. In the fall 
of 1903 he resigned from the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company to 
assume the position of Division Super- 
intendent for the Central Union Tele- 
phone Company in which position he 
was in charge of the State of Indiana 
with headquarters at Indianapolis. 

Mr. Whitney’s experience in the 
Telephone business has been varied, 
he having been actively engaged in 
practically all branches of the work 
including Plant. Traffic, Commercial 
and Executive work. During Ills con- 
nection with the Central Union Tele- 
phone Company he was early very 
prominent in the advocacy and devel- 
opment of the present established pol- 
icy in connection with the relations 
with Independent and Connecting 
Companies. Mr. Whitney together 
with Mr. T. P. Sylvan and a few others 
waB especially actve in the advocacy 
of the principles and development of 
an "Universal Service” now almost 
universally in effect In the State of In- 
diana; whereby a subscriber may 
have only one telephone and be able 
from that telephone to secure con- 
nection with all lines irrespective of 
ownership and thereby be able literal- 
ly, to talk to “Everybody Everywhere.” 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Newton Y. M. C. a.

ing. February 19th, and in connection 
with the dedication to hold a memorial 
service in memory of Mr. Frank A. 

Friends of the Association have 
been planning for the last few months 
some sort of a dedicatory service, al- 
ways having in inlnd the Chairman of 
the Trustees, Mr. Day. who has done 
so much to make possible the splendid 
building which the Association now 
occupies. A representative committee 
will be formed which will announce 
very soon the program for this dedi- 
cation and the memorial service.

TO IMPROVE VENTILATION 

A special meeting of the School 
Committee was held Monday after- 
noon in the Technical High School, 
and the plan submitted by Public 
Buildings Commissioner Walter R. 
Forbush for improving the ventilation 
system at the Technical High School, 
calling for the expenditure of $9346. 
was partially approved. The School 
Committee will first make a test of the 
partial improvment suggested by Mr. 
Forbush, that of installing a dust and 
shaving extractor at a cost of $900. 
and the raising of the skylights ana 
sash at a cost of $1300. 


Mr. Whitney has a very pleasing 
personality and has always been very 
popular with his associates in the 
Telephone business wherever he has 
been located.

The topic of interest before the 
Men’s League of the Congregational 
Church of Newton Highlands at their 
meeting on Friday evening. January 
23rd, was, "Have the Newton Schools 
Made Good?" The speakers were* 
Samuel B, Paul. Master of the Mason 
School of Newton Centre. Michael W. 
Murray, Head of the Vocational De- 
partment of the Technical High 
School, and Dr. Frank E. Spaulding. 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Mr. Paul briefly outlined the meth- 
ods of teaching in the Grammar 
Schools of today, calling attentfon to 
the system of special classes for both 
advanced and deficient pupils. 

Mr. Murray spoke on the vocational 
department work, stating that through 
the generosity of the late Mr. Frank 
A. Day and Captain S. Edward How- 
ard, and after the passage in the Leg- 
islature of an act to give State aid to 
vocational schools, such a school was 
started In the Stearns School at Non- 
antum. The quarters here were soon 
outgrown and it became necessary to 
locate the school in the old Jackson 
school building, with a larger equip- 
ment and two additional teachers. 
That building was soon crowded and 
it became impossible to take In more 
pupils. At this period the Technical 
High School was opened and certain 
courses for boys were started there 
and a household economics course for 
the girls. The elementary building at 
Nonantum was soon outgrown, how- 
ever. and the courses in the Technical 
High School, to do the work properly, 
became pretty expensive and some 
criticism was heard from City Hall. 
These two things made It possible to 
combine the extra Technical course 
and the elementary division work into 
one school in the Technical High 
School building. Of course this re- 
quired the services of more specialists 
and more money, but. the City is re- 
imbursed for one-half the expense by 
the State. This last year we received 
$21,000 reimbursement for carrying 
on that work. It costs twice as much 
per pupil as for courses in the Clas- 
sical High. The net cost to the City 
is slightly more than it would be if 
the pupils were taking the regular 
courses, but probably 90 f r of them 
would not be in school at all. if we 
did not have the courses, so that the 
net cost is an increased expenditure 
in schools. 

But I wish to maintain that that boy 
and girl is just as much entitled to 
that kind of secondary instruction as 
the boy or girl going to college. 

A little over a year ago I had the 
privilege of making a special study on

this subject for the legislature, and 
one of the things I got out of the study 
was the need of trained men, who are 
to be the future leaders of the manu- 
facturing industries. It Is one of the 
aims of this school to impress upon 
every one of these boys and girls 
from 14 np. the necessity of getting 
the best possible education, and at the 
same time make It possible for them 
to go out and take the leading places 
in business and industry. Another 
thing I got from my study, is that 
most of the men who are occupying 
the leading positions in the manufac- 
turing world today are not college 
men. but men who have grown up in 
their particular lines of business, men, 
who like many of our students rebel 
against a certain kind of book work. 
I remember a gentleman, the head of 
a textile mill, under 35 years of age, 
who is drawing a salary of $9,000 a 
year. That man left school when only 
12 and educated himself in the textile 
business. It Is next to impossible to 
do that today and the boys and girls 
have got to get that kind of work In 
the public schools. We have in our 
school two classes or groups, those- 
who will probably never be more than 
the wage earners, and those who will 
be the leaders In their particular lines. 
These people are divided into different 
classes and all these classes are so 
i small that the pupils can get ahead 
| very rapidly. You will find in our 
evening schools, courses for men and 
I women in typewriting, bookkeeping 
and stenography. You will find cours- 
es in shop work, printing, architectur- 
al and mechanical drawing, cooking, 

1 dressmaking, etc. All these are to be 
j considered a part of our vocational 
school. We divide this school into 
| two parts, one for girls and one for 
j boys, because we make special studies 
for both classes, that is for girls, we 
have courses in the household arts, 
cooking sewing, millinery, home nurs- 
ing. and all the practical activities of 
the home. For the boys there are dif- 
ferent mechanical courses, and this 
last year for the first time the boys 
elected their own courses, that is the 
course they were to follow for the 
next four years or whatever length of 
time they were to be in school. They 
may take pattern making, wood work- 
ing. printing, electrical or various 
other courses. In any one of these 
they spend three hours a day on shop 
practice, and the other three hours 
are spent on book work and drawing. 

It is very difficult in a school of this 
kind to get teachers. We have to train 
in a way our own teachers. Teachers 
of shop work have to be first-class 
mechanics and have to be able to 
teach also, and deal with boys. Take

MAKE THE KITCHEN PRETTY 


No Reason Why Most-Used Room In 
House Should Be Allowed to 
Look Neglected. 

A woman who believes thnt a kitch- 
en sho»”d be a pretty room wonders 
vhy most people do not hold the same 
opinion. 

Of original taRtes, she has devised 
this scheme of color and decoration 
for her kitchen. The walls she has 
had painted a bright sutiRhinny yellow, 
the woodwork and chairs a deep Prus- 
sian blue, the color of the pattern in 
her kitchen crockery and the corn- 
flower pattern of her white tiled stove, 
which has a shining metal top. 

“We are slaves to the view that a 
stove must be black and ugly." she 
says. "I got rid of this view in a visit 
to Hollnnd, where I bright my pretty 
stove." 

The window’s of her kitchen are 
hung with sash curtains made of glass 
toweling barred in bltie. At the cen- 
ter of their sills a little square bracket 
shelf has been attached, upon which 
stands a gay geranium. 


MAKE HOUSEHOLD WORK EASY 


Main Thing .’a to Have tdie Article* 
Most Required Always Conven- 
ient for Use. 

Sometimes it is the very little 
things, the things that appear most in- 
significant, that count for most in the 
making of household duties easy. To 
have things handy, right where they 
are within easy reach, is one of the 
things that should be the aim of every 
woman who must use certain utensils 
at every meal time. 

A clever woman has devised a plan 
by which she avoids drying the plntes. 
Over the sink rack, high enough so it 
will not interfere with anyone, has

been built a plate cage, just a skeleton 
afTalr of chestnut, that has been stain- 
ed to match the woodwork in the 
kitchen. The plates are slipped in 
between bars that permit them to 
stand upright, and as soon as they are 
washed and rinsed, they are placed in 
the cage where they drain and dry. 
This shortens the time of "doing” the 
dishes considerably. She tells me that 
other “cages" are to be made for other 
pieces of china that will help in the 
dish-washing problem. 

If you have a rack in which the 
knives, forks, and spoons tltat are in 
daily use can be slipped, and place 
up over the kitchen table, you will 
wonder how you ever could get along 
when they w’ere stowed aw’ay in the 
dresser draw’er. Three strips of one- 
half inch chestnut lumber, have 
square holes cut In them at intervals, 
and then they are glued together so 
that the holes will be opposite. These 
are screwed to shaped ends that in 
turn are fastened to the wall, and the 
knives, etc., are slipped in their place 
as soon as they come from the dish 
pan. One one-half inch chestnut or 
oak board with auger holes bored into 
it will do as well. 


Bran Bread. 

Set a Boft sponge at night as for 
white biead; in the morning take two 
cups of bran, moisten well with cold 
water, and let it boil for twenty min- 
utes. When luke-warm add this to 
two cups of the white sponge; also 
add one-half cup of molasses, one cup 
of ralBins, two tablespoonfuls of lard, 
und salt unless the white sponge has 
already been suited. Mix stiff with 
white flour and khead as you would 
white breud. When light place in 
pans and raise to double its bulk; 
bake one hour. 


Apples for Luncheon. 

Put a tumbler of water on three- 
fourths of a tumbler of sugar in porce- 
lain dish with the strained juice of one 
lemon. Boll gently 20 minutes. While 
thlB is cooking take six medium-sized 
sour apples, wipe, leave stems on and 
put into boiling syrup. Cook until you 
can pierce them with a straw, then 
lift carefully into a pretty dish or in- 
dividual dishes, pour the syrup over 
them aud set away to cool. Serve with 
u tablespoon of whipped cream on 
top. 


To Set Colors. 

To set colors in laundering, pink, 
green, unallne reds, lavender, purple, 
should be set in water containing dis- 
solved alum, two ounces to a tub. 

Dark blue, gray and black may be 
set by soaking them in salt water. 


To Crisp Cereals. 

1 find an easy way to crisp the un- 
cooked, ready-to-eat cereals is to place 
the amount required for one serving 
In an ordinary cornpopper and shake 
for a few minutes over u hot stove or 
lighted oil tftova.

Dishes Served at Family Table Should 

Be Conatltution Builders as Well 
as Palatable — Sweets Have a 
Definite Purpose. 

The average housekeeper selects 
her food In a very careless manner. 

(She buys coal and wood for the heat 
they provide and fabrics for their dur- 
ability, but she gives very little 
thought to the efficiency of foodstuffs 
She merely getB what is liked and 
what happens to be In the market 
and is easily prepared. 

It is certain that In years to come, 
when housekeeping, or “domestic sci- 
ence," has taken the high position 
toward which It is gradually moving, 
each housekeeper will be compelled 
to have her little volume on "Food 
Values" on the shelf with her book of 
recipes, and she will consult It even 
more frequently than she does the 
other books, because she will have 
been taught that the Importance of 
food lies In Its energy-giving proper- 
ties. 

But until that time comes we must 
struggle along ourselves and look at 
the buying and cooking of foods from 
a readjusted point of view — one which 
includes the value they have as con- 
stitution builders as well as their pal- 
atable qualifications. 

We must teach ourselvps to choose 
foods wisely, regarding rather the es- 
sentials than the nonessentlals, and 
to use discrimination In the processes 
of preparing them. 

Say that we need so many thousand 
units to live and work. Well, then, 
our food, properly chosen and pre- 
pared, should help to supply the nec- 
essary units. You cannot make bricks 
without straw or bread without flour 
or energy without the fuel to provide 
it. 

It would be Impossible to go deeply 
Into the food-value question in a short 
talk, but there Is one essential which 
must be mentioned because of the 
change of view regarding it. 

When we were all children we were 
given sweets only as a sort of reward 
for having eaten the plainer foods. 
SweetB were not looked upon as nec- 
essary, but rather as verging on the 
Injurious. 

Now we have learned that sweets, 
far from being harmful, are beneficial 
and productive of energy. 

There are so many health-giving 
constituents In the ordinary pudding 
that it Is far more advisable for the 
dessert of the average child than rich 
pies or pastries. Almost all puddings 
require eggs and milk, and these add 
a goodly number of units to the col- 
upin. 

There are also many delicious fruit 
puddings which contain many more 
strengthening elements than the plain 
fruit itself. And yet a decade of years 
ago the pudding would have been 
dealt out to the younger members of 
the family with a sparing and grudg- 
ing hand, while they might have par- 
taken freely of the fruit itself. 

Mothers are now beginning to real- 
ize the possibilities of desserts as 
strength-giving factors in their chil- 
dren’s liyeB. 


80 Many Ways of 8 ervlng It That It 

Will Always Be Appetizing — Some 
of These Recipes May Be 
Appreciated. 

Haricot of Mutton — Two tablespoons 
butter or drippings, two tablespoons 
chopped onion, 1 V4 pounds lean mut- 
ton cut into two-inch pieces, two cups 
water, salt and pepper, lima beans, 
chopped parsley. 

Fry the onion in the butter, remove 
the onion, add the meat and brown; 
cover with water and cook until the 
meat Is tender. Serve with a border 
of lima beano, seasoned with salt, pep- 
per, butter and a little chopped pars- 
ley. Fresh, canned, dried or evapo- 
rated lima beans may be used in mak- 
ing this dish. 

Stewed Sheep’s Hearts — Two sheep’s 
hearts, two ounces fat salt pork, two 
tablespoons minced onion, two table- 
spoons flour, one-quarter teaspoon 
pepper, 1% pint® boiling water, salt. 

Split and wash the hearts, season 
them with the salt and pepper, and 
roll them In the flour. Fry out the 
pork and add the onion to the pork 
fat and cook them ten minutes. At 
the end of that time remove the pork 
and onion to a stewpan and fry the 
hearts In the fat. Transfer hearts to 
the stewpan. Rinse the frying pan 
with the water, which should then be 
poured over the hearts. Use the flour 
that remains after the hearts are 
rolled to thicken the broth. 

Boiled Mutton With Oyster — Four 
pounds mutton from the shoulder, one 
onion, one pint oysters, salt. 

Bone the mutton and stuff with half 
the oysters, or make a gash In the 
meat near the bone and insert half the 
oysters und tie into shape. Half cover 
the meat with water and cook in a 
closely covered dish for two hours. 
With the remaining oysters make the 
following sauce: 

Oyster Sauce — Two tablespoons but- 
ter or mutton fat, one tablespoon flour, 
one-half pint oysters, one-half of the 
liquid In which the mutton has been 
boiled. 

Drain the oysters and heat and 
strain the liquor. Wash the oysters, 
add them to the hot oyster liquor and 
cook until they are plump. Remove 
the oysters and keep warm while mak- 
ing a sauce of the butter, flour, oyster 
liquor, and season with salt and pep- 
per. 

Steamed Mutton — Small pieces of 
mutton may be very satisfactorily 
prepared by covering the surface with 
powdered or finely chopped season- 
ings. as suggested In the foregoing 
recipe, and steaming It, or it may be 
steamed without seasonings.

Heat one quart of milk in double 
boiler. Add to this four well-beaten 
eggs. Stir constantly with wire egg 
beater until this thickens.

Baked Sweet Potatoes. 

Boll the potatoes until barely done, 
then skin them and cut in half inch 
slices. Fill a deep buking dish with 
alternate layers of the potatoes, bits 
of butter and a sprinkling of sugar. 
Bake in a moderate oven until the 
butter und Bugar form a rich syrup, 
in which the potatoes cook until they 
look almost clear; then allow them to 
brown. 


Prune Custard Pudding. 

Stew V6 pound of prunes in water 
to cover until the stones will slip out 
easily. Let the sirup boil away. Soak 
1 pint of dried cake in 1 quart of milk. 
Add 2 beaten eggs, a little salt, 1 tea- 
spooil vanilla and the stewed prunes 
Bake slowly until u knife will come 
out clean. Stir ut first to prevent 
fruit from Betting. Serve with cream. 


Duck, Braised With Turnips. 

Prepare a duck as for roasting. 
Line a small pan Just large enough 
for the duck with slices of bacon 
strew over the bottom a little parsley, 
onions and lemon peel. Lay in the 
duck, add a carrot cut into strips, an 
onion, stuck with three cloves, sea- 
son with pepper and cover with stock 
broth and a glass of white wine. 
Turn occasionally and simmer 
hour or until done. Fry some slices 
of turnip in butter to a light brown, 
drain and add them to the stewpan 
after removing the duck, which 
should be kept hot. When the tur- 
nips are tender, remove them and 
strain the gravy, thickening if neces- 
sary with a II. Die flour. Put the duck 
on a dish, pour the hot gravy over it 
and garnish with the turnips. Fry 
the turnips eight or ten minutes. Suf- 
ficient for five persons.

Take equal parts bv weight, Eng- 
lish walnuts. Brazil nuts or a mix- 
ture: Dates and figs (If preferred 

substitute raisins for figs). Put 
through the food chopper. Grease 
bowl or square cornered granite pan 
with butter, press this mixture down 
hard and let stand over night then 
turn out and slice cake.

Tnke from 
brine, wipe dry and put In clean Jars. 
Cover with hot vinegar in which an 
onion, 12 whole cloves, three blades 
of mace and an ounce of mustard seed 
have been boiled.

During the past decade conservation 
has been the keynote of many a cam- 
paign — political nnd otherwise. 

Our national resources have re- 
ceived the careful attention of states- 
men and scholars. Reclamation of 
desert territory of the West has in- 
creased land values more than 
$105,800,000. Along the irrigation 
canals cheap electricity has enabled 
the farmer, far removed from the cen- 
ters of community life, to enjoy all 
the benefits of modern heating nnd 
lighting. 

Large sections of forestB hav* 
passed under the control of the gov- 
ernment. Our public parks or tiis 
West and our White Mountain reser 
vations have been saved from the van- 
dalism of the woodsman, artd result- 
ing climatic devastations. Thousands 
of acreB of coal areas are regulated 
and leased by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The control of our rivers, whereby 

ist regions of rich land are freed 
from the periodic overflow and the 
tlon. Niagara and the "Father of 
attending destruction to life and prop- 
erty, is authorized by state and na- 
Waters” are being harnessed to dis- 
tribute manufacturing, lighting and 
motive power to widely distant points. 
I^ast but not least in its promised ben- 
efits to the race, may be the Federal 
Health Service which aims to bring 
about better conditions of life, there- 
by lowering the per cent, of preventa- 
ble diseases and deaths. 

Our immediate problem is, however, 

local, but none the less a difficult 
one. How shall we conserve the phy- 
sical. the mental, and the spiritual 
life of our boys and girls? 1 assume 
that 1 am addressing those who are 
most intimately concerned in this 
question — the mothers of the children. 

am sure, therefore, if I may chance 
to say some things with which you do 
not wholly agree, I may yet claim 
your indulgence in discussing this 
question of mutual interest. 

Readers of a popular magazine of 
wide circulation, have recently been 
treated to severe criticisms of the pub- 
lic schools. With an experience of 
more than twenty-five years as a 
teacher in district, high and elemen- 
tary grades, I am persuaded that with 
all their faults and imperfections, in 
the public schools largely lies the fu- 
ture safety of the Republic. The pub- 
lic school touches and influences more 
or less vitally, the lives of the large 
majority of the children of Newton. 
How are these children affected phys- 
ically, mentally and spiritually 
through its training? 

Society has decreed that the school 
must be paternal. Modern life, partic- 
ularly in our urban communities, has 
handed over to the school many of 
those duties which belong to the 
home. The health of the child must 
be a matter of concern to the teacher. 


dren, under the instruction of special 
teachers. 

This segregation places pupils in 
schools where they may have oppor- 
tunities to learn how to do that Kind 
of work which most of them must do 
when they are through school, and 
also removes a drag from the regular 
classes. 

Some children find great difficulty in 
completing the regular grade work 
and often fail of promotion. Boys of 
15 years and girls of 14 years may 
now have the privilege of going to the 
High School in the Transfer (’lass and 
taking courses — the boys in shop 
work and the girls in Household 
Economics— thus fitting them for fu- 
ture self-support and usefulness. 

For younger children who remain 
in Newton during the summer, there 
is the \acation School, where wood- 
work, basketry, weaving, etc., keep 
many children off the streets. 

The school and home gardens in 
this district, largely under the direc- 
tion of the Social Science Club, have 
been the means of interesting many 
children in a healthful occupation 
during out of school hours, and 
through the summer vacation. Lar- 
ger numbers ought to plant gardens. 

I have mentioned only a few activi- 
ties whereby the school is attempting 
to educate the child. By all means 
the physical development must be at- 
tended to. The mental phase has re- 
ceived the combined wisdom of an- 
cient and modern thinkers. Nor can 
these two be separated^ with the best 
results to either — they ‘must go hand 
in hand. But were I to stop here, 1 
should feel that our time were well 
nigh wasted. The moral and spiritual 
development rests to a large extent on 
the physical and mental. It is diffi- 
cult to analyze them into their com- 
ponent parts, but I am convinced that 
the man with the finest physique and 
keenest intellect, if he were wholly 
devoid of the moral sense, would not 
be your ideal as an example of man- 
hood for your sons to imitate. 

The founders of our Common- 
wealth; looking with clear vision into 
the future, inserted in our Constitu- 
tion, this section: 

The president, professors and tutors 
of the university at Cambridge and of 
the several colleges, all preceptors 
and teachers of academies and all 
other instructors of youth shall exert 
their best endeavors to impress on 
the minds of children and youth com- 
mitted to their care and instruction, 
the principles of pietiy and justice 
and a sacred regard for truth, love of 
their country, humanity, and univer- 
sal benevolence, sobriety, industry and. 
frugality, chastity, moderation and 
temperance, and those other virtues 
which are the ornament of human so- 
ciety and the basis upon which a re- 
publican constitution is founded; and

body. It is of prime importance that 
the sight of the child must be con- 
served by use of good, legible print, 
proper light, freedom from eye strain, 
with periods of frequent rest and fre- 
quent examinations. 

The laws of Massachusetts require 
that the eyes of every pupil shall be 
examined, and defects in vision be re- 
ported to the parent with the recom- 
mendation that an oculist be consult- 
ed. Some years ago, a pupil came to 
from the Parochial School. She 
seemed unusually stupid and it was 
several weeks before I discovered that 
Bhe could not see the work on the 
hoard. Notice was sent to the father 
that the girl needed glasses, but some- 
time elapsed before I could persuade 
her to wear them, and then only under 
threat of non-promotion. Her excuse 
was that glasses were unbecoming to 
her. 

The ears also demand and receive 
attention. Many pupils fail to do good 
work because of inability to hear dis- 
tinctly. Enlarged tonsils, adenoids 
and other growths affecting the gen 
eral health of children are reported 
and their removal or treatment ad- 
vised. Children who have been absent 
from school on account of illness are 
upon their return, referred to tho 
school physician. General lessons in 
hygiene are required and nails, hands, 
hair, and teeth are subject to weekly 
inspection by the school nurse. The 
latter visitB the homes of the poorer 
classes, adviseB the mothers in regard 
to the treatment of children’s dis- 
eases, and tukes children needing 
treatment to hospitals and infirmaries. 
A clinic for malformation of the spine 
and other bones of the body has been 
established at the Newton Hospital. 
Just recently a dental clinic at New- 
tonville has been opened. Poor 
children may have the benefit of these 
on the payment of u small fee. 

No child excluded from school on 
account of contagious disease is al- 
lowed to return without u permit from 
the Board of Health, and all children 
must present certificates of vucclna- 
tion, satisfactory to the medical in- 
spector. 

Individual towels are prescribed by 
law; the common drinking cup has 
been abolished and pupils are con- 
stantly counseled against putting pen- 
cils, pens or fingers in the mouth. 

Briefly, what is being done for the 
mental training of the children? 

Boys in the seventh and eighth 
grades have sloyd while the girls are 
having sewing. Some boys volunteer 
to come buek Tuesday afternoon for 
extra work, individual pupils and 
groups of pupils are receiving special 
instruction in various branches. 

Our plun is to allow each pupil to 
udvance as fast us his nuturul ability 
and ills evidence of work will admit. 
Pupils who show aptitude for super- 
ior work are promoted at any time 
during the year. Classes are divided 
approximately into divisions, accord- 
ing to their relative standing. 

Boys over 14 years of age, who have 
very little scholastic promise are ad- 
vised to go to tile Independent indus- 
trial School where one-half to two- 
thirds of tlie time is devoted to wood- 
working, printing, electricity, patteru- 
making, und sheet-iron work. 

Those who are far below’ the aver- 
age iu mentality are urged to enter 
the school for mentally deficient chll-

admit, into a clear understanding of 
the tendency of the above-mentioned 
virtues to preserve and perfect a re- 
publican constitution and secure the 
blessings of liberty as well as to pro- 
mote their future happiness, and .uso 
to point out to them the evil tendency 
of the opposite vices. 

The school, while reaching up to 
the ideal, has failed in attaining its 
highest efficiency in each part of its 
three-fold problem. This failure is 
due to pauses both within and with- 
out. The pupils of the Bigelow School 
sadly need a playground near at hand, 
under an instructor at least certain 
hours of the day, to maintain order 
and supervise the games. 'Farlow 
Park should be reserved for the Un- 
derw’ood children. The street sides 
of our Bigelow grounds ought to he 
kept in first class condition, not only 
for the sake of their beauty, but as 
an incentive to a more loyal school 
spirit, and a higher civic pride. 

When sloyd was being introduced 
into the schools, many educators and 
parents thought that it would solve 
the problem of the bad boy. It un- 
doubtedly aided, hut the problem re- 
mained. 

We are just now in the midst of the 
vocational and industrial solution of 
the same question, and while many 
will be immeasurably benefitted there- 
by, the problem will still remain in u 
modified form. 

Most of all, the school needs the 
help of the home. Here, I believe, 
lies the true solution and here can he 
done the most effective home mission- 
ary work. 

In few’ communities are there such 
cordial relations between home and 
school, as obtain here in the Bigelow 
District. The parents expect their 
children to have us good opportunities 
educationally, both in equipment nnd 
instruction, as their environment in 
New’ton w’ould seem to demand. 

Rarely have I experienced other 
than respectful nnd hearty co-opera- 
tion on the part of parents, and where 
differences of opinion or misunder- 
standings have arisen, with few’ excep- 
tions. the difficulties have been satis 
factorily adjusted. Parents have 
often made valuable suggestions for 
the good of the whole school — anl 1 
know every teacher in this district 
gladly welcomes helpful and con- 
structive criticism. Therefore, I be- 
lieve it is the duty of every parent to 
inform the teacher, as early in the 
Bchool life of the pupil as possible of 
any physical or mental defects which 
may interfere with the school work. 
Much trouble and loss of time may 
thereby be avoided. 

Parents should carefully control the 
amusements of their children. The 
activities of modern American life 
make great demands upon the physi- 
cal und nervous systems of the indi- 
viduals. Men harassed with the stren- 
uous duties of business life cull for 
something to divert their minds from 
the daily grind, llomekeepers must 
have some outside interest. Nor are 
the children content with the simple, 
childlike amusements, of bygone years 
but must vie with their parents in the 
complexities of social life. Private 
theatricals, evening dances, evening 
theatre parties, moving pictures, girls’ 
clubs, und other forma of entertain- 
ment demand late hours, u consequent 
loss of sleep and undue nervous ex-

Right here the home can help the 
school more than it does — in teaching 
practical lessons of regular and 
prompt attention to business. School 
is the child's business. Children un- 
fitted to be in school on account of ill- 
ness have the best of reasons for non 
attendance, but it seems to us teachers 
that with a Saturday holiday and two 
half-days off during the other five, 
there should be ample time found for 
all necessary outside interests. In- 
deed, it is the common experience of 
teachers that, except for sickness, the 
pupils who stand highest in their 
classes feel that they can least afford 
to lose any time. Most of the absences 
and tardiness are caused by compar- 
atively few pupils. 

Were you a principal, what would 
you do on receiving a note from a par- 
ent, whose son had been closely ques- 
tioned by his teacher as to the cause 
of tardiness, saying that "neither you 
nor your subordinates have any busi- 
ness to pry into my private affairs?” 
Several years later, the father begged 
that the boy should not be dropped 
from our rolls. 

Or again if you had advised a 
mother whose daughter had been ab- 
sent from school and after several 
days of reported illness was know’n to 
be walking the streets with young 
men of loose morals, would a note 
from the parent saying “ that was not 
much to make such a fuss about" en- 
courage you to repeat your warning? 

Supt Horn says that "So long as 
homes are different, children will be 
different. The moral training received 
In the home qffects the child’s moral 
capacity just as the intellectual train- 
ing affects his mental capacity. No 
scheme of education complete 

which -oes not take Ju’.o considera- 


be a strong moral fibre interwove* 
into our product of the school. Many 
a time did l hear our lamented and 
dearly loved Mr. So win. during the 
year and a half your children were 
housed in the Horace Mann School at 
Newtonville, say to his pupils. "Chil- 
dren we are working for mental power 
and discipline. None of you can af- 
ford to pass in slovenly work or fail 
of doing your best." 

According to a newspaper report 
from Washington, children of that 
city, at least those whose mothers are 
members of the local branch of the 
National Congress of Mothers, are 
preparing to return to the simple life. 
The following are some of the rules 
adopted at a recent meeting: 

All entertainments in our homes in- 
cluding dances stop at midnight. 

That the "nameless" dances not 
only be discouraged, but forbidden in 
our homes and tt> our children. 

When objectionable dancing is com- 
menced, that the music cease at once. 

That simplicity in dress distinguish 
our girls. 

That we instruct our boys to end a 
social call at ten or ten-thirty o’clock. 

The members also pledged them- 
selves to frown on Sunday entertain- 
ments and to refrain from having 
parties for their children on school 
nights. 

Severe constraint gives poise, in- 
wardness, self-control; while the now 
too common habit of coquetting for 
the child’s favor, and pedugogic petti- 
fogging for its good will, and senti- 
mental fear of a judicious slap to 
rouse a spoiled child with no will to 
break, to make it step with the rest in 
conduct, instead of delaying a whole 
school-room to apply a subtle psychol- 
ogy of motives on it, is bad. This is 
pretty stern language for these days, 
isn’t it? And yet if one will read Dr. 
Hall’s "Youth, Its Regimen and Hy- 
giene”, he will find that the author 
believes in a firm, though just, train- 
ing of children. 

Many of you may have read 
recently a report of a lecture 
to young mothers at the Harv- 
ard Medical School, by Dr. John 
Lovett Morse, when he told of the 
need of occasional w’hippings if the 
mother would have a well disciplined 
child. “Children must be made to 
obey. It is because they are not obe- 
dient, he said, that they are run over 
by automobiles or eat stuff that kills 
them.” 

Judge Deuel, of the Court of Special 
Sessions, known as the "Father of the 
Children’s Court” of New York, says 
that the usefulness of a parental 
[spanking is impossible of measure- 
ment when properly administered.”

your hoy had that experience? Do 
you know that often a pupil who gets 
good marks will do something to 
lower his rnnk for fear of being called 
n "Willy-boy”? 

Since these things are so, follow- 
parents, what are we going to do 
about It? We are facing n condition 
and not a theory. Some may think 
that ibe fact is over drawn, that there 
is little danger when all the outside 
forces for good are at work. We 
have the Y. M. C. A., the Boy Scouts. 
Boy’s Clubs, the Sunday Schools, all 
working for the saving of our boys, 
but these are not enough. All of these 
institutions combined cannot do the 
work of the home. 

1 cannot close this discussion with- 
out n reference to that other grent 
institution for the conservation of our 
young people — the training schools of 
the Church. When in the closing 
years of the eighteenth century, Rob- 
ert Raikes gathered about him" for 
restraint and instruction in the rudi- 
ments of morality, the filthy degraded 
children of the Gloucester slums,” ne 
was inaugurating a divine moment of 
supreme importance. We are told 
Mint n "grent scheme of popular edu- 
cation began to mature in his mind." 
And Its application so disturbed tm> 
authorities that a cry wns raised that 
“the masses must be kept in their 
place.” A Scotch minister was afraid 
that the movement would destroy all 
family religion. John Wesley, how- 
ever wrote. "Who knows but what 
some of these schools may become 
nurseries for Christians.” 

This movement has now become the 
“most potent instrument for moral 
and religious advancement of the 
twentieth century”. The reported 
number of Sunday-school pupils in 
1911 in the U. S. was 15.47S.000 and 
for N. A. over 16.600,000. 

The product of the S. S. will be the 
church membership of the future and 
the quality of work done will, In a 
large degree determine the kind of re- 
ligion, the standard of morals and the 
type of citizenship of the coming gen- 
eration.” The Sunday-School is the 
only organization today which teaches 
the Bible to the masses. It is the 
opinion of many that Christianity will 
stand or fall with the teaching of it 
to the children of this century. 

In 1911. there were enrolled in the 
Protestant S. S. of Massachusetts 
nearly 330,000 pupils of all ages. The 
last census credits the state with 
3,366,416 population. Less than one 
tenth then of our children and adults 
arc enrolled in Protestant Sunday- 
schools. Not more than 55 or 60 '/<■ 
on nn average, are attending its ses- 
sions on a given Sunday. Not more 
than 25'. of all children who belong 
to the Sunday-schools become church 
members. Are we conserving the 
moral and religious natures of our 
children? 

The church is admittedly an insti- 
tution necessary for the progress and 
uplife of the race. Around it centers 
every Christian organization through 
whose agencies it touches humanity. 
Can you conceive of a Newton, unin- 
fluenced by some Christian activity? 
Would you care to rear a family in a 
Godless community? The very fact 
that we are living here answers the 
question. 

To the patriotic citizens then, the 
future of the church is of concern. 
To the parent it is doubly so. 

Why are so many of our children 
out of the Sunday-school? Various 
reasons may be given. Locally, tne 
one often advanced, namely, unintel- 
legent instruction, would not apply. 
Unlike the day school, no law requires 
attendance. Indifference on the part 
of the parent may be a reason. Many 
are more interested in the illustrated 
supplement of the Sunday paper. 
Someone has said that the large ma- 
jority of our children know very little 
of the daily news beyond the “funny” 
page and the sporting page. 

I believe children should attend 
Sunday School as regularly as they 
do the day school. There should be 
classes for all ages and all grades. 
Children too young to attend school 
should be on the Cradle Roll. In the 
larger schools there should be Kin- 
dergarten, Primary, Intermediate, and 
Adult Departments. These must be 
under the supervision of able, consci- 
entious and consecrated men and wo- 
men. A Home department for udults 
unable to meet with the school, and a 
department to encourage the mothers 
to assist the young children In the 
weekly lessons ought to be sustained 
May I close this plea for a more ef- 
fective and united service on the part 
of the home, the school, and the 
church in the conservation of the 
greatest asset of our city, by quoting 
the words of the Great Apostle: 

"Finally whatsoever tilings are true, 
whatsoever tilings ore honest, what- 
soever tilings are just, whatsoever 
tilings are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of 
good report; if there be any virtue 
and if there be any praise, think on 
these things.”

Wm. C. Freeman, the we r .-cnown 
New York Advertising Counsemr says: 

“If 1 were a New England manu- 
facturer the first thing that I would 
try to do would be to influence my 
home people to buy my product. I 
would regard it as worth while to have 
their approval. 

“The population of New England 
represents practically one-fourteenth 
of the total population of the United 
States. Their natural loyalty to New 
England would induce them to buy 
reliable products of reliable manufac- 
turers if these manufacturers asked 
them to buy. A home indorsement is 
more important than a national in- 
dorsement. 

"If a product stands well in the 
community or the section in which it 
is manufactured, it is quite likely to 
stand well everywhere else. 

"I would advertise in the New Eng- 
land newspapers. I think that a man- 
ufacturer could use all of the New 
England newspapers, big and little, at 
a cost of less than $40,000 in one year, 
giving to each one a 10,007 line con- 
tract, enabling him to UBe either a 50- 
line double column advertisement, 
twice a week, or 100 lines double col- 
umn, once a week, for fifty weeks. 

"A campaign of this kind should 
produce for any manufacturer selling 
a reliable article a business of at least 
a million dollars in New England 
alone. If it did, his advertising cost 
would only be four per cent. After he 
has introduced himself to his home 
people, and secured their approval, lie 
could go out to the whole country und 
say, "My product satisfies my neigh- 
bors; they believe in it and in me, und 
I uppeul to you for your trade, be- 
cause 1 am backed up by my home 
people.” 1 should think personul 
pride would influence a manufacturer 
to do this very thing."

MANTLES THAT WON’T BREAK 


English Article That Can Be Tossed 
About Like Ordinary Rubber 
Bali — Big Gas Saver. 

As astonished gathering at the Ho- 
tel Cecil saw Incandescent gas mantlre 
thrown about the room, caught by the 
skillful and afterward thrown back 
again to the platform, writes the Lon- 
don correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian. Then the Ill-used mantles 
were put on gas burners and gave a 
brilliant light, as if nothing had hap- 
pened to them. Then the demonstra- 
tor, while the gas was etill burning, 
pushed the mantle up with a rod until 
it bulged and let it fall back again. 
And still it continued to give a bril- 
liant light. An ordinary gas mantle 
burning alongside it collapsed at a 
touch, as, of course, any ordinary gas 
mantle would. The reason why the 
ordinary gas mantle gets crippled so 
easily is that in structure it is a 
network of woven fabric, so that when 
you break two or three vertical 
threads at the neck or collar all the 
dependent horizontal threads give 
way, too. 

The new’ mantle is made of exactly 
the same materials as the old, but it 
consists entirely of vertical threads, so 
that destruction of the threads does 
not alter the hang of the mantle and 
destroy it wholly. You must destroy 
every single thread, since each thread 
(there are 500 of them in a mantle) 
hangs by itself. The new mantle. In 
fact, looks like an inverted tassel. It 
is made entirely by machinery and 
it is stated that one unskilled worker 
can turn out a dozen times as many 
in a day as a skilled worker of the 
old mantles. It is further stated that 
the new mantle saves one-third of the 
gas consumption, because it can be 
used at a low gas pressure. 


SCAFFOLD LADDER IS HANDY 


Adapted to Be Variously Adjusted and 
Rearranged for Accomplishment 
of Various Purposes. 

The Scientific American, In describ- 
ing a scaffold ladder, the invention of 
C. G. Bishop of Southampton, N. Y., 
says : 

An object here Is to arrange im- 
proved means adapted to be variously 
adjusted and rearranged for accom- 
plishing a plurality of purposes, all 
of which relate to the use of scaffold- 
ing of various kinds. Further, to pro- 
vide a scaffolding device formed of 



two members connected by a pivotal 
link and carrying braces for holding 
the supporting members a proper dis- 
tance apart and locking the same in 
that position. The scaffolding ladder 
is associated with intermediate sup- 
ports designed to support scaffolding 
bars. The ladder proper may be used 
in various capacities as a support for 
scaffolding, a6 an ordinary ladder, and 
as a scaffolding support for use on 
roofs of various shapes. 


MANY TOOLS ARE COMBINED 


French Novelty, Contains Among 
Other Things, Small Anvil to Be 
Used Together With Vise. 

A whole cabinet of tools, including 
vise, cutting pliers, wrench and ham- 
mer, along with the numerous small 
tools usually included in combination 
tool sets — all part of the hammer, or 
nested in the hammer handle — is a 
novelty from France, says the Popular 
Mechanics. The hammer head may 
be used as either a vise, a cutting plier 
or a wrench. The sleeve, which holds

BIG CLOCK WITHOUT HANDS 


Hours, Minutes and 8econds Are In- 
dicated by Arrangement of Multi- 
colored Electric Bulbs. 

One of the largest electric clocks In 
existence has Just been exhibited. It 
Is a marvel of beauty and workman- 
ship The pendulum weighs over 3,000 
pounds. The clock contains 5,485 
multicolored electric bulbs, for which 
11,000 connections were necessary 
and over a mile of wire. In making 
the connections 140 pounds of special 
screws were required. The dial, al- 
though It indicates hours, minutes, 
and seconds, has no hands. 

The time in minutes is indicated 
by 60 series of lights, each series con- 
taining 32 globe-covered bulbs, radiat- 
ing from an ornamental centerpiece 
to the outer edge of the dial. Short- 
er rows of different colored lights In- 
dicate the hour, and these change 
their different position 12 times dur- 
ing each 60 minutes, or once every 
five minutes. The seconds are shown 
by 60 lights placed at equal distances 
around the extreme outer edge of the 
face. 

The hour figures are three feet high, 
outlined in colored lights. Each sec- 
ond the illumination in the outer cir- 
cle of light moves foiward one bulb, 
and when the dial has been entirely 
circled the lights indicating the min- 
utes also advance, and the hour hand, 
formed by lights, makes its slow jour- 
ney at five-minute intervals. Despite 
the huge proportions of the clock it 
has been found that it keeps absolute- 
ly correct time even to the second. 


NEW POCKET ELECTRIC LAMP 


Continuous Light Is Supplied by Small 
Dynamo Instead of the Custom- 
ary Dry Battery. 

Instead of the customary dry bat- 
tery, this ingenious pocket electric- 
flash lamp is provided with a little 
dynamo which is driven by a spring 
says the Popular Mechanics. The 
lamp can be made to give a continuous

light by simply depressing a lever at 
regular intervals of about three or four 
seconds, the action of the lever simul- 
taneously releasing and rewinding the 
spring.

mathematics for instance, we have one 
man who Is an eleetrlcal engineer, 
who teaches all the mathematics to 
those in the electrical course, and so 
on. 

Supplies for this school are rather 
expensive. 1 was surprised in figur- 
ing up the other day to find that if 
we had sold our by-product during 
the past year, it would have netted 
about $10,000. 

This school is very complex. To do 
the work successfully we have to have 
a large amount of machinery and we 
have to deal with a type of boy and 
girl who have found school work diffi- 
cult. 

Mr. Murray also stated that during 
his period of teaching at the Tech- 
nical High School he had hnd the 
pleasure of showing more people 
about the rooms who were from out- 
side of Newton and outside of the 
State, than he hnd taxpayers of the 
City. He urged nil present to make a 
visit to the school. 

Dr. Spaulding said that he believed 
the two preceding speakers had given 
the members a very good insight into 
the principal features of the Newton 
School system, touching upon the de- 
tails as well ns the fundamentals, and 
that it would be Impossible for him to 
speak of the problem as a whole with- 
out repeating some things which have 
already been mentioned. 

1 have been very much interested in 
working out this school problem, and. 
of course. 1 am in a position where it 
is impossible to give an unbiased an- 
swer to the question. "Have the New- 
ton Schools Made Good?" It is a most 
difficult question to answer, even If 
our school system is not very exten- 
sive. We have at present, about 7500 
pupils and over 300 teachers. A con- 
siderable number of cities and at least 
two States have employed outside 
people recently to answer just such a 
question as you ask us tonight. We 
teachers can answer this question 
from our own standpoint, the pnrents 
from their standpoint. The parents in 
many cases are demanding too much 
of the schools. Now Mr. Paul has de- 
fined what we are trying to do, of the 
standard we have set for our school 
system as a whole. We are taking the 
children from 5 or 6 and keeping 
them, through the aid of the vocation- 
al department, with us until they are 
18. I want to mention that, because 
that is the fundamental thing perhaps, 
that has brought about all the changes 
which have so vitally changed the 
cost of our school system. 

In the past we have said, here Is the 
way and means for securing an edu- 
cation, here is education, take it and 
be educated and if you fail it is no 
fault of ours. Now we are trying to 
go about it in a radically different 
way. We say here are the children of 
all types and kinds and we try to fit 
the equation to the child. It has been 
our aim to adapt the education to the 
child and this has been especially ap- 
parent since the completion of the 
Technical High School. 

Previous to the introduction of this 
vocational school we were keeping in 
the schools, children for the most part 
up to 14 years of age, beyond that age 
we were losing them at a more rapid 
rate each year, but not so many as 
before when we were endeavoring to 
adapt them to education instead of 
education to them. I have here a 
chart, this solid line represents the 
percentage of increase in the number 
of children over 14 years of age, chil- 
dren who are not obliged to go to 
school, and who for the most part 
would not be in school, if it was not 
for this vocational department. You 
can see that it was over 40% in 1913. 
The normal increase of pupils who 
are required to go to school by law, 
is shown by this broken line and is 
not quite half as much as those who 
attend school voluntarily. Now this 
system of education absolutely de- 
pends upon co-operation between the 
parents and the teachers in the 
schools. In the old days there were 
not many chances of making a mistake 
in selecting a course. Now, It is ab- 
solutely necessary to study a child 
carefully and see what course is best 
adapted to him, and to do this suc- 
cessfully, principals and teachers and 
parents must co-operate. 

We must find out his probable fut- 
ure, how long lie is likely to remain 
in school, and then decide wisely what 
will be the best course for him to fol- 
low. Much of this work is handled 
by the principals. Of course, some 
are not successful in the courses chos- 
en. Sometimes the parents select a 
course entirely different from that 
suggested by the principal and teach- 
ers. In that ca*** sometimes the pupils 
are successful, but more often they 
are not. If the parents und teachers 
do not co-operate then the child is 
not »eitim? m** best out of the scnools 
and the schools are not reaching their 
highest point of efficiency. I do not 
mean to say that principals and teach- 


ers are always right, but In the ma- 
jority of cases. 

As n rule pnrents are allowed to se- 
lect the courses if they insist on cer- 
tain ones, and if it Is possible pupils 
are allowed to try them. Sometimes 
the parents prove they arc right that 
the pupils nro better served than in 
the courses that the teachers would 
hnve them take. But. as a rule the 
pupils do not make a success in these 
cases and they are the ones we lose 
those who get discouraged and it is 
then we hear from the parents that 
the schools are not making good. 

said 1 would speak nbout the cost. 
The cost has run up quite rnpidly in 
the last few years. 1 shall make com-- 
comparisons. It Is true that the cost 
per pupil, if we make no distinction 
in departments, but take all together 
and figure the average cost, then New- 
ton is higher than nnv other City in 
the State by about $1.00. But Newton 
is educating n much larger percentage 
of its pupils In the most expensive end 
of the educational system, a much 
larger percentage than in any other 
city in the State or country. 

That is to say. we are educating a 
greater number in our courses in the 
High Schools. A little over 25% of 
our entire number of pupils are in the 
high schools, nn unprecedented num- 
ber. It cost in the high school two 
and one-half times more per pupil 
than in the kindergarten and twice as 
much as in the grades, and when you 
are doing the largest part of your 
business in the most expensive end of 
the system, it is necessarily going to 
make the average expense n great deal 
higher. Now in Boston and Spring- 
field it costs almost the same per pupil 
as in our grades, but in the high 
schools of those cities it costs several 
dollars more than we do, and if they 
educated as large a number in com- 
parison with Newton, of course, the 
average cost would then be more than 
in Newton. There are several towns 
where the expenses are higher in 
every department than in Newton. In 
the Town of Brookline it is 30% more 
in the kindergarten, something like 
50% more in the grades and more in 
the high school, and the same is true 
of WelleBley and Weston. They are 
paying more per pupil than we are. 

Now the people in Newton have de- 
manded the very best that can be 
maintained. I would not attempt to 
compare the work we are doing with 
any other city or town, but here we 
are trying fo give the very best qual- 
ity. Most of our pupils are now con- 
tinuing through the high schools and 
we are keeping a very careful record 
of every pupil who gets through the 
Commercial Department in our school, 
and we know just what every gradu- 
ate is doing, we know every position 
they have ever held, the wages they 
are getting, etc. We have a similar 
record in our classical High School, 
but which is not quite as successful, 
because a large number of the gradu- 
ates go to college and scientific 
schools. 

have heard of reports that the 
standards of the Newton High school 
people were lower than those of other 
schools and that certain colleges had 
refused to admit graduates of the 
Newton High School. The facts are 
that no college that admits pupils 
from any high school on certificate, 
failB to admit from the Newton High 
Schools and no college has ever sug- 
gested the withdrawal of this certifi- 
cate privilege from the Newton High 
School graduates. Not long ago I was 
interested to get at the tacts of the 
standing of graduates and so 1 wrote 
to proper officials of every college in 
this country where pupils of the New- 
ton High Schools have ever entered, 
and asKed them to tell me what their 
experiences had been with our gradu- 
ates and how they compared with 
graduates of other Bchools, and I got 
answers from all. The replies were 
not universally commendatory, but 
were on the whole very good. They 
are still 011 file in my office und 1 am 
rather proud of them. They give a 
very unbiased opinion and are very 
creditable on the whole. I think 011 
the whole 1 g m safe in saying that the 
Newton Schools are making good. 
There are many faults, and the reme- 
dying of these depends on better and 
more intelligent co-operation between 
the parents and the principals and 
teachers. You will find that they will 
always welcome any inquiries you 
may wish to make regarding the 
pupils or work of their Bchool. 

Dr. William E. Huntington, former 
President of Boston University spoke 
briefly, stating thut ull graduates of 
the Newton High Schools who had en- 
tered Boston University during his 
term of office had proven themselves 
very adept students and were success- 
ful. He believed thoroughly thut the 
Newton Schools have made good. 

Various questions were asked Dr. 
Spaulding regarding the vertical sys- 
tem of penmanship. Dr. Spaulding 
replied that after various tests the 
vertical system was found to be as 
rapid and legible as any other Bystem. 


“FROM DEATH TO LIFE” 

A lecture on the nhove-named sub- 
ject was delivered by Rev. E. M. L. 
Gould at the Church of the New Jeru- 
salem in Newtonvllle, last Sunua.v 
evening. 

"There hnve been two great advan- 
ces in Christian religious thought 
during the pnst century and a half 
said the lecturer. "The first 1 b the re- 
jection of mere faith as a centre of 
the religious duty of men and the 
adoption in its place of the ideal of 
service. The second is the substi- 
tution for belief in physical resurrec- 
tion at some future day to the thought 
of spiritual resurrection immediately 
after death. In both ♦hose changes 
the teachings of Emanuel Swedenborg 
has hnd a grent — and many historians 
say the central — part." 

His teaching in regard to the resur- 
rection was certainly new v.lth him; 
but is, of course, not to bo accepted 
merely on his personal authority. He 
had. undoubtedly, strange psychical 
experiences, but whether these were, 
ns he claimed, a revelation from the 
Lord is a question which must be de- 
cided on its merits. It does seem 
reasonable to suppose that if God had 
planned an eternal destiny for tis He 
would not keep us forever In ignor- 
ance concerning it. But what does 
Swedenborg say of death and the res- 
urrection? 

’In the first place he rejects the 
Idea of a physical resurrection at the 
last day as Irrational and unseriptur- 
al. "God is not a God of the dead, but 
of the living". Death of the body can- 
not mean even temporary cessation of 
iv.ug, for the real self — the soul — 
exists independently of it, over. now. 
Our bodies are merely garmeuts, 
which we put on for a time to serve 
the purposes of the material world. 

“And not merely our souls exist 
after death, but our personalities. For 
individuality is the real essence of the 
self or soul. The tendency of the uni- 
verse. nr shown in evolution, is not 
toward simplicity but toward even 
more complex forms of life; and this 
because the true perfection and unity 
lie in the working together of an in- 
creasing number of specialized en- 
tities. For an Individual to cease to 
be individual after death would be re- 
trogression, not progress. Thus in 
the future life, With its opportunities 
for self-development, we shall become 
more and more individual forever. 

"Nor must we think the operation 
of the senses ceases with the death of 
the body. Sensation is not a function 
of the body, but of the mind. It re- 
quires a body as a medium, but not 
necessarily a material one. St. Paul 
says. “There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body." The spir- 
itual body is the lowest plane of the 
soul proper, and is the real medium of 
sensation even while we live in this 
world. After death it will see and 
hear and act as before, but the objects 
of its sensations will be spiritual 
ones. Thus in the future life we shall 
have an external environment, as 
here, but it will be spiritual, and will 
be the outward expression of our men- 
tal states. A description of the nature 
of this environment may be found in 
Swedenborg’s work on "Heaven and 
Hell". 

"Death, then, is simply our removal 
from one plane of life to another; 
and, strictly speaking, it is not even 
that.. For our souls are immaterial, 
even now, and dwell, not in the mater- 
ial. but in the spiritual world. Thus 
dying means simply the transference 
of our consciousness from a lower 
plane to the higher one in which our 
real selves have ahvayB lived." 

Obviously from this point of view 
death is no longer a tragedy, but is 
the climax and fulfilment of life. It 
is solemn, as all great and irrevocable 
things are solemn, but its solemnity 
is filled with peace. It will bring sor- 
row until men are unselfish enough to 
rejoice at the friends’ good fortune 
even when it means their own out- 
ward loss. But it need never bring 
bitterness or despair. Those who 
have gone before us are much more 
alive than we; they are not far away 
from us, since our souls are with them 
even now; and they are happier than 
before, because they have no longu* 
the limitations of a material environ- 
ment to hamper their efforts at well 
doing. Death is the Master’s sum- 
mons, telling us that we have learned 
the lessons of the primary school of 
life and are ready for larger privi- 
leges and responsibilities." 

"Such a belief as this may seem too 
beautiful to be true, but aB a matter 
of fact its very beauty is the supreme 
evidence of its truth. For once we 
accept the thought of an infinitely 
loving God, the best that we cun im- 
agine is the nearest to whut He will 
be doing for His children.” 

"It must be, surely, from a percep- 
tion of this fact that the old fear of 
death by which our fatners were tor- 
mented is pussing out of existence. 
It must be for this reason that the 
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idea of the resurrection which is first 
found in Swedenborg has had so wide 
and constant a spread among the most 
high-thinking men of all branches of 
Christianity. Many of them do not 
know from whence it came. Still 
more avoid the question or the means 
by which it first came to the thought 
of the great Swedish seer. But the 
intrinsic beauty of the idea of death 
as but a transition to a better and 
higher life has been, Jo all who trust 
in God, the supreme evidence that it 
is His truth.”
